An Answer to the Ingairy **Onght 
Christiaus to be Guod Templars,”

The conditions and ohligations of ad. 
mission into this order ought to pre- 
vent Christians from unison with it 
The "*constitutiou" states that those ad- 
mitted must he willing to “take our 
pledge for life.” Many, we dare say, 
reading this, suppose thatour “pledge” 
has regard exclusively to total ahsti- 
nenco, This is not so. What w inelud- 
ed in our “pledge” the candidate is un- 
able to ascertun until ıt is gradually 
and warily revealed to him in the aev- 
eral stages of his inittstion and broth- 
erhood. The wholeof this pledge or 
“solemn obligation," the order of the 
initiation, aud other services, elc., are 
contsined in a book called the *' Ritu- 
Al," respecting which the law ia—"' No 
member or officer (even) can purchaae 
or personally possess rituals or officers? 
cards for his own use; they can only 
be sold tolodges as sach, and, hefore 
new ones are supplied, the old ones 
must be returned to the Grand Lodge,” 
Hardly able to believe that we read 
this law rightly—that a hook we had 
heard extolled (by Templars) aa one of 
the grandest productiona in the lan- 
gusge, which is in relation to the order: 
what the liturgy is to tho Episcopal 
church, was really withheld from the 
puhlic—we applied to grand worthies 
and to the head office for a copy, so that 
we m ght decide for ourselves respect- 
ing it, but were cooly informed that 
we could not have it either for love nor 
money. What the selemn obligation 
was “ we should he informed hefore 
(just before) taking it, and would then 


have the opportunity of withdrawiny;” 
hut the liturgy, in which we should 
after worda have to join, * wo muat take 
entirely on faith’—fatth in the inde- 
psndent order of Good Templars. “We 
have not eo learned Christ? and we 
aubmit whether the fact thst this “Book 
of Ritual,” with whieh every member 
of the order hes ao much to do, is with- 
held—not only from his careful study, 
hut from his very sight—he not in it- 
self sufficient to prevent his entertain- 
ing the thought for a single second of 


hecoming a good Templar? 
It so happened, however, that while 


making inquiry respecting the order, 
we received by post from a fr.end two 
psmphlets on the very subject —one by 
the Rev. J. Kerr, a director of the 
Greenock Total Abstinence Society, on 
“Secret Societies,” the other hy the 
Rev. J. Heron, Kilree, on **Good Tem- 
plariam, not good Christianity." Both 
pamphlets are published hy C. Aitelu- 
son, Caatle Place, Belfast, and we 
strongly recommend the perusal of 
them to those wishing to understand 
the nature and tendencies of thie ond 
kindred organizations, These authors, 
ina way perfectly honorahle to them- 
selvea, have seen this secret, sacred 
hook, the “Ritual,” and give ua several 
important and lengthy extrscts fiom it. 
We havo thus obtained, without puss- 
sing through the ordeal of initistion, a 
little information respectng the con- 
tents of this book; and, though we are 
unsble to join in the laudation of it, 
and cannot help pitymg the taste of 
its admirers, we do admit that the vow 
or oath is not a trifling matter, and, like 
marriage, “should not be thoughtless- 
ly or lightly entered iuto." At a cer 
tain stage of a ceremony lsating the 
greater part of an hour, which we 
really wonder how eoher, sensihle men 
can go through, the candidate for 
Templar orders and honora, standing 
hefore the altar, on which rests an 
open Blhle, with his .hand on hi: 
henrt, aolemnlg vowa—'* That he will 
not reveal any of the private work or 
business of this order to eny one not 
entitled to know the same, aud that in 
all things he will yield a cheerful ohe- 
dience to sil our lawe, rules, and usag- 
es.” Then follows prayer, which, asit 
must he the one in the ritual, is in har- 
mony with the principles of the order; 
after which, the worthy chaplein in- 
forms the candidate that **a Good Tem- 
plar's vow is registered in heavyen,” and 
adjures him, '‘as you value your stand- 
ing here, and your peace in etercity, 
keep thet vow sacred to the end of life.” 
Now, we may he told thet these words 
do uot refer to this, and do not mean 
that, and have regsrd only to the other 
thing; hut what we have to do is sim- 
ply to take them in their plain gram- 
matical meaning, and look at what 
they imply. Apart from every gloss 
which may now be put on them, they 
Vind the party to two things, which 
are wrong—aubmission and secrecy. 
Hereis a pledge of submission, a’ prom- 
we of cheerful obediesce to alltho laws, 
rules and usegea of the order!” Gb- 
serve, at the time thie vow is made, the 
vower dors not, cannot know all these 
laws, rules and usages; the hook con- 
taining some of them he was forbidden 
to see, into a lodge he was never before 
allowed to enter to witness the usages 
there; now lawn or rules may yet he 
introduced. These laws, rules and us- 
sges, havo in many instsncer, to do 
with “solemn ritea’ and ‘sacred 
services? and “religious exorcisea;" and 
we ask, Can anyone, under the 
promse of a lifelong obedience 
to Christ, and in fellowship with 
his church, consistently with his pro- 
fession make that vow! And then 
thero is the vow of secrecy. Again 
we say it is of no use a Templar affirm- 
ing what he understands hy that, and 
what exclusively this secrecy refers to, 
Here ara the words of the ‘obligatien” 
—''not to reveal any of the private 
work or business of this order to 
anyone not entitled to know the 
same," What the privsto work or 
husiness of this order ia now, 
or may at any future time be, the owm- 
didate, like ourselves, hss no means of 
knowing, lt requires, however, no 
very great effort of the imagination to, 
conceive of “private work or business” 
in lodges eomposed, as we have scen 


such lodyva may he, of all oharacters | 


and ereeds, which it would be wicked 
in any citizen, much more a Christian 
to conceal from the very party the 
ludge or order thought "not entitled to 
know the ssme.” No society, seculer 
or encred, has any authority to require 
such a pledge; no man or woman is 
justified in entering into auch a vow. 
lt is a sin agsinst the family, the 
church, snd the community of which 
he may form a port. In vindication 
of this secreey, Good Templar books 
tell us that families aud churches sre 
secret societies. This is simply untrue. 
lf any family were to bring all ite mem- 
bers under sny auch obligation as this, 
1t would he because there was in that 
family something terribly wrong; if 
sry church dared thus to act, it would 
cease that moment to be achureb of 
Christ. Gne large church in our own 
denominstion, to its honor he it record- 
ed, refused to allow tbeir school-room 
for the meeting place of one of these 
lodges, because it was a necret eociety. 
1f our families, churches, and societies 
were atl conducted on this principle of 
secrecy, we should have Pandemoniam 
»nearth. There are deeds of darkness 
besides drunkenness, which the teeto- 
tal pledge will not keep out of a man’s 
heart nor prevent entering into a. Tem- 
plarlodge, which mey at some tme 
lorm a pait of the private work or hus- 
iness in which secrecy would be sinful; 
and the mere fact that snch an obliga- 
tion has to he entered into, even though 
there were no secrets to reveal, 18 suffi- 
cient to place the order where a Chrie- 
tisn should not go. The Inw vulgarity 
ofthe raps, grips, signs and passwords, 
by which this hrotherhood is united, 
and its secrecy maintained, is such that 
if facte were not against it, we should 
have thought no Christian gentleman 
or Isdy could have come down to he 
mixed up with or employ, — Notwith- 
standing facta, we say, "These things 
ought not so to he," 


IlL—rax ritvaLiss OF THIS ORDER 
is, wethink, a reason why Christiana 
ought not to join—at lesst, why the 
members of our churches sbould not 
identify themselves with it. Ae we 
have said, the “Book of ritual," which 
contains, we believe, the order for the 
solemn servicea of initiation, installa- 
tion, institution, ete, is not to 
he seen outside the lodge; but 
we have euffisient reason for as. 
certing thst its theologyand beathen- 
ism are such as thet uo Christian 
should use it in the worship of God. 
Il may contain some truth, hut itis not 
“the truth ae itis in Jesus.” Apart 
from this no small matter, ‘Good Tem- 
plarism,” says the Manchester Ezam- 
inerand Times of May 2d, may ba 
described es the Ritualist or High 
Church sectiou of tbe great confedera- 
tion of temperance reformers. . . . 
They appeal to the esthetic and spirit- 
ual nature of their members hy enlist- 
ing their aid in the performance of a 
highly ornate religious service, set in 
liturgical form, and accompanied by 
rituslistic observances. The lower 
outward senses of mere sight and hear- 
ing, are also powerfully appealed to. 
The eye is dazzled with displays al 
glittering regalia, and the tickled ear 
ls gratified hy the frequent and digni- 
fied utterance of mouth-filling titles.” 
All this is not only admitted, but con- 
tended for in the trscts and pampblets 
of the order, In regard to it, we 
timply ask, whether the ministers and 
membera of churches, who preach and 
speak of the rituslism of the Romish 
nnd Puseyite churches as one of the 
curses of Christendom, and a terrible 
hindrance to the Gospel of Christ, are| 
consistent in being- such thorough-go- 
ing Ritualiats in a Good Templar lodge? 
Surely, if this manner of worship he 
wrong in the one place, it muat he 
wrong in theother. We hsve witness- 
ed some of the baneful effects of 
this Templar ritualism on the ferl- 
ings and conduct of some of the mem- 
hors ofour churches nnd congregations 
The simple services of our holy religi n 
knve hecome less sttractive, Ritual. 
'etic performances nre pled for and snp- 
ported, The huaks of a Good Tem- 
plar lodge are preferred to the hread of! 
the fathers house, Some of our 
churches nnd families baye reaped firs! 
fruits from this organiz»tion. alreaily; 
and we very much fear there is a seri- 
ous barvest yat to be gathered in. It 


may boast of th» victories it has schiev- 
ed, and the good it has done) just as 
quack doctors append to their adver- 
twements whole hosts of marvelons 
cures; but, on examination, we find 
the one as valueless as the other; and 
the mischief wrought far greater then| 
any lasting good accomplished, 

Dear Christian Brethren—There are 
other demons in the world besides 
diuukennesa: there are other ways to 
wos hesides the way which lies through 
the gin palace. Some of these are 
more suhtle and insidious, hut as sure- 
ly conduct to the same termination.

1f Masonic Christians really believe thie, 
why need they care to plant and nour 
ish churches and missions? Bat if 
they consider this authorized language 
as a fslse snd impious boast, why con-| 
tinue tu give theirinBuence to make the | 
ignorant and unsuspecting believe it?

Times may throw some light on one 
of the monetary prohlems growing out 
of the present panic, The return to 
specie payment is ably advocated by 
many of our most reliable journals; the 
difficnlty is in the rolu ion of the prob-| 
lem, How can it he dons so that the] 


| cost of the experiment will not exceed 


the henefit: 

It would he a mistake to suppose that 
every one favors the resumption of spe- 
cle payments. All th se who want to 
grow rich, or atleast make a living with- 
out the sweat of the hrow, oppose it; 
tbéy would very much prefer an addi- 
tional currency iesne of same sort, wih} 
the hope of rising upon the hubble that 
itinflates. Every min who wants tof 
fat questionable railway bonds or wa- 
tered stocks all proprietors of mining 
property who prefer to “exploit? the 
credulity of the sanguine hy eelling 
them havgomely engraved share cer. 
tifics.es, worth, perhaps, the paper upon 
whieh they sre printed, rather than 
extract wealth from the howels of the 
earth; all tbe purchasers of farms with- 
in fifty miles of New York that hove 
cut them up into building lote in ad- 
vence of legitimate demand, all, ina 
word, who haste to get rich, not by 
the creation of material wealth. hut by 
speculative and lazy methods, naturally 
enough prefer a larger amount of deter- 
iorated circulating medium, which 
makes them seem rich even if they are 
not so. Their holdings are quoted 
higher iu dollars, hut they entirely ig- 
nore tbe fact that these dollars have 
a proportionately amaller purcbasing 
power, while, on the other band, this 
seeming wealth leade to hahits of ex- 
travagance, which tempt the entire com- 
munity to live beyond, rather than 
within, its means. Indeed, the general 
complaint of the increased cost of living 
should be referred to this cause quite 
as much as to the deteriorstion of the 
currency. Take the western communi- 
ty, for instance. The frugal simplicity 
of backwoods life has been quite given. 
up of late years, Men want the luxur- 
ies of sdyanced civilization for their fam- 
ilies, and then wonder and grumble be- 
cause their accumulations are not as 
rapid as they onco were. Until very 
rcently, the mercantile classes were not 
averse to an irredeemable paper cur- 
reney, which seemed to give greater 
husiness animation, and secure a more 
plentiful eupply of monsy; hut we 
think that the unfortunate experiences. 
of the last two years bavetended to un- 
deceive them.

“I now give you the sign of a matron, 
who with heart and hands, gives aid 
and succour to our cause, I also give 
you the annual password, signal, grip, 
sign of recogoition and patron’s test.” 

Carefully ss it may be hidden, yet the 
real nature of this as every other secret 
order appears once end again. What 
is it where, in a room shut away from 
publie scrutiny, men and women of ya- 
rions eges and characters surround an 
“altar” hand in hand in a “sacred cir- 
cle," Alas | they are walking after the 
“Enchanter,” and already in the toila 
of his net.

In 1790 there were the Gdd-fellows, 
the Humhuge, the Society of Bucks, the 
Purl Drinkers, the Great Bottle Club, 
the No-pay-uo l'quor Club, held at the 
Quven and Artichoke, Hempstead Road; 
with a host of similar devices to hide 
misery from the eyes of vice, and trans- 
fer the wages of lahorers to the pockets 
of dramsellers. 

Such was the ignohle origin of Gdd- 
fellowship. Each of these devils’ dene 
had its '' initiation." In the last nemed, 
at Hempstead road, “the admitted 
member, having paid his fee, was in- 
vested" the record tells ue "wit ineug- 
ura! honors in the shape of a hatin the 
form of a quert pot, out of whicb he 
drouk.” 

Gdd-followehip would prohably nev- 
er heve risen shove tLe low level of its 
ongin had not Freemasonry fellen. 
"Pben this cluh arose at once to the dig- 
nity of an "order," Boon after Thad- 
deus Stevens went to Washington en 
Gdd-fellow'e procestion pessed hy the 
Copitol, and e member of Congress, 
supposing them to he Freemasons, seid 
tMr, Stevens, you Antimasone seem 
not to have done your work very thor- 
oughly." '-Gh?" said Stevens, ** These 
are not Mesons, they are only the meg- 
gots crawling out of the dead cercess of 
Masonry, which we beve killed.”

sum of 25 cts. per memher. 

Now this humble mechanic had paid 
uoder the rule two hundred and sixty 
dollars, ($280), which sum multiplied by 
200, the number of present memhera, 
gives ao aggregate of Fifty-two thou 
sand dollars, He had no idea how 
much of this snug amount had heen 
paid hack to the sick members; hut he 
said they were very careful in the re- 
ception of members to avoid receiving:

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roceeded to Stafford, a village about six miles east from 
Batavia, On arriving there Miller was seized by two men 
nud conducted to a room in the third story of a stone build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room, In this room 
he was guarded hy five men, who said they were acting as 
ussistants to French, aud under his orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with + or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, andthe former after some ehort detention was permitted 
hy French to see him, The constahle wns then asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtue of which he 
held Miller in custody, but lie steadily refused to exhibit or 
describe it; but still left no doubt on the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that the warrant was in a criminul roceeding, 
and at leugth avowed that it had been issued by a magis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should here be stated that about 8 days 
before the successive arrests of Morgan and Miller, Daniel 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavia has been men- 
tioned, suddenly disappenred from thut place. A shorttime 
after Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johus entered the room, holding in his hand a 
drawa sword, and walked with large aud quick steps across 
the room, and, as Miller describes it, scemed anxious to 
wspire terror ieto the captive. Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having learned in eome way which he cun- 
not recollect, thet Johns was his prosecutor. \ Johns however 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, ‘ Miller, I am only 
doing what I have been ordered to do." During his dcten- 
tiou in the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to he heard by allin the room, that he was not 
to be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried by an ordinary tribunal, but going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, What tribunal / Ile replied,“ You will 
see," ‘he others made no remurks iu denial orexplanation, 
hut he heard one man say to another, *'Miller is nothing but 
anentered apprentice.” To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
aud idle assertions, hy which French and his coadjutors en- 
deuvored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
justice's office at Le Roy, would he a useless waste of our 
own time and the patieuca of the reader. 

It was muuifest that the couspiratore wished to consume 


ae 


the time until night should favor the completion of their 
rojects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could he avoided. But in the course of the after- 
teruoon, French, seemingly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had against Miller was in fact a process ina civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. About dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise end tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justice, who had issued the 
warrant, French then gave directione to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid in the office ahont half 
an hour, during which time the juetice called for the consta- 
hle and warrant, hut neither constable, warrant, or plain f 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that h 
at liberty to go where he pleased. This was ahout nine 
o'clock in the evening, It appeared from the docket of tbe 
magistrate that a warrant had heen issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids hed been also arrested hy the direc- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from the arrest. — Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the hest of 
his way toa public house, when French and Johns auddenly 
appeared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy the 
collar, and called loudly for help to retske the prisoner— 
Johns asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man, But although attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a public hons“ 
nnd after another ineffectual attempt hy French and bi 
associates to prevent him, he returned late nt night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror and alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, hy virtue of a process never in- 
tended to be acted upon, we shall tako no trouble to show to 
the public, We have conclusive proof from the express deo- 
Inrations of those who led the troop, aud from various other 
sources, that one of the ohjcets they kad in view was to pull 
down the office of Miller, if that should be ncosssary for tha 
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Siloam.

er die. They can be multiplied 
without end. Books and tracts can 
travel at little expense. They 
want nothing to eat. They require no. 
lodgings. They run up and down like 
the angels of God, blessing all, giving 
to all, and asking no gift in return, 
you can print them of all sizes, oo all 
subjecte, in all places, aod at all hours. 
And they can talk to one as will asa 
multitude, and toa multitude as well 
as to one, They require no pnblic 
room to toll their story in. They can 
tell itin the kitchen or the shop, the 
parlor or the closet, in the railway 
carriage or the omaibus, on the broad 
highway or in the fuotpsth through 
the fields; and they dread no noisy or 
tumultuous interruption, They take 
no notice of scoffs, or jeers or taunts; 
of noisy folly, or malignant rage. They 
benr all thiags, suffer all things, They 
cen talk eyen when the noise is so 
great as to drown all other voices, 
one cao hetray them into hasty or ran- 
dom expressions. And tbey will wait 


men’s timo, and suit themselves to| 


men’s oceasiong and convenience. They 
will break off at aoy point, and begin 
at any moment where they broke off. 
And though they will not always an- 
awer questiona. they will tell their sto- 
ry twice or thrice, or four umes over, 
if you wish them, And they con be 
made to speak on every subject, and 
on every subject they may he made to 
speak wisely and well. — bey con, in 
short, be made vehicles of ell truth, 
the teachers and reformers of all clas- 
ace, the regenerntors and benefactors of 
all lands.

This, too, will be fouad the wisest ina 


financial point cf view. It ie not the 
sudden thuoder-gust but the steady 
rain of little drops, that soaks the ground. 
Sothechurch of Christ will never mus- 
ter her grandest aggregates of mon- 
ey for her beocvolent ooterprises till she 
learn how tocheer the very peorest of her: 
poor witb tlie blessed thought that even 
be cau give something for his master’s 
cause. Lo this lien the grand power of 
tho weekly plan. It invitos and en- 
courayes every one to give something. 


Without diminishing the gifts of the|henrd the leat groan,” It may be your 
wealthy, it augments tho number of| 


leaser offerings, and so greatly awells 
the aggregate, Some congregstiona 
hnve heen surprised to find their yearly 
amouuls actually doubled in this way— 
surprised, hecause they hnd been con- 
scious of no special effort 10 secure such 
aretult. The fact, too, that a definite 
sumis pledged at the beginning of the 
year, will have its influence upon all 
classes of givers, tending to educate 


them toregular, systematic hahits of giv- 
ing; to give on principle instead 
waiting for the excitement of special np- 
peals. 


2. The other important advantage of 
the weskly plan is, that it tends to 
make giving sn act of worship, It does 
this by making it à regular part of the 
duties of the day and place of worsbip. 
On the firat day of the week,” raid) 
an epostle "'let every one of you lay hy| 
him m store according as the Lord has 
prospered him," This inspired direc- 
tion to Christians of the primitive ege 
harmonized with the original scriptural 
idea thet honoring the Lord with our 
substance, bringing him “the first fruits 
of our iocrease,” was as truly an ect of 
worship es tne offering of prayers or 
or praise. From this view the modern 
ehurch hes too far fallen. Our givingis 
too commonly done in a secular spirit. 
Let ue restore the ancient idca. Let) 
ue give worshipfully. Let us regardi 
our money ns just as sacred to God as| 
our lip-worship, as it realy is. Ll we 
give worshipfully, we shall give con- 
scientiously too, No personal elicita- 
tion is used. Each one gives as much| 
or as little as he feels able—an offer- 
ing not to the eyes of the congregation, 
but to the Lord, and equally acceptable 
to him whether it he one cent or a 
thousand, provided the conscience of the 
giver himsslf hesatisfied. The question 
of amount ie simply one to be anewered 
by the giver himself as in the sight of 
God.— E.

= (CONCLUDED FROM LAST WEEK.) 
The Ssrmon on Swearlug. 


“Bat I say unto yon, Swear aot at all.” Matt, 
v. 9. 


In speaking from tbese words, hcfore 
this venerable hody, I shall not pre- 
tend to diseuss the subject, whether 
what are colled civil or judicial oaths 
ere lawful or unlawful, 1 shall here 
take it for granted that our Saviour hed 
{mmediately in view the immoral ten- 
dency of ell profaneswearing. I shall 
make it my principal object io this dis- 
course to spesk of the nature of pro- 
fane swearing, to show why it hae en 
immoral tendeney, nid theu to make 
such deductions as the nature of the 
subject may demand. 

1, I am to consider the nature of 
profane swearing. Swearing essen- 


tially consiste in taking en oeth. This! 


ie admitted by the most learned jurists 
and moral philosophers. Simply to 
utter the words, '"'Iaswear," doce not 
constitute swearing unless the person 
uttering them, either understandingly 
or explicitly, calls another being to 
witnese or promise that he will or will 
not do a thing by the aid, attribute, or 
knowledge of some other being or ob- 
ject, virtually imprecating a curse upon 
his own head if he tail to fulfill his en- 
gagement. When, therefore, any per- 
son swears in a light and trifling man- 
ner, or on a light ond trifling ocession, 
calling on God to witness, or to deal 
with him in the last dey aceordingly 
as he shall perform or break hia vow; 
or when in euch a manner or on such 
an occasion he takes an oath by God, or 
by heaven, or hy earth, or by any be- 
ing, attribute or object, this may he 
considered the essence of profane swear- 
ing. I now proceed to show, 


IL Wby profane awearing has an 
immoral tendency, That it has an 
immoral tendency, was no doubt the 
reason our Saviour cays, ''Swear not at 
all" The apostle James also eays, 
“But above all things, my brethren, 
swear not, neither by heaven, neither 
by the enrth, neither by ony other 
oaih; hut let your yea, be yen, end 
your nay, nay; lest ye come into con- 
demnation.” Here, then, I ‘would re- 
mark, 

1, That profane swearing betrays a 
want of reverence for Deity. No one 
who truly loves and fears God wil] jus- 
tify an unlawful or profane osth, or 
more especially give countensnce to the 
custom of profane swearlng. 

2. Profane swearing is triflmg with 
serious thinge. It is trifling with the 
namee, attributes and perfectiona of 
the Deity, It is trifljng with the sol- 
emnity of an oath, when lawfully ad- 
ministered, It is trifling with the fu- 
ture scenes and retributione of eter. 
nity. 

3. Profane swearing tenda to destroy 
a sense of moral obligation. It sears 
tbe conacience '"witb a hot iron." It 
stupifies the mind, dnrkena the undar- 
standing to the sacred truth of the gos- 
pel, and fosters the moral depravity of 
of tbe heart. Noman, addioted to 
profane awenring, ia easily excited to a 
serious concern for the soul or the 
the things of eternity; and is generally 
wholly regardless of his obligation to 
obey the law of God. 

4. Profane swearing tends to weaken 
our confidence in a serious and solemn 
promise. We place very little confi- 
dence in the word of that man who ia 
addicted to profanity; and every auch 
man virtually saya to othera that he 
will „sell both his word and ;his con- 
science very cheap. 

5. Profane swearing leads directly to 
other species of immorality. Those 
who are regardless of their own con- 
sciences, cast off the fear of God and 
trifle with his names, titles, attributes 
and perfectioos, generally — become 
wholly abandoned in their mors] char- 
acter and give themeelyes up to all 
kinds of wickedness. 

I might offer mady more reasons to 
prove the immoral tendency of profane 
awearing; hut sufficient has already 
been said to anmwer my present pur- 
pose, and to show with what propriety 
our Saviour enforced the preceptin the 
text: " But I say unto you, awear not 
at oll.” 

IMPROVEMENT, 

1. If profane swearing has such an 
immoral tendency, as I have shown, and 
ii ia so very offensive to Ood to trifa 
with his names and attributes, then 
we may learn the propriety and impor- 
tance of divesting a candidate for Freo- 
masonry of hie wearing apparel; cloth- 
ing him with an old gown and pnr of 
drawers; putting a hoodwink upon his 
eyes, and n rope nbout his neck; lead- 
ing him into the lodge in this solemn 
manner; praying over him, and read. 
ing tho Seripturea; causing him to 
koeel upon hia naked left knse, elnsp-

2. If profane swearing has an im- 
moral tendency, and on this account 
our Saviour eaya, “Swear not at all;" 
then we may see the importance gi 
binding ourselvea against immoral prac- 
tices hy the following oath, —"'Further-| 
more dọ I promise aod swear that I 
will not violate the chastity of a Mat- 
ter Mason's wife, mother, sister, 
daughter, I knowing them to be such, 
nor suffer it to be done by others, if in 
my power to prevent it," 

8. If profane awearing has an im- 
moral tendeocy, and those who swear 
are often addicted to otber crimes then 
we may see the propriety of the fol- 
lowing oaths: —‘'Forthermore, do I 
promise and swear that I will ad and 
esaist a companion Royal Arch Mison. 
when engaged in any difficulty, and 
espouse his cause eo far as to extrieate 
him from the same, if in my power, 
whether he be right or wrong.”— 
© Furthermore do I promise and swear 
that a companion Royal Arch Mason'a 
secrets, given to me as such, shall re- 
main in as secure and inviolable in my 
breast as in his own, murder and trea- 


son not excepted,” 
4. If profane ewesring has an im- 


moral tendency, because it trifles with 
the names, titles nod attributes of God, 
then there can he no impropriety, as 
every one may ece jn Freemasoos un- 
der tbe sanction of such oaths as l 
hue rehearsed, personating the great 
Jehovah in the hurning hush, using bie 
tremendous namsa as passwords, and 
mocking the miracles which he wrought 
by the hand of Moses in the lond of 
Egypt. 

5. If profane oaths have nn immoral 
tendency, because they trifle with the 
scenes and retributions of eternity, then 
who can see ony harm in drinking 
wine out of a human skull, accompa- 


—"Thia pure wine I take from this 
cup, io testimony of my belief of the 


tality of the soul; and as the ema of 
the whole world were laid upon the 
head of the Saviour, 20 may the sina of 
the person whose skull this waa, be 
heaped upon my headin addition to 
my own; and may they appear in judg- 
ment against me, both here and here- 
after, should I violate or trausgress any 
obligation in Masonry, or tbe orders of 
Enighthood which I have heretofore 
taken, take at this time or may herenf- 
ter be instructed in; so help me God.”

The Ameri- 
can boy sbould be taught to despise se- 
cretive arts, and to he ou his guard] 
against all those who practice them, ey 
en though the practicers of them sbould 
eat of the sop from the aame dish with 
himself, 

After good works itis tbe natural 
disposition of man to sleep; am) during 
such sleep the adversary sows his tres. 
The people feel that in abolishing slav. 
erg, they have done a go»d work, and 
are disposed to sleep, to make money; 
to enjoy themselves, aad take no thought 
for the morrow but for tho riches. But 
such is precisely the time that the ad- 
versary, like the pick-pocket, is ahout, 
seeking to pilfer trom the conscience its 
last rem uning scruples. 

When the conquering Turk struck bis 
paw upon the capital of the East, he 
scattered the last relies of Grecian 
literature—the New Testament among 
them—and they fell upon Europe like 
sparks of hving fire upon tin 
ing it toa new life of progress and re- 
form. But quite diferent is likely to 
be the result of that other great event, 
the Franco-Prussian war, Asa result 
of thal war, Jesuitism bas been routed 
from its strony-holds, and scattered to 
the West lere in the rich soil of 
English aud American liberty, its seeds 
readily take rnotand grow. They have 
already strnck, and are growing rapid-

So says the reverend editor of the 
Christian Union in answer to the 
question, “What is your opinion ofi 
Freemasonry and other secret socie- 
ties P 

Not heing a college graduate I have 
always supposed I could learn aome- 
thing from the writings of such emi- 
neut statesmen and Christian philan- 
thropists as J. Q Adams, W. H. Sew- 
ard, Daniel Webster, Thaddeus Stevens, 
Richard Rush, Wm.

such a snare. The card was written In 
to kind a manner that I helieve Masons 
did not censure them severely, I did 
hops some paper would republish it in 
connection with tho notica of the death 
of this great and good man, The card 
was signed Lewis Tappan, Rev, M. L., 
R. Perine, Rev. Chauncey Eddy, Rev. 
Joel Parkrr, Hemy Bradley, and nine 
others, thus:— 

We, the undersigned. raving formal- 
ly acsotiated with Frcemasons, deem it. 
our duty, without intending to increase 
the excitement or wound the feelings of 
our Masonic brethren, publicly to de- 
clare that the system of Freemasonry 
is, in our judgment, ot a tendency on 
the whols, pernicious to the moral hab- 
its, and dungerous to tbe civil and 
religious institutions of our country." 

Being in tha city of this reverend 
editor a few months ayo, I thought f 
learnod something of the nature of the 
institution, and possibly of the charac- 
ter of the men belonging to it, from a 
papor handed me, The South Brooklyn 
Advocate, f saw in tbis one number, 
under the head of Masonry, a Sermon

ness the editor takes ıt up as. follows: 
"There. is another person we have so 
little regard for as to pass witb silent 
contempt, we cannot use language plain 
enougb to express our disgust fur the 
mean, despicable, pusillanimous cur, a 
liar at least and perhaps a perjurer. 
We allude to the thick-headed numb- 
skull thet arose and said, '*I have heen 
a Master Mason.’ A master! Master: 
of what! Nol oven master of his own 
foul tongue, If, as he states, he has 
been a Mason, we ask him to ponder 
over and recall to memory the first cov 
enant and vow he made in a Masonic 
lodge.and let net perjury be added to 
the untold numberof sins he has already 
committed”. 

The quotations of Mr. Finney were 
disposed of by Mr. Day as follows: 
“ Some thirty years ago, 1 attended 
Oberlin Institute one term and listened 
to the 'fire and brimstone’ te ichine of 
Prof. C. Q. Finney, and the recollec- 
tions are not of the most pleasing kind; 
even now, in his old age, ‘he is egotis- 
tical, intolerant, and liko ‘sounding 
brass and tinkling eymhal.! " 

The sermon was taken in hand by 
|*J. D. Nolan, Masonic editor of the 
Brooklyn Sunday » Who *'rosc and 
asked if he would be permitted to put 
a question, und being answered in the 
affirmative, asked Mr Mathews if he 
believed tbe words of Jesus Cbrist 
were true. Mr, Mathews replied that 
he did, upon which Mr, Nolan remark- 
ed, '* Christ saya all liars are devils,and 
I pronounce every word you have ut- 
tered a lie.” The '' Freemason's wife 
exhibits ahout the same loving spirit 
towards the sermon whicb she seems 
to think created “intense exeite- 
ment."

cessihla in prayer. Christ saith, No 
man cometh unto the Father but by 
me.” Now, as these ministers of Christ 
did not pray to thst God, who is “God 
m Christ,” to what God did they pray f 

The command of the God of the Bi 
ble is, “Whatsoever ye do, in word or 
deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus: giving thanks to God and the 
Father by him, These ministers did 
not. “consecrate” their Temple “in the 
name of the Lord Jesus?" and in their 
prayers disoheyed the command of tbe 
Christians God; and hence, did not 
pray to bim: then, to what God did 
they pray? 

Before the advent of Christ, prayer 
could he mado acceptably though that 
name was not implied, hut not so sinco 
he had come, He said to his disciples 
“Hitherto have ye asked nothing in my 
name! ask, and yesball receive;" thatis, 
ask henceforth “in my nume, and ye 
shall receive," hut not otherwise.

The Chinaman In California, 


Asto the Chinese question I have 
read with care what Rev. Dr, Steven- 
son has written. I of course agree 
witb him that the Chinamen here 
should be well treated, and all judi- 
cious efforts be put forth, faithfully and 
earnestly, to Christianize them. But 
in regard to welcoming all who may 
choose to come or whom interested par- 
lies may choose to bring, 1 must differ. 
Look at the facts. We have now on thie 
coastthe most heterogeneous population 
in the world. Not one-fifth of the peo- 
ple here are of Anglo-Saxon lineaze. The 
Protestant churches outside of the 
three or four principal cities are few and 
feeble. They are working hard and 
successfully, but they have shout as 
much as they cau do to hold their own. 
Them growtb ia from immigration. 
They make scarcely any aggressions 
upon Romanists, the Jews, or tho Uer- 
man Rationalista of which the country 
1s full. Now suppose you bring in 
upon these struggling cburches an in- 
undation of heathenism, what can they 
do for it? The surplus population of 
China, that wbich burdeus the land, 
exceeds the whole population of this 
coast twenty, n'y, fifty fold. Suppose 
that surplus population is hrought over, 
or eyen one fiftieth of it, shall wo he 
abla to Christianize them, or will they 
heatbenize this coast? lt is estimated 
that there are 75,000 here nlready. 
They are hut the picket guard of the 
army that ıs ready and anxious to come. 
Increase the 75,000 to a million and 
what will be the result? These Chi- 
nese are thoroughly organized. The 
six companies own them all protect, 
provide for and control them. If we 
hire one he does not hecome a memher 
of our family, He does not come into 
any sympathy of ideas or interests with 
us. He siudiously avoids everything 
ofthe kind. — Ile belonga to another 
sphere, He does not want to learn 
onr language. The six companies don't 
want them to. They ha ve their inter- 
preters and their employment, ngenta, 
through whom all their husiness is 
transacted. Jobn works for us and 
likes our money, but he does not like 
our ways. He thinks his own country 
with allits filth and despotism, far eu. 
perior to ours, He awya, "China law 
mucher good aa Melican law." Jobn 
a quist, industrious and polito now, 


for their services. They are not set- 
tlera, form no local attachments or do- 
mestic ties, 


2, They do not come freely and are 
not free while here, It is maid that 
many of them are hought in China. 
All of them are in deht for their pas- 
sage, and are controlled while on the 
coast hy the company that brings them 
over, Theirs is not a debt well defin- 
ed and soon discbarged as in the case 
of some of the poorer emigiants from 
Europe. hut they seem tobe ina per- 
manent relation of dependence and vas- 
salage. The Chinamen are so suspic- 
ious of Americans, &o clanish, so well 
satisfied with their way of doing things, 
and so reticent about it. tbat we caunot 
find out just what the power and con- 
trol of these great companies is, But 
practically nearly all the Chinamen are 
their slaves, and prefer such slavery 
to American freedom and citizen- 
ship, 

8. The Chinamen do not coma here 
to stay. They have no idea of giving 
up their allegiance to the emperor of 
the flowery land, They come here as 
the English go to India-—to make mon- 
ey and then return home to enjoy it 
Even tbe poorest coolio dreams of go- 
ing back, and if he dies bere be wunle 
his bones cent hack. Now in view of| 
these fects it is absurd to apply our pol- 
icy in regurd to European emigrants to 
this influx and reflux of Mongolians. 
If they should become numerous 
enough here to control this coast they 
would mako it a province of the Celes- 
tial Empire. 

We say, therefore, that while we 
should do all that we can for the Chi- 
namen here itia right and wise for us 
discourage their coming, When we 
can show greater progress in civilizing 
and Christismzing the thousands al- 
ready here it will he time to ask :or 
more raw material. We have laborers 
enough, We have quite enough igno- 
taoce and vice. The churches have as 
much work on hand already as they 
can do. Self-protection isa duty, and 
It requires us to stop this slopping over 
upon us of the refuse populaticn of 
China. In European emsgraton wa 
often get the best, the enterprising, and 
the liberty- loving. ln Asiatic emigra- 
tion we get the worst, those who can 
be bought the cheapest, the very scum 
of hsathenism, — Aditorial Corres 
pondence io the Herald and Presby- 
ter.

Sponges. 


The work of procuring sponges, aa 
pursued at Tunis, requires. great skill 
on the part of the sponge fishers, who 
are principally Greeks, Sicilians, and 
Arabs. Gf these tho Greeks are the 
most expert in their vocation. The 
sponge fishery i most actively carried 
on during the months of December, Jan- 
uary and February, as at otherseasons 
the places where the sponges exist are 
overgrown with cea weads, The storme 
during November and December destroy 
and sweep away the thick marine vege- 
tation and leave the sponges exposed to 
view. They are obtained by spearing, 
diving with or without the assistance of 
sn apparatus, and by dredging with a 
mache similar to an oyster dredge. 
ft isin spearing the sponges that tbe 
greatest dexterity is shown. The spears 
used hy the Greeks are shorter than 
those employed by ths natives, hut thay 
manage them witb sucb sdroitness ss 
sometimes to reach tbe sponges cov- 
ered hy sixty feet of water. The Brit- 
ish Vice-Consul at Tunis reports that 
these Greeks hold in their bands threa 
or four spears, and dart them with such 
precision, one after the other, that be- 
fore the tirat has time to disappear un- 
der the surface the second strikes its up- 
per extremity, and thus gives it addition- 
al impetus to reash the sponge aimed 
at, Wherever a spongeis removed a naw 
one is produced within a year to take 
its place. The finest sponges are found 
in the Mediterranean, the ohief market 
heing Smyrna, Coarse sponges are 
procured m great aumbers inthe watera 
of the Bahamas, and forman important

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EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE 
| FROM KANSAS, 


Mvsooram, Kas,,Sept.30, 1873. 

Dear Cynosure;—Weariness, auch 
as extra and pratracted labor nnd ex- 
posure hrings to three score and ten,| 
has prevented me from attempting to 
report whet I lave seen touching the 
antiseeret movement in this young’ 
slate of trag'c hirth, of magnificent dis- 
tances, and of sublime expectations. 
Now, afier delivering seven lecturea in 
as many placcs and attending the state 
convention at Topeka, and restiag a 
few days here, I sit down to reduce a 
few reminiscences to writing for your 
renders, 

My firat lecture in Kansaa was at 
W nehester, in Jeff-reon county, This 
was originally a horder-rufüan town. 
and the headquarters of their forces, 
Grasshopper Falls, tun miles to the 
West was a Free-Stnte town, from 
which Jim Lane led tho liberty forces 
to thcir first military encounter with 
the ruffiana and defeuted thom ahout 
three miles from the village of Win- 
chester. Hia progress, bowever was 
arrested by U. S. troops, from Leaven- 
worth und one or two huadred of his 
men were taken and hcid several 
months «s prisoners hy the pro-slevery 
silminiatra'ion, which thus protected 
and cnconragel the slavery propagan- 
disis.

Batavia. Gn arriring there Miller wos seized by two men 
and conducted to a room in the third story of a atono huild- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room. In this room 
he was guarded hy five men, who said they worn acting as 
assistants to Freneh, and under his orders. While thus 
sccluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, andthe former after somo short detention was permitted 
by French to see him. The eonstahln wus then asked for a 
siglt, or description of the warrant hy virtue of which he 
held Miller in eustody, but he steadily refused to exhibit or 
descrihe it; hut still left no doubt on the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that the warrant wasia a criminal proceeding, 
nad ut length avowed that it had heen issued by a magis- 
imte at Le Roy. It should here he stated thot ahout 8 days 
helore the successive arrests of Morgan and Miller, Daniel 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavis has been nien- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place, A short time 
after Miller's introduction to the lodye room at Stafford, this 
samo Daniel Johns catered tho room, holding iu his hand a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
tho room, and, as Miller descrihes it, scemed anxious to 
inspiro terror into the captive, Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him. having learned ia some way which ln cau- 
not recollect, that Johns was his prosecutor, Johns however 
nusivered in a voice that faltered a litlle, '* Miller, I am only 
doing what I have heen ordered to do." During his detou- 
tion the room, one of the guards told himin language 
loud enough to he heard by allin the room, that be was not 
to be tied at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to he 
tried by an ordinary tribunal, but was going whern Mor- 
gan was, Millerusked, What tribunal f! He replied,“ You will 
see." The others madn no remarks in denial or explanation, 
but he heard one man say to another, ''Milter is nothing but 
an entered apprentice,” To detail all tho evasivn folselhoods 
and idle assertions, by which Freneb and liis coadjutors en- 
denvored to excuso themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's offico at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
own time and the palience of the reader. 

It was manifest that the eonspirators wished to consume 
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the time until nigbt should favor tbo completion of their 
rojects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could he avoided. But in the course of the after- 
ternoon, French, seemingly by inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had against Miller was in fact a process ina civil 
suit; and from that time bis resolution seemed somewbat 
shaken. About dusk tbe whole erowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, + miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent bim from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justice, who bad issued the 
warrant, French tben gave directions to two of bis assist- 
ants, and disappeared, Miller staid in the office ahout half 
an hour, during whicb time the justice called for the consta: 
hle and warrant, but neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr, Miller that he 
at liherty to go where he pleased. ‘This was about nine 
delock iu the evening, It appenred from the docket of the 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
jel Johus; John Davids bad been also arrested by the diree- 
tions of Freneb, hut tho sheriff of the eounty informed 
them that be wasin his custody on tbo jail limits, upon 
which he was discbarged from tho arrest. Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the best of 
his way toa public bouse, when Freneh and Johns suddenly 
appeared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller by the 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner— 
Johns asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. Butalthough attempts wero made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a public hovss « 
and after anotber ineffectual attempt hy Freueb aud his 
associates to prevent him, he returned late atnight to Batavia, 
aad EUG family from terror and alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purposo of se- 
curiag the arrest of Miller hy virtue of a process never in- 
tended to be acted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
the public.

GOVERNMENY WITHOUT GOD OR 
MORALS 


The Jndependent, approving ex- 
President Woolsey's paper on the rela- 
tion of our Government tn the Chris: 
tien religion, discourses thus: 


"The relation of civil government! | 
to Christianity in this country really 
eonsists in having 20 relation at all, 
with the single exception of protectins 
all persons in the peaceful enj yment 
of the right of wurship and providing 
for the civil proprietorship of corpor- 
ate property held and used for religious 
purposes. Ifthe people were all to 
become Mohammedans, or Jews, or 
mere theisis, or even atheists, there 
would he no occasion f'r any essential 
change in the principles of our politica! 
system, While it allies itself with no 
creed and supporta none, it protects all 
creeda so far snd so far only as to secure 
to all the people the free enjoyment ol 
their religious rights. This ia the 
American docirine in respect to tbe re- 
lation between religion and civil gov- 
ernment; and, if there be any depar- 
ture therefrom in specifie instances, it 
is so hy a plain inconsisteney with the 
the doctrino itself, which time will re- 
move, rather than confirm and per- 
petuate,” 

The following plain, practical conse- 
quences must follow the adoption ofi 
the doctrine above stated, from which 
it is understood that paper does not 
shrink: 

Ist. Our United States judges must 
swear attorneys, wituesses, and jurors, 
by the God of the Bible or by a dead 
eocl's head, a Romish bawble, or other

While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends nr- 
rived, audthe former nfter some short detention was permitted 
by French to see him. The constable was then eli for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtue of which he 
held Miller in custody, but he ateadily refused to exhibit or 
describe it; but atil! left no doubt on the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that tho warraut wasia a criminul proceeding, 
and ut length avowed that it had been issued by i mugis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should here be stated that nbout 8 days 
before tbe successive arrests of Morgan nnd Miller, Daniel 
Johns, wbose sudden appearance at Batavia bas hecn m 
tioned, auddenly disappcured from that place, A short time 
after Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Staflord, this 
same Daniel Johns entered the room, holding in his haud a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
the ‘room, nnd, as Miller describes it, seemed auxious to 
inspire terrorinto the captive, Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having learned in some way wliich he can- 
not recollect, that Johns was bis prosecutor. Johns however 
nnswered in a voice that faltered a little, " Miller, I am only 
doing what I have been ordered to do." During his deten- 
tion in the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to be heard by allin the room, that be was not 
to he tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried hy un ordinary tribuual, but was going where Mor- 
gau was. Miller asked, " What tribunal f* He replied,” You will 
see,” ‘The others made no remarks in denial or explanation, 
but he heard one man say to another, ‘Miller is nothing but 
an entered apprentice.” To detail all the evasive fulschoods 
aud idle assertioas, by which French and his coadjutors en 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, UE a useless waste of our 
own time and the patience of the reader.

One tenth was aacrod to the Lord from 
tbe earliest ages, It was not a Jewish | 
provision merely, but when the gospel 
was "preached to Abraliam”, he recog- 
nized the justness of the rule, and on 
his return from the defeat of the kings 
who had captured Lot, we are told that 
“Melchiasdek king of Salem brought 
forth bread nnd wine: and he was the 
priest of the most hi.h God. And be 
hlessed him, and snid, blessed b» Abram 
of the most high God, possessor of heay- 
en and earth: and blessed he tho most 
high God, which hntb delivered thine 
enemy into thy hand. And he gave 
tithes (tenths) of all. Gen. xiv. 18— 
20. 


So also when Jacob, the wandering 
fuzitive, saw heaven opened above him 
nt Bethel and the Lord revesled him- 
self to him in words of grace and prom- 
ise, "Jacob vowed a vow, saying. If 
God will he with me, and will keep me 
in this way that I go, and will give me 
bread to eat.and raiment to put on, so 
that I come agnin to my fatber's house 
in peace; then shall the Lord be my 
God: and this stone, which 1 have set 
for a pillar, shall be Gad's house: and 
ofallthat thou shalt give me I will sure 
ly give the tenth unto thee," Gen, 
xxviii. 20-25.

| Batavia, On arnving there Miller was seized by two men 
and conducted to a room in the third story of a stone build. 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonie lodgo room. In this room 
he was guarded hy five men, who said they were 
assistants to French, and under his orders. Wh 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, andthe former after some short detention was permitted 
hy French to see him. The constable was then nsked for 4 
sight, or description of tho warrant hy virtue of w 
held Miller in custody, hut he steadily refused to 
describe it; hut still left oo douht ou the mind of Mill: 
counsel, that the warraot was in a criminal proceeding, 
avd at leogth avowed that it had been issued by a magi 
trats at Le Roy. It should here be stated that about 8 days 
hefore tho successive arrests of Morgan and Miller, Danicl 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavia has been men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place. A short time 
atter Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
samo Daniel Johns entered the room, bolding in his haud a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
tho room, and, as Miller describes it, seemed uuxious to 
inspire terrorinto the coptive. Miller however ventureil tare 
monstrate with him, haviog learned in some way whicli he ca 
not recollect, that Johns was his prosecutor, Johns howevi 
aoswered in a voice that faltered a little, *'* Miller, | am on 
doing what I have heen ordered to do." During his de 
tionin the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to he heard hy alliu the room, that he was not 
to be tried at Lo Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried by an ordinary tribunal, but was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, ” What tribunal ?" He replied," Y au will 
see.” The others made no remarks in denial orexplunation, 
hut he heard one man say to another, "Miller is nothing but 
an entered apprentice.” “To detail all the evasive filsehoods 
and idle assertions, hy which Frencl and his coudjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceediog with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
own time and the patience of the reader. 
It was manifest that the conspirators wished to cousume 
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the time until- night should favor the completion of their 
| projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could be avoided. But in the course of the ufter- 
ternoon, French, seemingly by inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process lie had against Miller was in facta processin n civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed sumewhat 
shaken. About dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of Freuch to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justice, who had issued the 
warrant, Frencli then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid in the offico abont half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the consta- 
ble and warrant, but neither coustahle, wrrant, or pliintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr, Miller that he was 
ailiherty to go where he pleased. This was about nine 
o'clock in the evenings It appeured from the docket of the 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids had heen also arrested by the direc- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he wasin bis custody on the jail limits, upon 
whieh he was discharged from the arrest, Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was makiuy the hest of 
his way to a public house, when French and Johns suddenly 
appeared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy tb: 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner— 
Johnz asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. Butalthough attempts were mado to regain 
possession of Miller, ho succeeded in reaching a public hour 
and after another ineffectual attempt by French and his 
associates to prevent him, he returned late nt night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family fromterror and alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took pluce for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, hy virtue of a process uever in- 
tended to he acted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
the public. We have conclusive proof from the express deo- 
larationa of those who led the troop, and from various other 
sourees, that one of the ohjects they had in view was to pull 
down the office of Milly, if that sheald be nesessary for the 
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Bearlng the Cross.

You are not an honest manif you 
cannot fearlessly look every man in the 
face and ssy, "I am not wronging you 
hy word or deed; I amin no way tak- 
ing advantage of your weckness, ignor- 
ance, or necessities; | make no unfsir 
concealments, make no untrue state 
ments, and in nowise do by you, inmy 
business transactions, as 1 would not 
be done by.” 

Once more we say, you are not nn 
honest man if you use a short yard 
‘stick, “false weights and measures.’ 
“A false balence is an abominstion to 
the Lord; hut a just weight is his de- 
light.”

The Tribune for the 15th inst, 
menuoued the death of Mortimer M. 
Leggett (son of the Commissioacr of 
Patents) es having occurred during 
ceremoaies prelimioary to imtiatioa 
into the ‘Kappa Alpba” Society of 
Cornell University, The followiag 
verdict was rendered by the Coroner's 
jury on the eveniag of the 16th inst. : 

The jury being duly charged and 
sworn to inquire on the part of the peo- 
ple whea, where, and how the said 
Mortimer M.Leggett came to his death, 
do Biad thet said Mortimer M. Leggett, 
a student of Cornell University, came 
to his deatb on the night of Oot, t0,| 
1873, hetween the hours of 9 aad 10 
o'clock, by accidentally faiing from a 
oli on tbe south sideof Six Mile Creek, 
in the village of Ithaca, TompkimsCoua- 
ty, New York. 

The witaesses were tbe physician 
who atteaded the iajured mea, 9 pro- 
fessor 1a tbe University, who is a mem- 
ber of the Society, and sevea students, 
also members of the Society, 

The evidence shows that Leggett) 
and another student were to join the 
“Kappa Alpha" Society on the night of| 
tbe accideut. Before the formal tsitia- 
tion the candidate was, accordiag to} 
custom, to he led blindfolded to some 
lonely spot, in this instance nearly a 
mle from tbe villaze, in the dry hed 
of Six Mile Creek, whieh could here he 
reached hy a secure patb. "The hhiud 
was to be tben and there removed, and| 
the candidate to renew his. pledge of| 
desire to join the Society; he was then| 
again to he blindfolded and led back to 
the roome, where tbe initiation cere-| 
monies, described as very impressive! 

All 
agree that none of the prelimineries 
consist in taking candidates to danger- 
ous places in order to terrify them; al- 
so thet none had been drinking; also 
that no illtreatmont of any kiud wes 
intended or offered; and that Leggett 
made uo opposition, 

A party of “Kappa Alpha" students 
were to rendezvous about 9 o'clock in 
the roed which follows tbe south bend 
of Six Mile Cieek, st a pointabout 160 
yarda beyond the last house in the vil- 
lage, snd nearly opposite a pine trea 
which stands upon the very hriek of 
the rocky precipice, which here over- 
haegs end ie about 35 feet from the 
turfy bed of the creek. The road fence 
ie ebout 50 feet from the edge of tbe 
cliff, and thainterveniug ground has 
an inclination of about one foot in four 
or hve, but is pretty evee and clear of 
ehrubbery.

It is olaimed that 
members of secret orgeaisations are 
honnd to render aid, pecuaiary or oth- 
wise, uader all circumsteaces, It ia 
difficult to see wby the same kiadly 
relations cannot he maintained without 
the seorecy; and it ia a slur upon hotb 
Providence and humeu nature io hold 
that tbe door of oharity caa be opened 
only by a peeuliar twist of the haadle, 
which in poiat of fact is no secret to 
“outside harbariens." Nor are all such 
givers of eid immaculate; a near rela- 
tive, wbn bad heen a Mason from eerly 
youth, and had traveled extensively 
over all acctiona of the country, once 
told me tbat wheaevera maa gave him 
the Masonic grip, he avoided his aocie- 
ty; and I know members of this and of 
otber eeoret orgaaizationa with whom I 
would not trust the integrity of my 
dog's tail. Not that there sot rascals 
just as black outside the pale; no such 
question is raised or need to he. What 
I urge is, thet he who joi&e a secre 
frateraity of any kind whatsoever runs 
the risk of warming a viper,” or of 
being "taken in" hy a rogue, whose 
only claim upon his acquaiatance 15 à 
secret sige, which they know in com- 
mos aad which aey oae can fied out 
who takes snfücient pains.

Twice the Saviour went into the tem- 
ple snd drove out the merchants who 
were there working for a living with a 
pretense of religion, (See John ii., 
and Matt, xxi.; alo Mark 11th end 
Luke 19th.) At the close of hie minie- 
try hie language and mien were terri- 
ble. His firet cleaneing is recorded hy 
John as occurring after his first popular 
mirocle at the wedding. But the sec- 
ond cleansing occurred amid his blasting 
the fig tree, end those awful parables of 
the vineyard. and God's destruction of 
the husbandman, the talenta, and the 
sentence of the unprofitable scrvant; 
which fell upon men as his cures on the 
tree. This brought him to tbe cross 
and the world to ita catastrophe. 


If the wretches whom Chriet drove 
from the temple, have not their paral- 
lel in H. W, Beecher, and the men 
who make snd keep him popular in the 
church of Christ at the present day, 
we are uneble to discern moral identity 
in human charaoter and action,

A. B. Grosh sod J. B. Thomson. Mr. 
Grosh is too well known in Odd-fellow-

atavia. Gn arriving there Miller was seized by two meu 
and conducted to a room in the third story of a stono build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masoaic lodge room. In this root" 
he was guarded by five men, who suid they were acting as 
assistants to French, and under lus orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his eouosel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, wudtle former after some short detention was permitted 
hy French to seo him. ‘fhe constable was then asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtue of whi 
beld Miller in custody, hut he eteadily refused to exhibit or 
deseribe it; hut still left no doubt oa the mind of Miller or his 
couuscl] that the warrant wasin a criminal proceeding, 
and at length avowed that it had heen issued by a magis- 
trate at Le Roy, It should hero be stated that about 8 di 
beforo tho successive arrests of Morgan end Miller, Dai 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Butavia hus heen men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from thut place. A short time 
ofter Miller's iotroduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johna entered tho room, holding in lis hand a 
drawn ssvord, aud walked with large and quick steps across 
the room, and, as Miller describes it, seemed onxious to 
inspire terror into the captive, Miller however ventured to re~ 
monstrate with him, having learoed in some way which he can- 
not recollect, that Johns was bis prosecutor, Johos however 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, ' Miller, Lam only 
doing what I have been ordered to do." During his deten- 
tionin the roo, ove of the guards jold him in lnnguage 
loud enough to be heard by all in the room, that he was not 
to be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried hy an. ordinary tribunal, but was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, " What tribunal i" Ie replied,“ You will 
aec," ‘fhe others mado no remarks in denial or explanatiou, 
but he heard ooe mi y to another, “Miller is nothing but 
an entered apprentice To detail nll the evasive fulschoods 
and idle assertions, by which French and his coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a uscless waste of our 
own timo aud the patience of the reader. 

It was manifest that the conspirators wished to coasume 
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the time until night should fuvor tbe completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could be avoided, But in the course of the after 
teruoon, French, seemingly by inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had against Miller was in fact a process in a civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken, About dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with mueh 
noise and tumult, to Le Hoy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justice, who „had issued the 
warrant. Freneh then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared, Miller staid ia the office about half 
an hour, during whieh time the justice called for tho consta- 
ble and warrant, but neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice ioformed Mr. Miller that he 
at liberty to go where be pleased. ‘This was about nine 
o'clock in the evenings lt appeared from the docket of the 
magistrate thnt a warrant had been issued agaiast Miller, 
and one John Duvids, on the oath and at the request of Daa- 
iel Johns; John Davids hnd been also arrested by the direc- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county informed 
them that be was in his eustody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from the nrrest, Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was taking the best of 
his way toa public house, when French and Jolins suddealy 
appeared ngain. The former endeavored to seize Miller by the 
collar, und called loudly for help to retske the prisoner— 
Johns usked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. But although attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he sueceeded in reaching a publie houss- 
and after another ineffectnal attempt by French and his 
associates to prevent him. he returned late nt night to Batavia, 
and relieved bis family from terror and alarm. That this 
Inwless assemblage of men took plnce for the purpose of se- 
curing the errest of Miller, by virtuo of a process never in- 
lended to be eeted upon, we shall tako no trouble to show to 
tho public, Wo hnvo conclusive proof from the express deo- 
larations of those who led the troop, nud from various other 
sources, that one of the objects they lad ia view was to pull 
down the office of Milla, if that ahould bo necessary for the 
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tention needed for study; with involv- 
ing an expenditure whioh many can ill 
afford, and which all oould apply to 
hetter advantage; with encouraging de- 
ceit of parents; with furnishing a par- 
tial and unfair aspect of persons and 
things; with being childish in princi- 
ple and more or lesa vicious in practice; 
and finally with doing all thiain the 
pretended effort to nccomplish certsin 
good pnrposes which could be equally 
well accomplished without the element 
of secrecy. 
THE REMEDY. 

When the evil of secret organizationa 
ia once admitted to outweigh the good 
they accomplish, the remedy should be 
radical in its nature, although its effects 
may be slowly manifested. 

(1.) Let the members of secrot or- 
ganizations be at «nce looked upon as 
only “partial men;” a happy phrase 
employed by Haeckel to indicate the 
undeniable íaet that only one-half, and 
that the poorer, belongs to humanity 
—tbe better is a slave of a olique, 

(2.) Let us deny their eligibility to 
any position of honor and trust involv- 
ing discrimination between individuals. 

(3 ) Let no woman marry uuti her 
suitor takes a solemn pledge never to 
remain in or join a secret organization of 
any kind, except for the protection of 
life, health or property during war or 
other exceptional circumstances. 

(4.) Let colleges prohibit the forma- 
tion or continuance of secret societies; 
exact a pledge from every entering otu- 
dent; and if necessary make unhesitat- 
ing expulsion the penalty of member- 
ship. 

(5.) Let the reasons for this action 
he embodied in a printed pamphlet to 
be placed in the hands of all who are 
orseek to become stndents, and sent! 
likewise to their parenis or guerdians. | 
Ten times the expense which this 
would involve would be saved to the 
vollegea in time and trouble. 

If forno other reason, we hail the) 
admission of women as a means of sift- 
ing the secret society curse; they may 
thoughtlessly wear the hadgee of their 
friende’ societies or adopt their modes 
of thought; hut as long as they are er- 
oluded from or decline to enter the or- 
ganizations they mnst he ranked as op- 
ponents of the system; and where they |

Secrets of the Liquor Trafic, 


I have in hand severe] copies of a 
confidential circular intended for liquor 
dealers, in wbich some of the eecrets of 
the trade are revealed. 

It contains 241 recipes for manufac- 
turing ali kinds of spurious drinks and 
fancy liquors out of corn whiskey; 
and discloses where the power of the 
liquor traffic lies—that 1s, in creating 
a mintof money out of a trifle.

False Teachers. 


How are we to know false teachers? 
By comparing them with the true teach- 
ers we may know them. 

The Saviour of ‘mankind teaches us 
tbat ‘It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for 
a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of heaven.” But the Oospel according 
to Rev. Henry Ward Beecher reads 
about a+ follows: “A new command- 
ment give I unto you"—Love money. 

This teaching of the Rev. Mr. Beech- 
er can he the more clearly understood 
when his owu words are compared, or 
rather contrasted with those of St. 
Luke. The apostle cays, "And he 
sent them to preuch the kingdom of 
Ood,and to heal the sick, And he 
said unto them, take nothing for your 
journey, neither staves nor script neith- 
er hread, neither mouey; neither have 
two coats apiece,” But the words ad- 
dressed to the Evangelical Alliance hy 
Mr. Beecher were these, “you some- 
times hear thal the Americans are a 
money loving-people. Bless God for 
that, or what would heeome of Christ- 
ian evangelization!” 

The language of the Oospel is-seck 
first the kingdom of Heaven, and all 
other things shall he added unto you. 
But Mr, Beecher teaches that money is 
the means of adding unto you the 
kingdom of Heaven, for, saya he, ‘how 
can the world be evangehzed without 
itt” 

Mr. Beecher is a great admirer of com- 
merce, hecause it is a great means ol 
getting wealth. Acoording to his opin- 
ion it was the good qualities of the 
New York Ringmen that rendered 
them successful in wealth-getting, not 
their had qualities. Their had quali- 
ties came in aud prevented their get- 
ting more wealth, aud securing what 
they had already got. Commerce, a 
driving commerce, ia to he admired for 
the great good that it does. 

Now human affairs are naturally di- 
vided into ,three departments, viz. ag-| 
riculture, manufacturies and commerce; 
and to admire or commend any one of 
these departments over the others is in 
a philosophical point of view, like ad 
miring the bypothenuce of & triangle 
over its other two legs, or, in a relig- 
ious point of view, like preferring the 
Spirit to either Father, or Son. We 
would speak in reverence, if it ie possi 
ble while treating of the eccentricities 
of Mr, Beecher, But to give a prefer- 
ance to any one department of human 
industry over the other, when neither 
of itself would be of much account 
without the other, and when all these 
are essential to human interests, seems 
to us no hotter than empty talk—a 
kind of talk that may do for making 
money in the line of lecture-giving. aad

discourses to the habits of the people 
among whom he livea, He voices forth 
and approves the mammon- worship of 
the mart ofcommerce, instead of preach 
ing to it the werning words of a Jonab. 
His sermons are better calculated to 
please the men who pay him for them, 
than the God whom thoss men should 
serve. — His sermons reverberate with 
the roar and stir of traffic; they are 
wild with the whirl and excitement of 
speculation, and laughter-moving from 
their very irreligion. It is preposter- 
ous, and therefore laughahle, to con- 
sider such discourses religious. They 
are a joke upon all religion; and there- 
fore al] men are moved to laughter hy 
them, 

All men did we ssy? Not all men: 
for those who have a serious, earnest 
sense of the great importance of relig 
ion, can only feel sad at such exlubi- 
tions of religious sentiment as Mr, 
Beecher makes. It is the character of 
the politician to adopt the measures 
which he cannot resist; hut religion 
cannot do this. It must oppose world- 
ly mindedness and the haste to get rich. 
lt cannot consecrate these things tothe 
service of God. It is only God who} 
can make devils and devilish things to 
praise him. Mr. Beecher, greatas he 
1s (in his own conceit), would beswal- 
lowed up in the attempt.

Porrnann, Ootoher 22, 1873, 

In accordanca with a cell published 
hy Wilson Milligan and othera fora 
mass convention, those interested in the 
object of the call aseembled at 11 n'clock 
m Miller's Hall. 

Wilson Milligan was elected chairman, 
end J. L. Manley, Secretary, pro tem. 
Rev. J. T. Kiggins led the audience in 
prayer. After eppointing a committee 
to draft a constitution, the Aasocintion 
abjourned until 1 o'clock, P. M. 

At the hour eppointed the conven- 
tion assembled, and wae opened with 
devotional exercises. The following 
constitution wasthen read and unani- 
mously adopted: . . , 

We, the undersigned residents of Jay 
sounty, Indiana, for tho purposes of 
generel reform, and in the neme of the 
God of the Bible, and of Jesus Christ, 
His divine and ‘only begotten Son,” 
our Saviour, do ordain the following 
articles of constitution: 

I. This society shall he known as 
the Jay County Antisecreoy and Re- 
form Association, auxiliary to the Na- 
tional Aasociatious of Christians Op- 
posed to secret societies, 

[The other articles define the object, 
the officers’ duties, provide for a semi- 
annual meeting, ete. ] 

Thethanks of the Associstion were 
tendered to E. B., Kikendall and Wm. 
C. Miller for the usc of their Hells. 

It was resolved that all meetings of 
this Association shall he opened and 
closed with devotional exercigca, 

Wilson Milligan and J. H. Wolford 
were chosea delegates to the Stata con- 
vention. 

The following resolutions were then 
rend and after discussion were edopt- 
ed: 

Resolved, That we bclieve men who 
have covenanted in the dork to exor- 
ciae ¿partiality and favoritiem towerd 
those with whom they covenant, are 
diaqualified to act well the part of 
American citizens, and totally unfitted 
to exercise the functions of any office 
of trust at the hands of a free people: 
believing thot the first requisito in a 
servant of the public is that he he n free

The Repnblic of Liberia, 


Just two hundred yenrs after the 
May-flower bad hrought the Pilgrim 
Fathers of America to Plymouth Rock, 
nnother pilgrim hand with hearts as 
hrave, and love of liberty ns strong. 
sailed awny from these shorea to seek 
in distant Afries a land of freedom. 

In due tme, we are told, the good 
ship Elixaheth landed her eighty-eight 
emigrants, colored persone, from the 
States of Pennaylyania, Virginia, Mary- 
land nod New York on the equntorial 
coast. 

These were the Pilgrim Fathers of 
Liherin. The story of their sdventures 
reads like the pages of our own early 
history. and it ie as thrilling as any ro- 
mance, We hear of hardships nnd 
perils, nohly met, wastinga hy disease 
und death, fierce encounters with sav- 
nge foes—albett their hrethren—incited 
to ignorant maliee hy the slave traders 
who saw tbeir traffic doomed; of sturdy 
struggles with the wilderness, and un- 
conquerable trust in God. 

The menns for the enterprise were 
aupplied hy tne American Colonization 
Society, just then organized, as its con- 
stitution explains, *'for the purpose of 
colonizing with their own concent, in 
Africa, people of color residing in tbe 
United States,” and by tbe United 
States Government, which uoder the 


administration of President Monroe, had| 


jnst decreed the return of Afrienns 
rescued from the ships of slave traders 
to their own country, The Society 
had sent out two devoted missionaries 
beforehand to explore the land, one of| 
wom, Samuel J. Mills, one of the foun- 
ders of American Missions, laid down 
his life on his return voyage. 
InJanuary 1822, after several nn-| 
successful attempts to find a safe and 
healthful point for their settlement, the 
colonists, reinforced by a second band 
in the March previous, landed and oc- 
cupied n little island near the mouth 
of the Mesurado ( now Montserado) 
River. It still henrs the significant 
name of Providence island. The na- 
tives excited by the misrepresentatione 
of slave dealers attacked them here and 
cutoff their communication with the 
main Jand from which they got all their 
fresh water. But he who hrought 
streams from the rock of the desert for 


the thirety Isrnelites sent a friendly been 2,987, nnd 3,000 nre at present, 


ohief who brought them water atealthi- 
ly by nightforsevernl weeks. At this 
critical time their public warchouse 
witb nearly all their etorca of provision 
and merchondize hurned down, and 
uter ruin seemed at last upon them, 
Again God stretched forth his arm to 
save them. A Spanish slave schooner 
in eharge of an English prize crew 
which had captured it, was unnccoint- 
ably stranded in the harhor, buta short 
distance from the island, and the En- 
gliah commander readily supplied the 
coloniets from the ship stores with 
enough for their pressing needs, 

At last the natives acemed to be 
reconciled, and the pilgrims were able, 
on the 25th of April, 1822, to land on 
cape Mesurado (now Montserado), and 
commence their settlement, called Mun- 


rovia, after President Monroe, on land 
that had heen already purchased for 
them, The natives again threatened 
them, bowever, and at last the agents 
of the society and the government who 
had accompanied thom, thorougbly 
discouraged, proposed to return to 
America. 

“No,” anawered sturdily the heroio 
leader of the little band, Elijah John- 
son; “I have been iwo years scarching 
for a home in Africa, and [ have found 
it, I shall stay here,” 

And etsy they did, in charge of their 
brave leader, until in August their hesrts 
were cheered hy the srrival ofanother 

| small company with the intrepid and 
self-sacrificing Jehudi Ashman, who 
entered immediately on his duties as 
agent of the society, increasing the de- 
fensea ofthe settlement, and making 
every possible effurt to reconcile the 
natives, ‘I'he slave-traders, however, 
would notlet go their hopes of gain so 
easily, andassembling the native chiefs 
told them ao many falsehoods about 
the colonists that King George of the 
Dey tribe, resolved to snck the little 
settlement. Warned in time by a lriend- 
ly native who risked his life to bring 
them the news, the pioneers mnde 
ready for the defense of their homes, 
and twice withstood the terrible onset. 
Gn the 2d of December, the thirty-five 
colonists who could benr nrms, nerved 
to superhuman courage and strength, 
put to flight fifteen huedred savage 


foes, 
A day of thanksgiving to God was 


proclaimed and strictly observed. Soon 
after, tbe most powerful ofall the ns- 
tive chiefs, King Boatswain, interfered 
for their protection, and compelled King 
| George to give up his persecutions. 
| Thus, with prayer and Ihanksgiving, 
|Liheria wos founded, and from this 
time hegan tondvance, Immigration 
increased, intercourse and trnde with 
|tbe nationa was established. The 
slove traders’ forebodings were realized 
by the suppression of the slave trade, 
new settlements were formed, and the 
progressof the colony was estahlish- 
ed. 

Twenty-ive yeara passed, during 
which the colony had greatly increased 
in extent, prosperity and in influence, 
and had aasumed most of the details 
of its own government, though still 
under the fatherly watch and ward of 
the society, Then, politicnl difficulties 
arising with Great Britain which only 
sovereign state power could meet, re- 
garding the habit of certain trading 
vessels of landing goods in Liberi a with- 
out paying the duties, the Society in 
America, fuithful to the hest interest 
of thia colony, gave up allits temporary 
guardianship, and advised the young 


nation to assume the responsibility of 


self-government, and declare itself a 
free and independent state. After delib- 
eration, this greatstep was taken, a Dec- 
laration of Independence was put forth, 
whose noble sentiments command the 
reepeet of all nations, and n Constitu 
tion framed upon the model of the free 
institutions which the fathere of the 
Revolution gave to America, only lim- 
iting its eitizenahip to people of color, 
| for obvious reasons of self-protection, 
and to secure the purposea of the ex- 
periment to demonstrate the capability 
of the race for self-government. The 
new nation thus stood forth to the 
world as the Republic of Liberia. 

It ie now a little more thon ffty 
years since the pilgrim fathers of Libe- 
ria Innded on Cape Montserado; and 
turning our eyes to tho young Rapuh- 
lic, what do we see? 

Seventy-eight yeara after the settle- 
ment of Connecticut, the populntior 
amounted to only 17,000, A hundred 
nnd twenty yenre offer Maine wns 
| colonized, her population was 10,000. 
| In Liberis, after füty years, we see 
| a Republic modeled after our own, and 
| recognized iby all the great powers 
| with a population of 20,000 nominally 
Christian, and 600,000 natives who are 
heing peaceubly civilized nnd Christinn- 
lized. The whole number colonized has 
| been 14,975, exclusive of 5,722 Afn- 

cana rescued from elnve ships, The 
number of emigrnnta since the war has 


applying tego from the United States. 
The Republic hus 600 miles of sea coast 
ms to that of New England—an 
| area three timee as large ae Massuchu- 
eetts, which can easily be indefiuitely 
| and peacefully extended into the inte- 
| rior, a productive soil, capable of sup- 


porting 15,000,000 people, and a oli-| 


mate euited to the colored race. It hae 
a congress, courle, &ome fifty churches 
with 15,000 communicants, missions 
largely supported by the people, schools 


increasing in nunher though not yet) 


what they need to he, a college, a free 
press, an extending commerce whose 
| exports for 1872 amounted to $139,000, 
and importa, to $118,000, It did more. 
in ita infancy to extinguish the slave 
trade on the Westorn ooast of Africa 
than tho diplomsoy and force of two 


great continents had been able to do, 
and that work ls now completed, Fts 
people are prosperous, and contented 
in tbeir various pursuits and profess 
ions. 

Sixty-four years after the founding 
of Virginia, its Governor was not asham- 
ed to write, ''I thaok God, we have 
neither free school nor printing prees, 
andI hope sball not for a hundred 
years to come; for learning has brought 
disobedience and heresy and sects into 
the world, and printing has divulged 
them and libelaegainstthe best govern- 
ments, God keep ur from both." 

The Constitution of Liberia specially 
declares that *'the liberty of the press 
is essential to the security of freedom 
in a State," aod in his annual message 
in 1872, President Roberts, firat and 
latest President of the Republic, regret- 
ing the still inadequate means of sup- 
plying tbe increasing demands for edu- 
cational facilities, returns thanks to the 
donor cf a foundation from wbich the 
Government will receive $1,000 n year 
for the use of common schools, 

All ¿these striking contrnsts ond 
wonderful facts that meet our eyes when 
we look at Liberia not only prove the 
ndvantage of standing on'the principle 
of former generations, and receiving 
the grander impulses of tlie nineteenth 
contury. They slso prove that here 
is n race which has heen equal to these 
advantages as soon as it has received 
them and has improved them to the

ofher children to God nt their birth, 
Her constnnt prayer was thot they 
might he converted early in life.

"graceful waltz,” and bod even anid 
that she caw no harm in professors of 
religion participatingin this nmusement, 
It ia not surprising, then, that her 
daughters entertained the same viewa. 
lt was remarked hy many that pro- 
fessors of religion were the gayest of 
the gay, never secming to become wea- 
ry of tripping on the light fantastic 
toe,” though their faces were strange 
in the prayer meeting, There were 
old fnshioned Christians in the ehurch 
to which these giddy women were at- 
tached, snd they did not hesitate to

We hod long lived in the city; but 
tbe children, wbo hnd lesrned some- 
thing of the enjoyment of country life 
from an annual visit to their grandpa- 
renis, longed for a home among the 
green fields, 1 found a plessant plnco 
in the country for sale, "here were 
were over two acres of land, with shade 
and fruit trens, a good garden, a fae 
view of Long Island Sound near tbe 
Academy, churches snd schools, The 
cigar money now came into requisition, 
and I found that it amounted to a suffi 
cient sum to purchase the place, ond it

My smoking wns modernte compared 
with that of many, only six cigarsa day 
at 6 1-4 cents each, equal to $138.50 
per annum; yet in forty-one years, 
this, if allsnved and kept at interest, 
would have amounted to the handsome 
sum of $33,801.42, to say nothing of 
improved health, nnd freedom from ner- 
vous irritsbility, The subject is eurely 
wortby ofconsiderntion in an economi- 
cal point of view.

It is true that on pags 166 of tlie 
same work it is said, “Masonry is not 
religion.”

Having told us sgain and again in dif- 
ferent forms that Masonry is a religious 
society or institution, it will not avail 
tosay at the last, *'Masonry is not 
religion."

The second paragraph of the ''Man- 
ual of the Lodge,” by Albert G. 
Mackey, and also of his “Ritualist,” 
Opens in these words: ‘If secular us 
socistiona bave found it expedient, by 
the adoption of come preparatory forme, 
to avoid the appearance of an unscem- 
ing sbrubtness in proceeding to 
business, it may well be aupposed that 
religious societies have been still more 
observant of the custom.” Then 
showing that the “ancient mysteries 
(thoas sacred rites which have furnished 
so many models for Masonic &ymhol- 
ism} were opened with very solemn 
ceremr nies," he goes on: "In like 
manner, a lodge of Masona is opened 
with the employment of certsin cere- 
monies.” Thus a Masonic lodge ia 
pluuly distinguished from a seeular 
association, and ranked with those 
which are to be regarded as religious. 
It is true that S-ckels introduces bis 
“Monitor” hy saying, 'fFreemasonry 
is a moral institution, and it is a lavor- 
ite deficition that Masonry is a system 
of morality, veiled in allegory, and 
taught by symbols.” But then it is tof 


which the eartb is disquieted, and the 
four which it cannot bear, is a maid 
that ia heir to her mistress, And this 
“handmaid” puts on such lofty and 
supercilious airs toward her mistress, 
Christianity, and the Master, Christ, 
that it is no wonder the earth is deeply 
disquieted under her. 

If, however, all the “Manuals,” 
Monitors," **Ritualists" "Lexicons," 
ete, were absolutely silent as to the 
point whether Masonry professes to be 
a religion, we haye, nevertheless, 
abundant evidence that it does so ingits 
forms and ceremonies. Masonry has 
its altare, priests, prayers, benedietious, 
hymns, morale lessons, illuminations, 
regenerations and eternal rewards. It 
baptizes the infant, and buries with 
religious servicea of its own the man 
of four score. It has borrowed the 
ceremonies of heathen worsbip, and 
stolen everything impressive in the 
Mosaic ritual; tabernacle, altar, oandle- 
stick, ark of the covenant, manna, in- 
cense, mitre, breast-plate,' and all the 
vestments of the High Priest.

NOT WHAT THEY SEEM. 


The American Wesleyan of Nov. 
5th bas a pnragraph which eays that 
Prof. Wilder of Cornell University, in 
his Tribune letter upon Secret Societies 
shows that the ends for whioh such e0- 
cieties are organized are hetter reached 
by opea organizations. 

To be sure this: so, if ths ostensi- 
ble and real ends are the esme, He 
has shown that the good ends for which 


they are professedly organized may be| 


reached by open organixatioae without 
incurring the evils and dangera which 
ars inseparahle from their seerecy. 
This he demonstrated, and it has heen 
a thousand times demonstrated. Yet 
this has no influence to iaduce secret 
societies ao abandon their secrecy. 
And thie fact 1s mors than prima facie 
evidence thot ths ostensible end and 
the real ead of these societies are not 
the same; hut that before the pro- 
fessed and apparent good end, there 
wanotber of euch opposite character 
asto render tha meorecy as necessary 
us it would hein ense the good could 
nothe accomplished without it. Al! 
that "charity, relief or truth," or 
“friendship, love and truth" can do 
for the welfare of humanity can he 
hetter accomplished without the eecra- 
cy of Masonry and Odd fellowship 
than with it. Butif there was origi- 
ally a hatred of evangelical righteouanses 
and true holiness which prompied the 
desire to undermins tbe doctrine that 
is according to godlinear, aad — privi'y 
to diffu:e a leaven of false liherality that 
would relax the atandard of truth and of 
pure morals and render a hfe of carnal 
plea-urea easy and reputahle; if there 
was a determination to grasp hy oraft 
a monopoly of unequal advantages over 


and of pleasure; edvantage at the bal- 


lot box, at the har of justice; advan- 


|tageain trade, in social pneitinn, in 


everything where competition exiats; 
this would render secrecy imperative, 
a very "cardinal virtue," 

The existence of euch ulterior de- 
sign heyond tbe ostensible one, and out 
of right of the honest membera of the 


rational explanation of the immense! 
estimate of secrecy hy tho managers 
of these orders and thelr determined 
adherence toit regardless of all reason, 
all entreaty, all reproach, and even 
against all the lawful powera of goy- 
ernment to ferret out the hidden evil, 
or to allay painful suspicion and viadi- 
cate the innocence of the ordera hy 
proving that no such evil is covered by 
their secreoy. No, they will not sufer 
government to demand disclosures even 
where cases of mysterious death under 
theirhandsrequire explanation, Their 
determined language is, ‘Give us ea- 
crecy or give ue death." 

Prof, Wilder not only shows that 
secrecy in socis] orgsniastions ie not 
needed for theirlsudahle end, but that 
if only such ends are intended at the 
beginning, secrecy will certainly en- 
gender evil. n.

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rocecded to Stafford, a village &hout six miles east from 

atavia, On arriving there Miller was seized by two men 
and conducted to a room in the third story of a stone build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room. In this rom 
he was guarded hy five men, who said they were acting as 
assistants to French, and under his orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, undthe former aftcr some short detention was permitted 
hy French to sec him. The constable was then askcd for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtue of which he 
held Miller in custody, but he steadily refused to exhibit or 
describo it; hut still left no doubt on the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that the warrant wasin a criminal proceeding, 
and at length avowed that it had heen issued hy a magis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should here he stated that about 8 days 
before tha successivo arrests of Morgan and Miller, Daniel 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavia has been men- 
tioned, suddenly disappearcd from that place, A short time 
after Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johns eutered the room, bolding in his hand a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quiek steps across 
the room, and, ns Miller describes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into the captive. Miller hownvcr ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having learned in some way which he cau- 
not recolleet, that Johns was bis prosecutor, Johns however 
answered in a voice that faltered n little, '’ Miller, I am only 
doing what I bave heen ordered to do." During his deten- 
tionin the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to bo heard by allin the room, that ho was not 
to be tricd at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to hc 
tried hy nn. ordinary trihunal, but was going where Mor. 
gan was. Miller asked, ^ Whnt tribunal f" He replied, “You will 
see," The others made no remarks in denial or explanation, 
but he heard one man say to another, “Miller is nothing hut 
en entered apprentice,” "Lo detail all the evasive falseboods 
and idle assertions, by which French and his coadjutors en- 
deayored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
own time and the patience of the reader. 

lt was manifest tbat the conspirators wished to eonsume 
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the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could be nvoided. But in the course of the after- 
terucon, French, seemingly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 
tho process he had against Miller was in fact a process ina civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution scemed somewhat 
shaken. Ahout dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed hefore the justicc, who had issued the 
warrant. French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid in the office ahont half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the eonsta- 
ble and warrant, hut ncither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, nnd the justice informed Mr, Miller tbat he was 
at liberty to go where he pleascd. This was ahout nine 
o'clock in the evenings ft appcared from the docket of the 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath nnd at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Dnvids had heen also arrested by the direc- 
tions of French, hut the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custody on tbe jail limits, upor 
which he was discharged from the nrrest, Miller hnvin, 
thus ohtaiged permission to rcturn, was making the hest of 
his way toa puhlio house, when French nnd Johns suddenly 
eppeared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy the 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner-— 
Johns asked if there wns no person there who would help to 
secure that man, Bntalthough attempts were mnde to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in renching a public hons” - 
and after another ineflectual attempt by Freneh and his 
associates to prevent him, he returned late at night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror nnd alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, hy virtuo of a process never in- 
tended to be ncted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
the public. We have conclusive proof from the express deo- 
larations of those who led the troop, and from various other 
sources, that one of the ohjeets they ad in vicw was to pull

Ie also endeavored to read a 
telegram from the Spanish Cortes but 
was refused, Several propositions re- 
garding tbe ‘salary grah' are presented, 
The President's message was not ready 
on Monday. 

Crry —The lately elected officials 
took their placeson Monday with better 
promises than they will be likely to 
carry out. Elected mainly hy the gam- 
bling, rowdy, free-liquor, anti-Sabhath 
classea they must meet the wishes of 
their constituents; hut emarting under 
charges of this kind they propose to 
show hy economy that severe criti- 
cisma have heen undeserved, The new 
mayor wants the new court bouse joh 
postponed to better times, and asks 
that the Sunday laws he repealed or 
amended, In this he is joined by 
some of the city dailies, The Person- 
al Liberty League has a petition with 
several thousand signatures, to the 
same end; but confident that the new 
council will do what is expected, will 
not present it. For the next two

utaviu. On arriving there Miller was scized hy two meu 
and eonducted to a room iu the third story of a stone build- 
ing, ordinarily used us a Masonic ludge room, Iu this ronm 
he wus guarded by ive men, who sud they were acting as 
assistants to French, and under his orders, While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, andthe former after some short detention was pono 
by French to see him, ‘The coustable was then asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtue of whieh he 
held Miller in custody, but he steadily refused to exhibit or 
descrihe it; but still left no doubt on the mind of Miller or bis 
counsel that the warrant wasin a eriminal roceeding, 
and at length avowed thatit had been issued bya mugis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should here be stated that about 8 days 
befora the successive arrests of Morgan and Miller, Daniel 
Joluis, whose sudden appearance at Batavia has been men 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place, A short time 
after Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johns entered the room, holding in his hand a 
drawn swoid, aud walked with large and quick steps neross 
the room, and, as Miller describes it, seemed nuxious to 
inspire terror into the captive, Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having learned in some way whieh he can- 
not recollect, thatJohns was his prosecutor. Johns however 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, *' Miller, L am ouly 
doing what I have been ordered to do." Duriug his deten- 
tion in the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to be heard by all iu the room, that he was nat 
io be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried by an ordinary tribueal, but was going where Mor. 
gan was. Miller usked, “What tribunal f" He replied, Y ou will 
sce," The others made no vemarks in denial orexplunation, 
but he heard one man say to another, “Miller is nothing but 
an entered apprentice.” To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, by which French and his coadjutors en- 
denvored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
owu time aud the patien the reader, 

It was manifest that the conspirators wished to consume 
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the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could he avoided. But in the course of the after: 
teruoon, French, seemingly by inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had against Miller was in facta process ina civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken, About dusk the whole crowd proveeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justice, who had issued the 
warrant, French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared, Miller staid in the office about half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the eonsta- 
ble aud warrant, but neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that he was 
at liberty to go where he pleased, ‘This was abent nine 
o'clock in the evenings It appeared from the docket of the 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the outh and at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids hud been also arrested hy the direc 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county informrd 
them that he was in his custody on the juil limits, upon 
which he was discharged from the arrest. Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the best of 
his way toa public house, when French and Johns suddenly 
appeared again, The former endeavored to seize Miller by the 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner— 
Johns asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that mao, But although attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a publie hover 
and after another ineffectual attempt by French aud his 
associates to provent him, he returned late at night to Batavia, 
and atonal he family from terror and alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
enring the arrest of Miller, by virtne of a process never in- 
tended to be acted upon, we shall tako no trouble to ahow to 
the public.

At the recent meeting of the Amari- 
can Public Health Association, Dr. 
| Jamee of Dorchester, Mass., remarked 
that a housekeeper hestows mora 
attention in selecting a ribbon than in se- 
lecting the food for the family, although 
tha health and strength of the family 
dapended on having good food. Again, 
the preparation of the food should he 
perfect in order to health and comfort 
and usefulness, and thet preparation 
should not be confided to an untrained 
person. The scieoce of tha kitchen 
holde high power oyer the good of the 
people, and deservee the attention of 
the highest minds. A library of cook- 
hooke ehows how to make light and 
cheap puddings, aud economize animal 
matter that would otherwise be wast- 
ed, hut to encourage an appetita seems| 
to be their purposo rather then to 
adapt food to the etomach, and fit it for 
its great purposes, If one of these 
hooks set forth the rulas of healthy 
cooking, it would he a blessing to man- 
kind. It depends upon tho kitchen 
whether the family shall he robust, 
hright and energetic, or dull, atupid end 
slow. The housekeeper meaeurea out 
manhood and womanhood to the fami- 
ly, and her position is thus a highly re- 
sponsibls one. There is here field for 
ihe dieplay of taleut and discretion, 
The employments of men may offer lass 
scope for the adaption of great idees to 
great ends than the housekeaper’s, 
Woman is not u howekeeper hy in- 
atinct or a cook hy nature any more 
then men are natural sheamakere, but.

But we, as free and accept- 
ed Masons, are taught to make use of 
it for the more noble and glorious pur- 
posa of divesting our hearts end con- 
sciences of all tha vices end euperflui 
ties of life; therehy fitting our minds, 
as living etonee, for the spiritual build- 
ing, tha house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens,” And all these 
uncommon and extraordinary effects by 
the ‘common gavel, wbich seems to us 
uncommonly strange! The Chrietian 
is eanctificd by the Word and Spirit of 
God; the Mason hy a common stone 
hammer, which you can buy in a hard- 
wore store for a dollar and a half! Gn 
the seme page occurr the following, in 
which the sanetifying power of tbe 
‘common gavel’ ie still further amplfied: 
” The epeculative Mason fs engaged-in 
the construction of a spiritual temple 
in his heart, pure and spotless, fit for 
the dwelling of Him who ie tha author 
of purity; where God ie to he worship- 
ed in spirit and truth, and whence every 
evil thought and unruly passion nre tn 
he hanished.” 

We may be told that Masons do not 
believe such absurdities. Prohahly not, 
Many of them have, douhtlees, more 
sanse, But you will observe that that 
is not the matter under discussion. It 
ie not proposed to inquire how much of| 
the absurdities of Masonry the memhers. 
of the order believe, nor yet how much 


from the etoning blood of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, ta eternal damnation, 
Such ie the import of this Masonic 
prayer. 

Thus Masonry claims to be ahle to 
“enlighten the dark corners of the 
esrth, and teach men to know Ged,and 
love their fellow-men,” “to display the 
henuties of godliness,” to hring them 
through the ‘new birth’ into a higher 
‘life, to ” fit them as living etones for 
tho spiritual building, the house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heav- 
ans,” to make their hearts “spiritual 
temples, pure and spotless, fit for the 
dwelling of him who is the author of 
purity,” to introduce them **at last in- 
to heaven, the Grand Lodge shove, to 
enjoy the just rewards of a pious and 
virtuoue life.” If the religion of Christ 
can do anything more than this we are 
at a lose to understand what it ie.

five prayers, about as many bymns, a 
number of morol lessons aad benedic- 
tions, hut in no one of them is the name 
which is “precious to them that he- 
lieve” found.

I haye read with great pleasure sev- 
| eral articles on Freemasonry in the col- 
umns of your journal, It requires ao 
extraordinary powers of mind to discov- 
er the fact that thereis much of wrong- 
doing in thishoasted ‘henevolent’ organ- 
ization, if indeed it ie not wholly and 
“only evil, and that continually,” Gh- 
servation confirmed me in the opinion 
years ago thnt Masonry was founded in 
selfishness aud not benevolence, es its

hand of fellowship with equal grace to 
the patriot and traitor, with perhaps 
an occasional preferred favor to the un- 
fortunate in crime, who stabs his coun- 
try and its defenders in the dark. 
“Ths maimed, the halt nnd the 
blind,” find uo favor in the eye of this 
institution and can gain uo entrance in- 
to ite portals, as tha favored ones who 
pess its threshold to fairer mansions 
in the skies—nor cen they claim a pit- 
tance of ite hoarded wenlth to eupport 
the failing strength of God's poor on 
their journey to tha almshouse end the 
grave, But the drunkard and the 
spendthrift and curmudgeon find a wel- 
come intothe charmed circle; and al- 
though their moral naturee may he on- 
ly wounds, bruisea end putrifyiay 
sores, yet if they are ontwardly whole 
they alike receive the hrotherly recog- 
nition—the sympathy and aid which 
ooly brethren of our common faith aad 
destiny give and demand. Under such 
a system of organization, the vicioua and 
unprincipled will generally prove to 
he the unfortunate, snd the funds of 
the hest and thriftiest members are thus 
worse than wnsted on the reckless and 
prodigal, What Christian can consist 
ently waste the menna entrusted to his 
stewardship on ench a brotherhood f 
The extreme selfishness of the Ma- 
sonie organization was clearly demon- 
| strated in this locality duriag the war 
of the rebellion, Every church and 
temperance orgauization in our midst 
languished from heginning to end, and 
very many of the latter ceased to ex- 
ist, while it is a lamentable fact that 
the rehel church, still extant, has hut 
little more thana name to live--the 
spirit having departed, perhaps forever, 
—-and yet Masonry fattened like aaoth- 
er vulture on ths goro and carnage of 
thia fratricidal strife. This is easily ac- 
counted for, on the principle of self- 
preservation, and shows most conclu- 
sively the desperate cbaracter of that 
contest. The life ofevery white man 
was imperiled by the unequal strife; 
and when at Inst they waked up to 
the reality of this plain matter-of-fact. 
the church which hade them go to fight 
for elavery against the government of 
their fatheia’, was forgotten in the in- 
tense excitement of the contesl, ths 
temperance societies, where the fall. 
sn hrother was to be raised up, were 
deserted, and evcry man, ssint nnd sin- 
ner alike, seemed only to look ahead 
for the main chanco of saving bimsel 
alive, ard whatever else lie could lay 
hands on; and as this feeling of inseou- 
rity increased, thousands who were the 
most exposed to danger, flocked to the 
standard of Masonry aud found under 
its folda an ally to despotism and irea 
son—neutral half-way ground on 
which they could meet and grasped 
tho hands ofthe armed foes, which 
they had failed to destroy in waging 
upon them the most cruel and wicked 
war of modern times, Here, they 
were tnught tho gripe anil passwords 
which transformed the hnnd of a rebel, 
dripping with loyal gore, fo that of. 
brothorly love aud affection; though, 
only a few moments hefore, it might 
have plunged the sword into the heart 
of aMaster Mason, iu defense of slavery 
and treason. An organizution which 
can thus readily asshnilate und combiac 
iadividuals of such diverse principles, 
opiniona and prejudices, must either be

Record fora Beginnlng.

Editor Cynosure:— 

Perhaps the readers of the Uynosure 
will he interested with an item of news 
from Noble county, Ohio. Three or 
four years since we organized the No- 
ble County Christian Association op- 
posed to secret Societies. The Asso- 
cistion hes done much good by the 
distribution of periodicals, tracts, hooks, 
and the employment of public speakera. 
and the encouragement of loeal or 
township organizations; by these means 
quite a large part of our people have 
heen enlightened in regard to the dan- 
gerous tendency of Masonry end kin- 
dred institutione. 

Last spring we issued a call for a county 
political convention to meet in Caldwell, 
our county seat. At the time appoint- 
ed the people met in mase coovention, 
and for noumbera and Intelligence no 
convention of a political character in| 
this county has ever surpassed it. | 
Twelve out of our fifteen. townships 
were represented, The people were 
full ofenthusiasm and nominated a full 
licket for eounty «fficere, We did not 
nominate conservative men, hut radical 
Anti-masone; not only in s moral sense, 
hut politically radical. Your humble 
correspondent was placed at the head 
ofthe ticket, and to the hest of hie 
ability defended the ticket and the 
platform of principles adopted hy the, 
convention. lapoke in a majority af 
the townships; and 1 think could tbe 
county have heen more completely 
canvaseed our vote would have beeu 
correspeodingly larger; we can do bet- 
ter another canvass, Our present effort 
was an ice-breaker. Our vote came 
almost entirely from the Republican 
ranka and their majority in this county 
is small; consequently every argument 
and device, fair and false, was employed 
to keep tbe party intact, and to injure 
representation of the anti-secret candi- 
dates. I think for the first vote, under 
the circumstances, wa did well, The 
vote in this (Marion) township was 
60; inCenter 50; Jefferson 37; Stock 31; 
Wayne 40; ond in the county, 250; and 
thie was accompliehed in a square fight 
upon the merits of the questien pohti- 
cally. Some of our friends upon whom 
we relied, when the hour came desert- 
ed us, hut I think they will do hetter 
hereefter, It requires very considera- 
ble menhood to sacrifice name, party, 
reputation, place and future political 
preferment for the mamtainance of 
principle.

atavia. On arriving there Miller was seized by two men 
and couducted to n room in the third story of a stone build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room. In this room 
he was guarded by five men, who said they were actiny us 
assistants to French, and under his orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends nr- 
rived, andthe former after some short detention was permitted 
by Wrench to see bim. The constable was then asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant hy virtue of which hie 
held Miller in eastody, but he steadily refused to exhibit or 
describe it; but still left no doubt on the mind of Miller or his 
counscl, that tho warrant was in a criminnl proceeding, 
aud at length avowed that it lad been issued hy a magi: 
trate ut Le Roy. It should here he stated that nbout 8 d: 
before the successive arrests of Morgan and Miller, Dauict 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavia has been men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place. A short time 
after Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, tlis 
same Danicl Johus entered the room, holding iu his hand a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
the room, and, as Miller describes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into the captive, Miller however ventured tor 
monstrate with him, having lenrned in some way whicli he c 
not recollect, that Johna wns his prosecutor. Johns howe 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, '* Miller, I nm only 
doing what I hnye been ordered to do." During his deten- 
tion im the room, one of the guards told him in Innguaye 
loud cnough to he heard by alis the room, that he was not 
to be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried by an ordinary trihunnl, but was going where Mur. 
gou was, Miller asked, "What tribunal ?" He replied, “You will 
see," "Ihe others made no remarks in jal or explanation, 
but he heard one man say to another, “Miller is nothing bat 
an entered apprentice." To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, by which French and Ins coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding witli Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
own lime and the patience of tlic reader. 

lt was manifest that the conspirators wished to consume 
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the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to procecd to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could he avoided, But in the course of the a 
ternoon, French, seemingly hy inadvertance, admitted 
the process lie had against Miller was in fact a process in a civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. Ahout dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
ou the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed hefore the justice, who had issued the 
warrant, French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared, — Miller staid in the office about half 
an honr, during which time the justice called for the consta- 
ble and warrant, hut neither constahle, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that he 
at liberty to go where he pleased. This was about nine 
o'clock in the evenings It appeared from tlie docket of tne 
mugistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids hud heen also arrested by the direc 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from the arrest. iller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the hest of 
his way toa public house, when French and Johns suddenly 
appeured again. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy th 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner— 
Johns usked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. But although attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reuching a public haus 
aud after another ineffectual attempt by French and his 
associates to prevent him, he returned late at night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror and alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, hy virtue of a process never in- 
tended to he acted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
the public, We have conclusive proof from the express dec- 
larations of those who led tho troop, and from various other 
sources, that one of the ahjcets they had in view was to pull 
down the offico of Mille, i that should be necessary for the 
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Tho Fatal Moment.

At the late meeting of the Evangeli- 
oal Allience its honored president, Dr, 
T. D. Woolsay of New Haven, read a 

“dissertation '' On tbe attitude of the 
eonstitutinn aad government of the 
United States toward Christiaaity,” in 
whieh tha writer undertakes to show 
that this nation hy its constitution and 
laws is not distinetively Christian in its 
character; and, to illustrate his argu- 
ment, concludes hy asking affirmatively, 
** [f the people should all turp Moham- 
medaas nr Mormons, what material 
ohange would be needed in the laws, 
except ia those ralating to the marriage 
relation and intestate estates f" 

That is to say, in the opinion of the 
learned writer, with these two excep- 
tions, Mohammedanism or Mormonism 
are ahout as compatible with the consti- 
tution and laws of the United States as 
Christianity; and the consequent sup- 
plenting of the Bible hy tbe Koran or 
the Book of Mormon with all the im- 
moralities and crimes precticed under 
them, would necessitate no " material 
change,” hut everything might go 
smoothly on in perfect harmony with 
our politieal system, With these ex- 
ceptions, no 'materiel ehange' would he 
necersary to the succession of a Moham- 
medan or Mormon dynesty. Our civil 
inatitutions are so softly neuter and 
flexible, «o devoid of Christian prineiple 
and positive morality, as to fit almost 
any people with equal facility, Chris- 
tian or infidel, civilized or savage. 

Such idea of the nature and fitness of. 
our governmest, while not a little 
stsrtling and surprising to those who 
have grown up with the old time notion, 
that God is king off this nationyyby di- 
vine right, we are glad to helieve, are 
in eonflict with the history and eherac- 
ter of the government from its incep- 
tion to tlie. present hour. But as a 
newspaper column would be quite in- 
sufficient for an adequate review of the 
past, we eome directly to one of the il- 
lustrative suppositions, and the oae 
nearer bome which is better known to 
us, namely, the transition of tbe peo- 
ple of the United States to Mormonism. 
What would follow such a change we 
cannot anticipate further than it 1s fore. 
shadowed hy the eliaracter of existing 
Mormonism. The transmuted people, 
wa must suppose, would do aa the 
Mormons do, think as they think, act 
as they aet. Utah would be spread 
over the whole area of tho United 
States, and their threateaed conquest 
by tbe apocalyptic prophet of Mormon- 
ism would then he swiftly accomplished, 
In thia mirror alono ean we see our- 
selves aa others would see us. 

For a quarter of à. century the Mor» 
mons have beon knocking at the 
door for admittsnce to. the Union, hut 
have found the door bolted against 
them. Congress, again and again, has 
refused tho applicants. Why! For the 
simple sndeole reason that Mormonism, 
with or without its polygamy, is utterly 
iscompatible with republicanism, and 


hy no possibility could they harmonize 
in the came political family, So early 
as 1849 the people of the territory of 
Utah elected officers for a state govern- 
ment, and demanded admission to tha 
Union, witb teriffic threats in case of 
refusal. But neither threats nor hlan- 
dishments could swerve Congress from 
its determined rejection. And thie not 
only on account of their plural marria- 
ges,” hut alno from the reason that their 
whole system, ecclesiastical and civil,is 
irreconcilable with the government and 
institutions of this country. A fun- 
damental dogma of thoir faith, which 
every true Mormon holds to as one of, 
the revelations nf their prophet and 
founder, is, that the authority of the 
Mormon ohuroh in paramount to the 
lawe of the land; aad its aim is to ath- 
ject tha United States to its power, 
though their conquest shovld he track- 
ed by "one goro of hlood from the 
Rocky mountains to the Atlantic! 
ocean,” as snid their prophet Smith. 

By areceut decision of the United 
States court for the territory of Utah, 
a Mormon is disqualified, hy his princi- 
ples and practica as 4 Mormon, to serve 
theUnited States as a grand juror oven, 
In rendering this judgment, Chief-Jus- 
tica McKeon remarked:— 


“Tf the mass of the American peo- 

ple were barbarians, or if the patriarch- 
al or tribal system of government pre- 
valed among them, itis needless to 
| say that our constitution or institutions 
could not exist. Itis not a little hu- 
miliating that it should seom to he 
necessary to add, that our constitution 
and lawa do not require—nay, do not 
permit the toleration of any practice 
which wages war against the existence 
ol civilization. 
ligions whieh have required the offering 
| up of human saerifices to the sun, and 
| the easting of little children to the 
crocodila of the Ganges, hut if such 
dseds were done in this country, is 
thers ono man so dishonest that he 
would attempt to justify them hy the 
plea of religious toleration!” 


These words of the chief-juatice to 
the affect, especially, that our govern- 
ment eannot tolerate anything which 
wars against the very existence of civi- 
lization itself, [are fitly spokes; they 
are in accordance with sound jurispru- 
dence, tha law,of self-preservation, and 
the dictates nf common sense. 

But the court hefore named has gone 
even further, and hy a judicial decision 
in 1870, refused neturalization (o Mor- 
mon aliens, on the grouad of their pe- 
cullar religious tenets and correspond- 
ing practices. In giving his opinion 
the ehief justice used the language fol- 
lowing :— 


© An applicant for naturahzation asks 
for a favor; asks for the high privilege 
nf American citizenship; and he must 
show to the satisfaction of the eourt 
thathe is worthy of it Well, what 
ara their [aliens] views of American 
eivilization? What do they helieve to 
be the rights and duties of an Ameri- 
can citizen? Before they tske the oath 
of citizenship, let the court be satisfied 
whether they helieve the supreme law 
of the land to he the conetitution, the 
laws of Congress, and the treaties of 
the United States; or whetber they he- 
lieve it to he the revelations of some 
polygamic prophet Let the court ha 
satisfied what ‘pretended’ laws of God 
they mean to nhey, and what positive 
laws of God they mean to defy. In 
this ecuntry a man may adopt any re- 
ligion he pleases; but no man may vio- 
late our lawa aad plead religion as an 
excuse; and no alien should he made a 
citizen who will not obey the lawa, Let 
nationa and aliens distiactly understand 
that in this country license is not liber- 
ty, and crime is not religion." 


Who will presume to gainsay these 
hrave and truthful sorde! 


Mormonism is at war with civilization 
not only hy its polygamy, hut also hy 
its whole polity and drift. Its govern- 
ment is a hierarchy, with its supreme 
powers vaated in its first president, who 
holds in his despotic hands both sword 
and purse. Every true Mormoa is

Their baughly master, de- 
fiant of the authority of the United 
States, deelares,} "1l am and will 
be governor, and no power ean 
hinderit until the Lord Almighty shall 
say, Brigham, you need not he gover- 
nor any longer." Tho aame spirit de- 
nounees the army of the United States, 
sont there to maiatain the publio tawa, 
as a mob, and drives out their territori- 
al judges at the point of the bayoset. 
Mormonism, in all its strange phases, 
is hut asother name for despotiem, Its 
parallel for eruelty, dehauehery, and 
usurpation, has seldom cursed mankind, 
Lust is its spring and tyranny its prop. 
And how can it ho aupposed that this 
rank growth of higotry and adultery; 
this vile excreecence ol blasphemy and 
uncleanness, ean eater into possession 
| of our eouniry : aad livo under our con- 
stitution and lawa, without violenee aad 
catastrophe to our government aad in- 
stitutions| The Gotha and Vandala 
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seated In Rome; the serpent stolen in-| yet, to sce them go into the hanking this rs rot a solitary instance. 


into Eden; pandemonium hrokeo inte 
Paradise, and no ‘'material change" 
thera ‘excepting the laws relating to 
marriage and intestate estate!" lt 
would naturally be supposed that a 
people committing all, or nearly all tha 
crimes forbidden hy the decslogua, 
would make some rather © material 
ehange" in the laws of the land; as 
grest, at least, as their own transmu-

Goszotions.—1. Tbere are degrees 
oonnected with Masonry tu which Christ 
is recognized, and bis name` employed. 
This is admitted. Theee degrees are 
tha Knights of the Red Cross, Knighte 
Templar, and Knights of Malta. Tbe 
last two ere somelimes denominated 
Chivalric Mesoury. They are derived 
from the Chivalric orders which flour- 
ished during the dark eges, and were 
conspicuous in the Crusades. Stekels 
(Monitor, page 23.) says these degrecs 
are "strictly Christian,” and Mackey 
(Lexicon, page 381) says the Rose 
Croix (Red Cross) “je in the etrictest 
sense a Christian degrec.” Supposing 
therefore that the “Christian” de- 
grees arc "regular" degrees in Ma- 
sonry, how farthey are compatible with 
the 22d lendmsrk, which declares that 
“all meet upon a level" in the lodga, 
with the declaration that the relig 
of Masoary is pure theism that Mu- 
sons are “obliged only to the universal 
religion in which all men agree” the 
reader can jndge ior himself, 


But the meterisl fact in the ense is 
that these are not ‘reguler' degrces iu 
Masonry, but ‘sidedegrees,’ They ars 
said (Lexicon, page 33,) to be ‘tap- 
pendeges to the (American) rite. Aud 
Sickels (Monitor, page 5, appendix) 
says they are “conferred in connection 
with, and under the sanction of, Ma- 
sonic Assemhltes;" plainly implying not 
hy them. *'These eido degrees," says 
Meckey, (Lexicoo, pege 444,) ''bave 
no connection with the ritual of Masoo- 
ry, and their legelity 1s not ecknowl- 
edged hy grand lodges.” 

lt ia well known that one of the land- 
marks of Masonry is that no woman can 
be made a Muson; and yet, in the Lex- 
icon you will find what is calle! ‘An- 
drogynous Masoniy,' or degrees in 
whioh men and women are received 
together. There degrees are, like the 
former, aonícrred ''in convection with, 
and under the sanolivo of, Mxsonio 
Assemblies," But they are not 'regu- 
lor,’ but merely ‘side degree 
which a great many for different 
raasoos have bean appended to the 
order, 


(Were it not that it might he classed 
^^ obsecoe literature, we might give 
from the Lrxicon, page 4t6, 417, the 
ceremonies of the French degree of the 
“Knights and Nymphs of the Rose,” in 
which it is plainly evideot that tho 
lodge is turned intoa brothel, the can-

Mackey says, (lexicon, pnge 382,)

(Christianity), and as a pardonable, if 
notindced a praiseworthy ettempt to ap- 
ply the sublime priaciple of our all- 
tolerant order to the illustration of that 
lact and moat pertect dispensation uv- 
der which we are now living.”

How far itis possible 
to amalgamate paganism, Ielamism and 
Judshism with Christianity, and pre- 
serve anything distinctive or valuable 
in tha latter every one can judge for 
himself.

| Christ is recognized hecause there are 
Christian degrees. Thae are merely 
accommodations of Masonry to circum 
stancas, nnd do not at all affect the 
“Landmarks” or "hody of Masonry,” 
2. The Bible is recognised in Me- 

| eonry and constitutes part of the fur- 
nitura of every lodge. It lies on the 
altar, is one of the great lights of Ma- 
sonry; many of the ‘lacturea’ of Ma- 
sonry are taken from it, and Bible his- 
|tory enters largely into tha Masonic 
ritual. [tis also carried in the pro- 
cessions of the order. Thie is welll 
calouleted to deceive, especially the| 
young and unsuspectiog, Let us see, 
after this parade, how far the Bible is 
recognized hy Masonry. (1.) "It is 
one of the three great lights of Me- 
sonry.” Observe, itis not the great 
light, No euch thing. It is one ofl 
the three. And whet do you suppose 
are the other two great lights on per 
with the Bible? Well, the squsre and 
the compasses] Tbe Bible, says the 
Manual, is the rulas «f onr feith, snd 
teaches us our duty to God, tha equare 
our duty to our fellow-man, end the 
aompavees our duty to ourselves, Not 
being a Mason, never baving been horn 
again into this ‘divine’ institution, or 
illuminated with its wonderful light, 
we had thought the Bihle taught us 
our duty to our fellow-man, aud our- 
selves, as well as to God. But not s0; 
we must look to the square and com- 
pass for thal! (2.) “The Bible (Lexi- 
con, page 62,) is used among Masons 
as the symbol of the will of God, how- 
ever expressed.” Observe, the Bible is 
not used hy Masons as a revelation of 
the will of God, hut as tha ‘symbol’ of 
his will, and however that will may 
be expressed," The import of this 
latter clause ia tbus explamed in the 
Manual, page 53: "To every Mason, 
whatever may he bis religious creed 
that revelstion of the Deity which is 
recognized by his religion hecomes bis 
trestle-board. Thus the trestle-hoard 
of the Jewish Meson ls the Gld Testa- 
ment; of the Christien the Gld and 
New Testaments; of tha Mohammedan 
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Lodge in England in 1813, t9 obviate 
the charge of sectarianism, I have, 
bowever, elsewhere endeavored to prove 
that to this charge we by neo means 
render ourselves amenable by this ded- 
ication to the above saints, since it is 
made to them, not as Christians, but 
aa eminent Masona; not as saints, but 
as pious end good men; not ao teachers: 
of a religious sect, hut as bright exam- 
plee of all those virtucs which Masons| 
ara taught to revere and practice,”| 
The English method of avoiding the 
charge of sectarianism was to put the 
two Saints John outof the lodge. Tha 
American method is more ingenious hut. 
not so straightforward. 

As a apecimen of innocent and 
confiding impudenco, this extract ia uo- 
paralleled, Even "Christian lodges,” 
dedicated to Christian saints, are not. 
dedicated to them ae Christians hut ea 
eminent Masons! not as saints but as 
pious and goud menl (In order to 
which, according to Masonry, neither 
Christianity nor ssintship is necessary !) 
Recognizing them as Christians is ‘sec 
tarian, hut eyery one can sca that rec- 
ognizing them only as eminent Masons 
is not! Gf courss, Mr. Mackey, this is 
perfectly clear, but it is not quite so 
clear that the two Saints John were em- 
inent Masons or Masous of any kind. 


It would he an interesting subject of 
study to consider the forerunner of the 
Lord Jesus, in the intervals of his min- 
istry, meeting unbelieving Jews aad 
idolatrous geotiles on a level in the 
lodge, and with a lambskin apron 
tucked under his leatbero girdle, play- 
ing 8t murder over the body of Hiram 
Ahiff! And as for tho other St. John, 
his connection with tbe order gives us 
anew insight into the meaning of some 
of bis writings, John iil, 19-21— 
“And thisis the condemnation; tbat 
light has come into the world, aod men 
loved darkness rather than light, hecsuse 
cause their deeds wera evil, For every 
that doeth evil hateth the light, neith- 
er cometh to the light, lest bie deeds 
should be reproved. But he that do- 
eth truth eometb io the light, that hie 
deeds may he mede manifest that thay 
sre wrought in God.” ‘tAnd to which 
of the ssints wilt thou now turn!”

An agricultural correspondent of the 
Chicogo Tribune, who seems to write 
from experience, presents a very com- 
mon euse view of the granges, out- 
side any moral releuona. nf the order: 

‘The time waa ripe for a new order of 
things and the farmer's clubs came for- 
ward to occupy the position and to he- 
come the moving power. 

It is true that the Patrons of Hus- 
bendry had made a sickly attempt at 
something: hut, as this meesure emen- 
ated from Washington, it was looked 
upon with suspicion, But parties in 
Iowa, Illinois and other states took 
hold of it, and to s great extent mod- 
ified and remodeled tbe institution, and 
gave the order new life and vigor. 
But, after all, itis simply a farmer's cluh 
with closed doors and a ritual In the 
first degree itis a personation of ''Le- 
horer and Maid;" in the second, thet 
ofthe ‘Cultivator end tha Shepherd- 
ess;” third, *Harvester and Gleaner;" 
fourth. *'Husbandmen and Matron;” 
All of these mako up a pantomime that 
serves to amuse, as they draw in the 
whole of the memhers to take a part 
We may put these plays on a footing 
with bling men's buff, spin the platter, 
orfinding the button. It is simply 
amusament to draw young people to- 
gethar, and the first object of the or- 
der was for simply social, moral, and 
mental instruction, That, at least, 
was the avowed object of Mr. Saund- 
era. But Mr. Kelley, whois the real 
head, gave it a hroader field, tinged with 
Washington idees; but these had toa 
great extent, to give placein the re- 
modeling to suit the present crisis, and 
to meet the present wants of the peo- 
ple. 

The young people are drawn to it hy 
the novelty and as soon es that weers 
off, it will prove a simple fermer'e club. 
Its virluea and ite adyenteges have 
heen greetly exaggerated, which may 
retract on the memberehip.

Rensons why Churches Should he Exe 
empted from Taxation. 


Taxation of church property, cem- 
eteries, institutions of learning, ctc., 
is now heiny advocated hy many selig- 
ious journals of time serving character, 
Rev. John Rankin bas written the fol- 
lowing href but forcible argument 
egainst the plan: 

1. Churches make no money, and 
therefore have nothing with which to 
pay taxes; they make no pecuniary 
profits. 

2. Members of churahes, in addi- 
tion to their state taxes, have to pay 
n voluntary tax to support their pes- 
tora, and a large nnmber of churches 
are unable to support pastors without. 
eid from henevolent inetitutions, ‘To 
tax aush ahnrohes would be to tax be- 
nevolencs. 

3. Churches benefit nll classes of 
people, infidels aa well ae Christians. 
Thay ara essential to a good state of 
morals, and a good state of morals is 
essential to securing life and property. 
Hedee, churches tend to secure the 
lives and property of infidels as well! 
as of Christians. ‘hey are a general 
benefit, and therefore, they should he 
excmpted from taxation. ‘There is no 
good government in any part of the 
world whera there nre no ahurches. 
Nothing but an incessant preaching of 
the gospel can produce and su:taiu that 
that etate of morals which is essential 
to the maintenencs of our government, 

The movement for taxing ohurches 
ia prompted by a desire to tex Catholic 
churches; to accomplish this, there is| 
a willingness to tax all of the Protestant 
churches in the nation, ‘this is un- 
wise, So long as there are Catholics 
who cau not he made Protestants, it ia 
better that they should have churches 
Witbout churches Catholics would be 
woras than thoy are now. ‘They are 
not ell bad people, and Protestantism 
has thrown restrainta around them. I 
would not vote to tax a Gatholic ohurch.

Now aud then 
a one-idead mind may he tolled into 
the ranks of the anties, hut no honest, 
reflecting man or woman, on American 
soil, if they will give ten minutee’ re- 
flection to the subject, can endorse the 
“tinkling hrass and eounding cymbal" 
of the “ shriekers." 

Men who profess the high character, 
the intelligence, the refinement, liherel- 
ity and henevolence which the Odd-fel- 
lows do, and yet in the representative 
charscter of editore can descend to such 
vulgar hlackguardism, are not to herea- 
soned with. What we have to say of 
this characteristic effusion wa do notin- 
tend for the authore, but for those who 
are enpeble of at least a degree of can- 
dor and of being influenced hy truth. 

To euch we appeal, and heg them to 
note: First, that the representative 
Odd-fellows are exceedingly mad at 
Chrietians who oppose eecretism. And 
yet in the sama paragraph, that hurns 
blue with thia wrath, they assert thet 
for every lecturer we send out and for 
every convention we bold the seeret or- 
dera will add a thousand to their rolle. 
le it possihle that they speak the truth? 
or at least that they believe what they 
say! Surely, itis not in the uature of 
things, that such helpfulness or a he- 
lief in auch helpfulness could provoke 
euch wrath. Ff they believa we are 
driving men hy thousands into the 
lodges, thay muet believe at the same 

| time that this increase of numbers ie on 
unwholesome kind of prosperity, whioh, 
nstesd of establishing the ‘’ordora’ is 
likely in the end to destroy them. Do 
they helieve tbis? Why then do they 
glory in that which is but disguised 
ruin! They hoast of itas actual prog- 
| reso,as real and permanent gain; and yet 
| want language to express their rage at 
us for such efficient aid. Ah! truth 
galls them, and though it drives the 
| idle curiosity hunters, and the unecru- 
| pulously selfish and ambitious iu shoals: 
into their nat, yet tbeir coming does 
not heal the wonnd or ense the smart 
which truth inflicts Though its wor- 
shippers rush to the rescue, still “ er- 
ror woundad writheaim pain." Surely 
these bitter hossters must be n riddle to 
themselvee, 

Indeed the operation of truth upon 
secretiem for ite destruction involvea a 
paradox, a secret, a real. not a made up 
secret, and one not always understood 
evenhy the frionde of truth, much less hy 
those who ahide in darknees, The par- 
adoz ie involved in thie assertion of the 


Sclomon's fools are hy the same means 
driven into the lodges, Ae surely aa 
meat packed without salt will putrify, 
so certainly will the lodges hecome an 
abhorred numance when true Christ- 
ians with one consent forsake them, 
and ee in duty bound devote their all 
of time, of means, and influence to 
Christ aud his cause. It dose not 
therefore surprise u» at all, or alarm ue 
in the least to he informed hy the mys- 
tagogues that our efforts increase thair 
initiatione. On the contrary we take 
fresh courage, just in proportion ae we 
are able to believe that their boasting 
is based on facts. Thue far 1t. cesures 
us that the truth ie tuking effect and is 
working surely towards ita predestined 
triumph. On this theory alone can the 
paradox be explained, thet the secret 
iraternity think we are greatly increas- 
ing their membership and yet they are 
very angry about it, 

Truth wounds, and all the ewarm of 
neophites availa them nothing so long 
as tbey see now and then “the one- 
idead minde, 1. e., the minds who 
determine to know nothing hut Christ 
and him crucified, *Tolled into the 
ranks of the anties"—That fact is the 
hand writing on their wall. The toll- 
ing of these minda into the ranks of the 
"Antig" is tha tolling of the death 
knell of modern mysteries. u.

In 1860 the Grend Lodge of Santiago 
de Cuha wes placed under arrest, and 


these outrages, and to have had knowl- 
edge of tha facts since 1869, and yet 
rendering no direct assistance nor uemg 
any efforts to arouse foreign sympathy 
and intervention, Only after the cap- 
ture of tho Virginius he helped hury 
several victima of Spanish cruelty 
among these outeast families.

treat the court with contempt. Men 
who remain true to their oaths to Ma- 
sonry cannot possibly respect the 
courts of the country. The lawyer, 
who swears to be true to hia client and 
at the same time is sworn to be true to 
Masonry, is placed in nead dilemma 
lor preserving a good conscience, if he

bun On nrriving there Miller was seized by two men 
and conducted to a room in the third story of 4 atone build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room. In this 100m. 
gunrded hy five men, who said they wore acting us 
nssstanis to French, and under lus orders. Whilo thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or & of Ins frends itr- 
rived, andthe former after some short detention vas perma 
by French to ece him. The constable was then asked for à 
sight, or description of the warrant hy virtue of which le 
held Miller in custody, but he steadily refused to exhibit ur 
describe it; but atill left no douht on the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that tho warrant wasin n criminal processum 
and at length avowed that it had heen issued by a magi- 
trate ut Le Roy. It should here he stated that nhout 8 days 
hefore tlie auccessivo arrests of Morgan nnd Miller, Dimi: ] 
Johns, whose sudden nppearance nt Batavia bas been men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place. A skort time 
alter Miller's introduction to tho lodge room at Stafford. this 
same Danicl Johns entered the room, holding in his hond a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
the room, and, ns Miller descrihes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into the captive, Miller however ventured ta m- 
monstrate with him, having learnedin some way which he cnn- 
not recollect, thet Johns was his prosecutor, Johns however 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, ** Miller, I am ouly 
doing whnt I heve been ordered to do.” During his diten- 
hon in the room, one of the guards (old him in language 
loud cnough to be heard by allin the room, that ho was not 
to bo tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried hy an. ordinary tribunal, hut was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, " What tribunal i" He replied,“ You will 
sce" The others made no remnrks in denial or explanal 
hut he henrd one man say to another, “Miller is noth 
an entered apprentice." To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
nnd idle assertions, by which French and his coadjutors cn- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would he a useless waste of our 

own time and the patience of the reader. =p 
It was manifest that the conspirators wishod to consume 
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the time until night should favor the completion of their 
Projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plun, if it could he avoided. But in the course of the nfter- 
ieruoon, French, secmingly by inadvertence, admitted thu 
the process he had against Miller was in fitetn process ina civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. About dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noiee nnd tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justice, who had issued the 
warrant, French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid in tlie office abont half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the consta- 
hle and warmnt, hut neither constable, warrant, or plaintif 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr, Miller that he 
at liherty to go where he pleased. This was shout nine 
o'clock in the evenings It appeared from the docket of the 
magistrate that a wnrrant had heen issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at tho request of Dau- 
iel Johns; John Dnvids had heen also arrested by the direc 
tions of French, hut the sheriff of the county informed 
them tlint he wasin his custody on the jnil limits, upou 
which he was dischnrged from the nrrest Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the best of 
his way toa public house, when French and Johns suddenly 
appeared ngain. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy the 
ES nnd called loudly for help to retake the prisoner— 
Jolins asked if there was no person there who would help to 
sccure thnt man. But although-attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller. he snceeeded in reaching a publie hore- 
and níter nnother ineffectual sttempt hy French and his 
associstes to prevent him, he returned late nt night to Batavia, 
and relieved his fnmily from terror and alarm. That this 
lawless assemblnge of men took place for the purpose of se 
curing the arrest of Miller, hy virtue of n process ucver in- 
tended to he acted npon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
tho public.

CUBAN SLAVERY. 

In tsking lenve of the subject for tbe 
preceut I wish to renew tbe expreusion 
of my conviction that tbe existence of 
African slavery in Cuba ıs the princi- 
pal cause of the lamentable condition of 
the island. 

I have psid some attention to the 
dificulties with Freemasonry in Cuba 
for a few yesre, and if what appears in 
the Chicago Tribune of Nov, 20th im 
true, why did not tbe President refer 
to tbia-exciting cauoe which calle for 
such a stir among Masons of this coun- 
try:— 

“New Yors,,Nov. 19.—Owing tna 
statement contained in a letter from 
Havana, that on the night of the 7th 
inst., when the news of the capture of 
the Virginius reached Sautiay 
Spanioh volunteers, in their fie 
exultation nyer their triumph, visited 
the widows of the Masons who were 
shot in 1868, and brutally outraged the 
helpless women, and in the struggle (it 
is stated) four ot the womeu were kil- 
led, seven have coince died, and several 
wero in snch a dangerous condition 
that they cannot possibly recover, a pe 
tition, now circulating in this city, is 
heing signed generally by the Masters 
of the Masonic lodges in New York 
and Past Masters of lodgos reading 
here, calling for an emergent session ol 
the Oraud lodge of the state, to take 
such action as may he necessary. Sim- 
ilar action on the part of the Masonic 
fratermty is being taken in New Jersey 
and Massachusetts.” 

Tu the report of the San Domingo 
Commission, sent out in 1871, is found 
the following: . 

" The Spanish occupation of the is- 
land in 1861 was found to be consum. 
mated by fraud and to he most uncatis- 
factory and oppressive in results, civil 
and rehgious; threatening daugor to

This propcwition may he thougbt to 
he only aflourish of words—a display of 
rhetoric.

— It has already 
been said that Misonry is a compound 
of psganiom, Judaiom and natural re- 
ligion. In so far as it is derived 
fram natural religion, it cannot, 
with propriety, he termed n Satan. 
ic reügion. But in so far as its 
ceremonies are made up of the idol- 
strous rites of pagan worsbip, or ae 
it employs rites once divinely appoint- 
ed, but no-longer lawful tn. be used, or 
as it has added idolatrous ceremo- 
uies from nther sources, i is, accord- 
ing to the Scriptures, the service of the 
devil. 

Tbe intimate connection between tbe 
heathen mysterles and Freemasonry is 
constantly acknowtedged in Masonic] 
works “ln the ancient mysteries| 
(those sacred ritea which have furnish- 
edso many models for Masonic symbol- 
iam) the opening caremonies were of the 
most solemn character” (See Ma:- 
key's Manual second paragraph.) 
These mysteriea were those of Mithras 
in Persia, Isis und Osiris in Egypt, 
Cerea, Minervaand Baccbus in Oreece, 
and Adonis in Phoenicia, ete, There 
are two theories of the connection of 
Freemasonry with tbese heathen mys- 
terios. First, tbat of Dr, Oliver ( who, 
according to Mackey, is the most pro 
found snd philosophical of Masonic 
historiana), viz., that they were hoth 
derived from the ''pstriarchal mode of 
worship established hy God bimeelf."

Ev- 
idently because defense wae utterly 
impossible, The sworn brotherhood 
would have liked to protect their idol 
if they only could; for at the close of 
the meeting two of them came forward, 
evidently no little irriteted,affirming in. 
substance thateuch lectures would [do 
Freemasonry more good than harm, 
But when Professor Blanchard replied 
tbat if they thought so, he wee ready 
after his present course of lectures wes 
completed, to lecture to them free of| 
charge for three weeke if they desired 
it, they would not accept of the gen- 
eroue offer. The truth hed hit them; 
they had felt its power; they could not 
geinsay it, and hence they felt very 
sore. Is it not marvelously strange 
that men, intelligent men, will cling to 
asystem that they know cennot he 
defended; and then become irritated 
when ite iniquitiee are exposed!

The Leetures In New Ynrk—Th» Fra- 
ternlty In a Rage. 


Prof, C, A. Blanchard of Wheaton 
College ia now delivering hia course of 
lectures on Freemasonry in thia city, 
Harlem, Brooklyn,JerseyCity, and Phil- 
udelphia on successive evenings. Large 
and increasing audiences meet him in 
each place. Tbe second one in the 
course was given last evening in this 
city, and held the audience for nearly 
an hour and a half in tha closest atten- 
tion. TheN, Y. Tribune reports it as 
follows: 

At the Reformed Presbyterian church 
In Twenty-third street, Inst night, Prof, 
Charles A, Blanchard lectured to a large 
audience on ‘‘Freemasonry.” The} 
speaker narrated a series of incidents: 
respecting Masonry which he claimed 
to be derived from statements of seced- 
ing Masons, and from tbese besed his 
argument in condemnation uf the order 
as injurious to society, the state, and 
religion, At the conolusion of the lec- 


ments, or in a more extended 
sense to civil governments and 
church organizations. The happy 


results growing out of a faithful 
edherence to these great moral and 
civil atatutes, would soon elevate hu- 
| manity to a stste of happinees and 
usefulness hitherto unknown to our 
race, and place them on a level far 
above the intrigue and cuuning crafü- 
nesa of corrupt and designing men. 
As an elementary basis of all govern- 
ments, four great objects, or principlea 
should be carefully aought after, and 
permanently secured to all its subjecta, 
and without which no peoplo can be 
happy, viz: lst, Liberty, 2nd, Equal- 
ity, 3d, Unity, and 4th, Peace. Upon 
these sacred principles our forefathers 
of 1776 sought to establish, and did, 
“ordain and establish for themselves, 
and us tbeir posterity” the present re- 
publican government of the United 
States of America, This achievment, 
and blessings which we now enjoy 
under it, were secured to us only by 
“eternal vigilance," the loss of much 
blood and treasure, besides the untold 
sufferings of women and children Up- 
on these great principles as a basis, 
and by the blessings of Divine Provl- 
dence, we have grown to be a happy 
and prosperous nation. 

But, from present indications, a 
ohange in our happy condition seams 


ture a plan was proposed fora further 


secret combinations and oonspirecies, 
Among tbesn we have the trades un- 
lions, the workingmens’ unions, the 
stock-jobbers’ ringe, the manufacturers’ 
tings, the whiskey rings, rail-road mo- 
nopolies, exprese company coneolida- 
tions, and many others, Some of these 
are corporate hodies, and others are 
knocking at the doore of ourlegislative 
hells for oharters,and exclusive privile- 
yes, that they may the more success- 
fully roh the publio, and gein undue 
advantage over their fellow cltieens, 
Through these combinations, the natu- 
ral lews of trade are seriously ratarded, 
and bueinere ie kept in a foverish and 
excited condition, 

Now ae the friends of humanity, and 
the equal righte of all, we call for a 
radical reform of these abuses, Wn 
hold that, if it ie the right and duty of 
Congrces and legislative bodies to 
grant ebarters end exclusive privileges 
to one man, or a body of mnn in husi- 
ness matters, it is alen their duty by 
wiso legisletion to restrain these favored 
ones from overt acts of extortion and 
dishonesty, If this cennot be done, 
we ask whatis the use of law and gov- 
ernment among men! It ia only an- 
other name for weekness aud imbecili- 
ty. 

Again we hold that governments 
have no moral right to grant license to 
any man to commit crime, No man 
has a moral right to ask euch. priviluge, 
aud no legislative body has a right to 
grant it, The natural result of allsuch 
immoral legisletion, only has a tenden- 
cy lo enhance crime and misery, he- 
sides untold suffering, and double taxa- 
tion upon any people The present 
licenso law of come of our states, au- 
thorizing men to menufecture and eell 
intoxicating liquore ae a beverage, will 


marke. The idea ie preposterous; and 
we believe tho law-making power of 
these ststes will be held fearfully re- 
sponsible for these things. We demand 
reform on this queetion, and go for a 
prohibitory law. 

We are also opposed to the renewal 
and extention of patent rights, hecause 
it granis exclusive rights to a few, to 
eatiate their averice at the expense of 
the many, by selling their discoveries 
at fourfold their actual cost, 

Another source of danger that now 
threatens the rights and liberties of the 
American people ie to seculariz2 the 
government in all its depertments, 
| This insulting demand is now holdly 
edvoceted by a large eless of American 
citizens, and comprehends among other 
things, the aboltshing of all charitable 
institntione now supported by public 
funde; and all religious services now 
sustained by government; and especial- 
ly that the use of the Bible in publio 
schools be prohibited. They demand 
also that el! judicial oaths in courts and 
other departments of government shall 
be abolished, that the enforcement and 
observance of Sabbatb laws be repealed; 
and that all laws looking to the en- 
forcement of Chystian morality shall be 
abolished, Now we ask the people of 
Michigan, we ask the people of Genesee 
county, are you prepared for this? Are 
you prepared to elect men to office who 
would thus embrnte tbe whole rsce of 
man, and rob you of every element of 
moral anil religions restraint that good 
men hold dear, or that bind them in 
governmental honds or social inter- 
course! We answer, Vo, no/

The Grango Ja Vermont. 


Editor of the Oynosure:—This new 
movement to draw farraere into the sup- 
port of seeret societies hy wbicb tbey 
are to he swindled out of their manhood 
as well as out cf their money, does not 
take quite as wellin Vermont as some 
of the news-papsre make out. It must 
ba remembered that the newe- papers 
are largely under ths influence of Ma- 
sons, who are interested to make the 
public believe that farmers sre rusbing 
into the lodge hy thousands. We will 
give you onecase, hy whieh you can 
judge of all. A few Inrmors and their 
wives—some say two—in one of our 
towns, made a move last June to get up 
agrange. Every thing was conducted 
in secret, so that it 1a not known how 
mauy members were initiated, hut eer- 
tainly not many, for nll who came to- 
gether at any time could he seen. The 
useful purposes which tbey were to 
accomplish hecame known, however; 
and theas were to teach an approved 
plan of eooking, and nttending to housc- 
plants; getting grain ebeaper from the 
West; putting down rapacious rail-rond 
rings,ete. [n fine all the great advan- 
tages tbat can br got out of grips,signs, 
winks, nods, hints, inuendoes, etc, were. 
to come to every happy member of the 
grange, women and all,

load of corn was hrought from the West 
under the auspices ofthe grange, to 
Show how cheaply it could he done, 
and what great henefits could he made 
to flow from secret collusion, which is 
proscribed hy the law. But here the 
matter endsd,six montbs hnve scarcely 
elapsed, and the grange isseen to come 
together no more. Cooking is carried 
on, and house-plants are cared for in 
the same otd way as formerly, without 
a secret sign or grip; snd that cheap 
car-load of corn from tbe West has not 
yet heen followed hy another, In fnet, 
there is hardly anything to show on 
the surface that this grange ever exist- 
ed, The principle movers of it were a 
man and wife who had charge of a farm 
belonging to a mnn of Boston, Mise, 
who ie a great Mason; and the result 
has heen one or more paragraphs in 
tbe news-papers heralding the forma 
tion of the grangs, A few men and 
women, otherwise honest perhaps, 
have beeome sophisticated, and innocu 
lated with the haneful Masonic arts of 
craft, machination, duplicity, and doub- 
le-meaning. Unsuspecting men have 
themselves helped teach their wives 
how to hold covert understandings 
with strangers, and to look to making 
an advantage out of secret practices, 
whioh every honest person should 
scorn, Every thing goes to show that 
this grange was a trick of Masonry, got 
up togive itself countenance hy draw- 
ing in the farmers to its support. And 
douhtle:s the thousands of granges that 
are reported hy Masonic newspapers 
as heing rapidly formed in all parts of 
the country, are, in many eases, noth- 
ing more substantial than this one, If 
credit were to he given to all. these re- 
ports, we should have to helieve that 
all the farmera of the United-States bud 
suddenly oecome smitten with the de- 
sire to put themselves under the con- 
trol of the Masonic lodge, and to resort 
to secret, underhanded praetiees in or- 
der to come by their just rights] Is not 
our government able to secure men 
their rights, tbat tbey must resort to 
secret combinations? If one set of men 
can get up a secret, eollusion, cannot 
another sat of men get up one against 
them! If all men and women were to 
hscome Masons, of what value would 
their secrets be? Would it make eorn 
cheaper, or cooking hetter, or house- 
planis more thrifty? This game of 
Masonry bowever, in getting up the 
grange, is very able atrategy. The 
lodge is heing assailed, and if it should 
bave to heat a retreat, it will need a 
atrong reserve to cover that retreat. 
The grange is to play tbe same part for 
Masonry and Odd-fellowship eomhined, 
that Odd-fellowship formerly played 
for Masonry. The more honest far- 
mers the lodge esn rally around itself, 
the stronger it will he to resist tbe

Morgan, 
Ivig in Baovta, in the western part 
of New York, ueur Bullio, was sup- 
posed to inteud the pabiicatiun of a 
book wuich would reveal the secrets ol 
Masonry, ‘The Masons tu the vieinitg 
Were angry, and resolved to preveut 
the pubiieantu.!, and made several forci- 
ble but ietlective attempt: for that 
purpose, On ihe liih of September, 
1826, & purty ot persuns from Canan-| 
daigos oiue to Batavia and procured 
the arrest of Morgan upon a criminal 
charge, and he was carried to Caoan- 
dagua iur examination, Me was ne 
quicted, but was immediately arrested 
on a civil process, upon which so exe- 
cution Was bsüsd, and he was Imgris- 
oned ia jul in Canandaigua, The 
nex; evening he wis discharged at the 
instance of those who had caused his 
arrest, aod was taken trom the jul al- 
ter nue o'clock im tbe evening, — Those 
who had obtained the discharge in- 
staotly seized hum, gagged and hound 
him, an! throwing him into a carriage, 
burned off to Rochester. By relays 
of horses and by different hands he 
was horue aioug, until he was lodged 
m the magazine of Fort Niayira, nt 
the mouth of the Niagara river, 

The circumstances ol his arrest, and 
those that bad preceded it, had aroused, 
and influmed the minds of iue people 
in Batavia and the neighherhood. A 
committee was appointed atn public 
meeting to ascertain the facis, aud to 
bring to juxice aup criminals that 
might be found. They could discover! 
only that Morgan had heen seized upon 
his discharge tu Canandaigua and hur- 
ried of toward Richeater; but, beyond | 
that, nothiog, ‘The excitement deep-| 
ened and epread. A great crime had| 
apparently becu committed, and it was 
hidden in absolu: s-crecy. Osher] 
meetings were holt m other towns gud 
other comniiit:es were appiinted, and 
both meetings aud committees were| 
composed of men of both politica! par-| 
ties, Investigation showed that Ma-| 
aons only were nali uted in the erime, | 
and that ecarcely a Miwon aided the in- 
quiry; that many Masoos ridiculed and 
even justii-d the offense; that the 
committees were taunted with their ta- 
ability to procure the punishment of 
the offendera in courts where judges, 
sheriff, juries, nnd witnesses were Ma 


adopted hy the National Republicans, 
aud received one hundred and twenty 
thousand votes, against one hundred 
and twenty eight-thousand for Mr, 
Throop. Froma stare organization 
the Anti-misons became a natioonl 
party, und in 1832 nominated Wm. 
Wirt for the presidency. The Anti- 
masonic electoral ticket was adopted 
by the National K:publicins, and the 
union became the Whiz party, which 
1n 1838 elected Mr. S-ward governor of 
New York, aod in 1840 Gen, Harrison 
President of the Uoited States, 

The spring of this triumphnnt politi- 
cal movemeot was hoaulity to a secret 
society, Many of the most distinguish- 
ed political names of Westera New 
York, including Millard Fillmore, Win. 
H. Seward, Taurlow Weed, Francis 
Granger, James Wadsworth, Ozorge 
W. Patterson, were associated with it, 
And as the larger portion of the Whig 
party was merged in the Republican, 
the domivant party of to-day has a 
cerlaio lineal descent from the feelings 
aroused by the abduction of Morgan 
from the jail at Canandaigua, Aud as 
his dirappesrance and the odium conse- 
quent upon it stigmatized Mesonry , so 
that it lay for a long time moribund, | 
and although revived in later years, 
cannot hope to regain its old import- 
ance, so the death of young Leggett is 
likely to wound fatally the system o! 
college secret socictics.

The following deseription of 
scenes iu an opium ehop, is taken trom 
Lippincotis Magazine: 


On alt four sides of the room were 
eonches placed thickly against the walls, 
and others were scattered over the ap- 
partment wherever there was room for 
them.

Some few were old—all were hollow- 
eyed, with sunken cheeks aud cadaver- 
ous countenanees; many were clothed 
in rag», having probally smoked away 
their lest dollar, while others were of- 
fering to pawn their only decent garment 
foran additional dose of the deadly drug.

Sever- 
al short whiff, followed; then the amok- 
er would remove the pipe from his 
mouth and lie back motionless, and 
then replace the pipe, and with fast- 
glazing eyes blow tbe smoke slowly 
through his palid nostrils As the 
narcotic effect of the opium hegan to 
work he fell back on the couch in a 
state of eilly stupefaction that was alike 
pitiable and disgusting. Another smok- 
er, a mere youth, lay with face bnried 
in bis bande, and as he lifted his head 
there was a look of despair euch as I 
have seldom seen, Though so yonug 
be wasa complete wreck, with hollow 
eyes, sunken ehest, and a nervous 
twitehing in every muscle, I spoke to 
him and learned that six months before 
he had lost his whole patrimony by 
gambling, and eame hither to quaff 
forgetfulness from these Lethesn eups, 
hoping, he said, to find death as well 
as oblivion. By far the larger propor- 
tion of the smokers were so entirely 
under the influence of the etupefying 
poison se to preclude any attempt at 
conversation, and we passed out from 
thie moral pest-house sick at heart as 
wo thought of these infatuated victims 
of self-iudulzence and their starving 
families at home. This haneful habit, 
once formed, is seldom given up, and 
from three to five years’ indulgence

Tne scene where the event ahove 
described tesk place was Ephesus, in 
Asia M.nor, the seat of a famous secret 
mystery-worship, or, in. modern.

Such would seem to have become the! 
belief ef degenerate Jiws—that the 
epirit of evil could he exorcised hy the 
mere use of an empty word. Their 
belief had degenerated, a3 all religious 
heliefs are prene te do, and had become 
a mere spiritless, unmenning medley ol 
sigue and ceremenies, 

And herein the Jews ef the baier 
sort could readily joia hands in many 
things with the healben worshipers 
of the temple of Diana. It is well 
known tuat Dans, whose symhol was 
the moon, was worshiped under va- 
meus names and as possessed of various 
functions, just as the virgin Mary 18 
worshiped at our dny under numer- 
ous designations as our Lady of Reme- 
dies, Our Lady of the Oik, Our Lady 
of Ouadalnpe, ete. So Diann bad sev- 
eral names us a celestial deity, &he 
bore tbe name of Luna, or the moon; 
as a terrestial goddesa she was called 
Artemus or Dictyna; and in tbe infere- 
al regions, Hecnte, or Persephone, in 
which latter cbnracter she kept in awe 
the mul itude of ehaden or ghosts of 
the regions below. Tne D ano Trifor- 
mia, also called II-cate, i». represented 
as having three beads and three hod- 


Now the seven sons of Sveva, seeing 
that the cick were bealed by cal iny 
en the name of Jesus, and thinking, 
probably that this name wa3 some 
cahahwuc word which they might 
make use of successfully ss well us any- 
hody else, proceeded te the endeaver 
of exercising evil spirits hy acjaring 
them "hy Jesus whom Paul preacusth." 
It would also appear from the narra- 
uve than these sevan sons, in the pris- 
seution ef their enchantments, had 
auripped them.elvee naked, as Masuns 
do, (or nearly a0 in thetr mystio initia- 
tions of the present day) as a means 
perhaps, of ridding themselves as well 
as others of evil spirits; er, it may be 
that the man whom they operated up- 
on, stripped them ef their olethes ia 
his rage. ‘The prebabilities, however, 
are, that these seven mystagegues bad 
stripped themselves like Masonic imi- 
nales, te their werk. 

The sick man over whom ‘'the 
name of the Lord Jesus! waa tbus 
called, was doubtless dsgusted with 
this effort at deception and fraud. He 
could sve as nay man of goed sense 
and condor might have seen, the ex- 
ceeding wee dirence between au 
eurnest faith in Jesus, and the mere 
callng on his name as a cahalistic 
word, and thie were enough to madden 
and enrage him, if he were a true 
man, against those who were deceiving 
ibemse|ves and others. He arose and 
drove them out of the bouse, "naked 
and weunded." 

This a7t produced a crisis at Ephe- 
sus in the issue between Christianity 
on the one hand, and beatbsnism and 
cerrupt Judasm en the ether It 
opened men's eyis to the absurdities ef.

na of the Ephesians. Many brought 
thetr hooke of mystic and curious arts 
(Ike Mackey's Lexicon and Wehb'a 
Monitor doubtlese), tond hurned them 
before all men." ‘There wae no lonyer 
any mystery, or reserve, Or secrecy 
about these men of new conviciiene 
They burnt up their Masone xemtors 
in the eyes of all men. They did not 
merely threw up their cbarters for the 
time, crafuly, as Masons have dene in 
later days tn order to let tha storm 
blew over, but they were evidently sin 
vere, truthful, henest converts from 
secret cibalistic practices, te a real 
faith in the Lord Jesus, the eource of 
all truth. ‘They mennt what tbey did 
in real earnest, burning their hooks be- 
cause tbey were disgusted witb pa

The Masons make use of the name 
ef Jesus, and other ser pturnl words in 
heir books ef secret, mystic arta;

these werds—as cchalistic symbols, 
by the magic of which they may seem 
te do great things, and gain great pow- 
er nnd reputation? Dy they hy the 
use ef these worde cast eut the evil 
spirts from society, and give it the tene 
of sincerity, truth and morol bealtb? 
la it prehable tbat a Buddhist priest, 
or the seven sonas of a Jewish Rabbi, 
er the mufti ef Mohammeden faith, or 
a heathen juggler, er ahabituol drunk. 
ard—for oll these may he Masens in 
good etanding—can these call en the 
name of Jeeus a& a power to han'sh 
evil spirits from individuals or from eo- 
ciety? Te it at oll probable that such 
characters hava n true conceptien ol 
Christ, and make use of bis name in a 
true spirit?

on eur hands, it cencerns us io think 
of these things, Our fellew American

Dsar Bas, K :—I lectured on the 
oveniozs of the 2d and 3dinst. at Maus- 
ton, the county seat of Juneau county. 
I had sent some bills which had been 
duly posted, and my lecture had been 
publicly announced. Much pains was 
taken to circulate the report that I 
would not be there, but I found a good) 
congregation in the Baptist church, in 
cluding four ministers and a large pro- 
portion of Masons, I was listened, to 
with excelent attention until I had 
near'y fiaished my lecture, when I was 
interrupted frat by a balf-intoxicated 
lawyer who asked irrelevant and im- 
pertinent questions, and next by a man 
whom I learned, to my curprisy, to he 
the pastor of the M. E. church in 
Muston.

joinder. The audience was then dis 
missed and the Masons gathered around 
me and poured out their rage. Oae 
shook his fist in my tace and repeated- 
ly cbarged me with lying, Others gave) 
me very solemn warniogs to desist 
from my evil ways, One thing im- 
pressid me very much, namely, the 
deep interest that the iofidels and 
drunkards have in tbe churches and 
ministers of Mauston, and the greal 
fear they bave lest they should be dis- 
turbed.

[We insert the following pointed re- 
ply to Hugh F. McDermott, editor. of 
tha Jersey City Herald entire. The 
arguments on the age of Masonry, and 
the reliability of our knowledye of the 
order will be rememb-red.—Ep. Cvs.]| 
Eitor of the Jersey City Herald: 

Through your kimJness, or that of 
some other, I have received a copy of 
the Herald issued nu tha 20th inet., 
in which I find an editorial nnder tha. 
aboye captiou, to which | am disposed 
to reply. 

You say “the Rev. Mr. Pollock 
doean’t seem to entertain a very high 
opinion of the usefulaess of Freema-| 
sonry, which is his husinewe.” Agreed, 
“And he pitehesinto the F. M'a, from the 
pulpit, which is their business.” Agreed 
again, And you have undertaken to 
attend to "their husiness," And he 
makes slight mistakes in regard to the 
origin aud infl 1ence of the order, which 
ie everybody’s business." Very well. 
You know any one may make ‘slight 
mistakes,’ and it is quita proper that 
everybody should deare to have all 
mistakes corrected. You further say, 
“Mr. Pollock says that the order origi- 
nated in a London gm-mull something 
over a hundred years ago. This asser- 
tion on the part of the reverend gen- 
tleman betrays an ignorance («ome less 
charitable persons might call an. un- 
healthy desire to misrepresent) of the 
subject he has taken in hand.” I am 
right glad you let mv off with the title 
of ‘ignorant,’ and didn’t say, with those 
'less eharitable persons’ that I lied. 
That was very kind in you, Mr. Editor. 
Thank you. But we'll just etick a pin 
here. You then say, “In regard to 
the sge of Freemasonry, we would 
simply refer Mr. Pollock to Webster's 
Dictionary, where he will fiid the or- 
der described as ancient" Was Mr. 
Wehster a Freemason! What does he| 
know abou? the order! Why refer me 
to him rather than some good brother 
of the order, who miybt be expected 
to have just the ‘slightest knowledge’ 
of the great antiquity of the ordert 
Don’t you jast hers concede that at 
least one thing, ws antiquity, caa 
he known to others than Mvsons? 
But I consulted the old gentleman 
and find he does kaow something 
about Freemasonry, though I dis- 
cover his mind is a little wavering at 
times, As an instance of this fact I| 
see that he told Mr, McDermott a few 
days ago that the order of Freemasons 
is ancient, and to-day he tells me a 
somewhat differcut story. 


He saya to 
me that ''a Freemason is one of an an- 
cient and secret association or fraternity | 
ssid to have heen st first composed of 
masons or builders in stonc, but now 
consistiag of persone who are united 
for social enjoyment and mutual ussist- 
ance," Quite a different story you per- 
ceive, You will notice that when Mr. 
Webster employa tha word ancient he 
is referring to an association of Masons 
or builders in stone." ‘There were, as 
is well known, for along time local 
lodges or fraternities of practicsl work- 
ing Masone, or, as we would say, trades 
unions of actual working stone and 
brick masons. These for cortain rea-| 
sons were called Freemasons. They| 
may be properly called ancient fraterni- 
ties, and Webster does so style them. 
But they have loug since gone out of 
existence, A new and different order 
does exist which is not ancient, and 
Wehster says, " now consists of per- 
sons who are united for social enjoy- 
ment and mutual assistance," Thus, 
you sce, I do not find the order as it

ualess in our modern trades unions of 
masons or builders in stone and brick. 
These come the nearest, huteven they 
differ from those ancient Freemasons, 
aud it is a misapplication of s name, or 
at least misleads the people to apply 
the unqualified title of Freemasonry to 
the present order, Men ere free before 
joining the lodge, bul they are bond- 
men afterwards, And who dies not 
kuos that not over one in fifty, prob- 
ably uot over one in a bundred, is a 
“mason or builder in stone?" And al- 
though mnch is made of the title 
“ Froemuson” as beiug the ancient title, 
this is not even the nome chosen by the 
present order, They long since ceased 
to be known by that ancient title, and 
have chosen a "new name’ or names hy 
which they are more properly known, 
as "Free aad Accepted Masons” and 
’€ Speculative Sociely of Freemasons.” 


The old passed away and the new still 
remains to trouble the earth, 

But we have seen that however Mr. 
Webster may feel about the antiquity 
of the genuine, original Freemason, he 
Is not very etrong on the sntiquity 
of the "Free anil accepted Mason,” or 
the “ 3peenlative Suciety of Freems- 
sons" Silit won't do to give it up 
on his mere say £o; for he may not 
have been a Mason, and hence could not 
know about the antiquity of this most 
excellent order. We had better coneult 
some others on this point. Indeed, I 
cannot help thinking that Mr. Webster 
hes been reading up somewhat on Ma- 
sonry since you consulted him. I) 
found in his company several works on 
that subject, and on looking over some 
of them ] don't wonder much that his 
mind should be a little turned. I 
shall quote from only two of them. 

First, from Hiyden's Diclionary of 
Dates, article Freemasonry, I read that 
“in 1717 the Orand Lodge of England 
waa established, that of Ireland wases- 
tablished in 1730, and that of Scotlend 
tn 1738; something over a century 
ago, which herdly entitles the order to 
he called “ancient.” I quote secondly 
from G W. Steinbrenner's ** Origin of 
Mesonry.’ He is a "Free and Accept- 


ed Mason,’ and doubtless knows all 
ahout the order, hut he doesn't seem 
to believe much in his sntiquity. On) 
page 20 he says: “Let Freemasons, 
then, give up thair vain boastings, 
which ignorance has foisted into the or-|

Ugh] why, that's enough to turn the) 
mind of one who is not lahor- 
ing under ''an unhealthy desire to mia- 
represent” the subject in hand, and it 
may open the eyes of some who read] 
your paper. 

Again, on page 134, he says, “ Ma- 
sonry bad fallen into such a decline be- 
tween the years 1702 and 1718 that 
the society was obliged to adopt) 
the resolntion of admitting men of| 
different professions in order to pre- 
vent ils complete extinction" Thus 
ancient Freemasonry, “in order to pre- 
vent ite complete extinction,” gathered 
together its ecattered fragments, end

In other words, you act on 
the principle of those who covered the 
eyes of the Son of Ood, and then cal- 
led on him to prophesy who smote him 
Now, sir, I reply, you have no right to 
demand ‘positive proof.’ Strictly, none 
but mathematical truth ża auaceptible of 
this high degree of ‘ positive’ demon- 
stralion. Masonry ie not mathemetical 
truth and hence is not suscepti- 
ble of that kind of ' positive proof.’ 
lt consists of persona and things, 
doings of persons, etc, These are 
matters of fact, ahout which mor- 
nl evidenco alone is ell that the na- 
ture of the cose admits of.

I have been informed hy the senior 

warden that tlis application of mine

Some of the membera who 
were well accquainted with my circum- 
stances wore in favor of granting my rè- 
quest without unnecessary delay, and 
they thought that I would be satisfied 
to let the lodge alone. Others thought 
thatit had by some meane become 
known outside of the manner in which 
the lodge business was being eonduct- 
ed; and that the reason I gava for wish- 
ing to withdraw was not the true, or 
at least not the only reason, and there- 
fore it would not do for the lodge to 
grant me a demit at present. This in- 
formation was given me by the Senior 
warden since I was expelled. The

I uoüce'in an article under the hesd 
"Forty years ago," the assertion of Mr.| 
John R. Milford, who says, "I have 
seen a grand jury selected by a Mason- 
ic sheriff with the express view to pre- 
vent an indictment against a brother 
Mason.” Inthe grand jury that was 
packed by sheriff Thompson at Batavia 
for Fehruary term of 1827 no bills 
against the actual conspirators were 
found; but bills against James Gonson, 
Daniel Johns and George Ketcham for 
conspiring to obtain Morgan's manu- 
scripts, This was the most trifling affair 
of the whole. Eightean of thie jury were 
Freemasons, and in the April term 
1827, the term when the kidnappera of 
Miller were tried and cenvicted, that 
were indicted in October, 1826, eight] 
of the jury of February, 1827, were in- 
dicted as actual conspirators ın the kid- 
napping of Morgan and Miller; namely: 
Timothy F. Parker, Hollis Pratt, Wil- 
lard Eddy, Benjomin F. Towner, Augus- 
tus P. Haskell, Benjamin Davis, Adna| 
Sampson and the foreman, Samuel F, 
Bntler. At the June term following, 
Sheriff Thompson who packed the 
jory, William Seaver, the Master of} 
the lodge, Nathan Follett, the Mnsonic 
printer, and Blanchard Powers, justice 
of the peace, were indicted for conspir- 
acy. Sheriff Bruce was taken from jail 
and brought to Batavia, but refused to 
besworn, and Jobn C. Spencer sent 
him back to Lockport jail again. Nine 
of the foregoing were members of tbe 
Presbyterian or Episcopal churcb, Tru- 
ly did the Hon.John C, Spencer say in 
reply to acommittee of thé respectable 
citizens of Autauga (Alsbsma):, ''It 
(Freemasonry) hus changed the cbar- 
acters of some of our best citizens. 
Men who founery would have been 
among the first in hrnging to justice 
offenders against the laws, have virtu- 
ally become the apologists of murder- 
ers and kidnappers.

Among the calamities which shame 
and curse the age in which we live, 
ie tha dehauch and defilement of 
conscience, the corruption of the 
very fonntain of integrity, and that 
consequent disregard of moral obliga- 
tion and divine law, which allows men 
to confound right and wrong, which 
makes them careless of good and evil, 
and leads them to wink at iniquity, 
countenance evil-doing, and sit quietly 
down without rasistance or protest, 
while the very elementa of manbood, 
virtue, and integrity, are rooted out 
and destroyed around them, until cor- 
roption and iniquity flood tbe land 
with shams, 

In financial circles, with their gigan- 
tic swindles and rascalities, in great 
corporations, with their oppressive 
and grinding monopolies; in secret 
leagues and clans, with their guilty 
oaths and hidden machinations; in po- 
Sitical parties, with their rotten rings 
of hangers-on and place-men; in civil 
governmenta, with its craft and fraud 
and peculation by which office-seekers 
thrive; even in religious societies and 
associations, with their sectarianism, 
favoritism, time-serving and secret 
wire-pulling, this “leaven of the Phar- 
isees,” once hidden and allowed to re- 
main, leavena the whole lump with 
rottennesa and decay. 

Asida from secret indulgence in 
knownandcherishedsins there is noth- 
ingmore dangerous to 4 young and im- 
pressible mind, than to be placed in 
constant and tolerant association with 
wrong. To look silently upon iniqui- 
ty; to hush the indignant outery of a 
manly conscience; to bow to evil which 
seems io strong too be resisted and too 
well entrenched to be dislodged; to 
watch the windings of tha crooked ser- 
pent and yet feel no desire to bruise his 
infernal head; and thus to harden the 
conscience, and loose all faith in pur- 
ity, manhood and integrity, and drift 
into the ourrent of worldly selfish craft 
till every tracs of honor and upright- 
ness has vanished away—thia is fearful 
in the extreme. 

Especially is this disastrous when 
it occurs in those societies or corpora- 
tions which are called religions, Inex- 
petienced, ardent, and confiding, the 
novice is there introduced to tho 
tricke and deceptions of unscrupulous 
psttizana and self-seeking derangogues; 
he reada, unprotesting, the sham re- 
ports which he knows are false and de- 
deceptive; he ohserves the constant en- 
deavor to put the best side out; ho 
witnesses the narrowness, the trickery, 
the unfairness of their actions; he sees 
one person rejected for his faith, while 
anotber who agrees with him fully is 
endorsed and excepted; he sees one 
man condemned for his faults, and at 
tho same time anotber fellowshipped 
who is well known to be guilty of the 
same things and worse; he sees the 
respect paid to worthleas men who 


Wane around their leaders, and the con- 


tempt poured npon honesty and talent. 
which cannot he hought with hrihes, 
nor frightened into complnisance; he 
sees how good, honest, easy men, will 
bow down and be ridden over hy some 
yrannical leader whom they despise, hut 
dare not defy; he sees the sanotimo- 
niousness of men whodo the Lord's 
work, and handle the Lord's money,| 
alwsys making more profit out of God's 
cause than they could out of any oth- 
er honest business, and turning every- 
thing into aelfsh channels, and thus 
working ruin and disorder through the 
lends he seea the honest disgusted, the 
upright ahused, and the feehle crushed, 
until important interests sre abandoned 
hy men of intelligence and integrity,

The Hoosac Tnnuel, 


Gn Thanksgiving day, the thin par- 
tition of rock which alone remained he- 
tween the two sections of the Hoosac 
Tunnel was broken down hy a prodig- 
ious blast of nitro-glycerine, and light 
at last streamed through the mountain. 
Thus is virtually accomplished one of 
the most stupendous engineering feats 
of modern times, 

The Hoosas Mountain is a part of 
the Green Mountain range, lying ac- 
ross tho Western end of Massachusetts, 
Tbe Boston and Albany railroad climbs 


which yeu cannot be barred by eraft or 
ejected by guile, Eternity is looger

higher honors thnn any that this earth 
can bosst. Liya then for that world,

gradients, The tunnel lies further to 
the north and forms a link in the chain 
of communication between Boston and 
the West by way of the Fitchburg, 
Vermont and Massachusetts, and Troy 
and Greenfield Railroads. The moun- 
tnin, at the point selectad for tunneling, 


ridges with a depressed platean hetween 
them. The distance throngh, from 
heading to heading, is four and three- 
quarter miles. 

The tunnel was projected many years 
before gronnd was fairly broken, which 
we understand to have heenin January

set, tha history of the nndertaking haa 
heen one of struggle, imminent failnre, 
| pluck, skill, and perseverance. Space 
fails us to tall of the peculiar and vexa- 
tious ohstacles ancountsred, the ingen- 
ious and costly meohanism used, ths 
wonderful nicety of, the calculation 
hy which the eastarn and western head- 
ings met under the headings within the 
fraction of an inch, the numerous cas- 
ualties and narrow escapes, tha various 
interesting exporiments in methods re- 
sorted to, and all tbe other entertaining 
points in such a pieca of work. As it 
| stands, or rather as it will stand when 
trains sre running through it on double 
tracks, it is à monument to the triumph 
of mind over matter, a credit to the 
skill and patience of engineers, work- 
men, and contractors, and an honor to 
the Stste of Massachusetts, —Congre- 
gationalist. 


Orn Suoxs,—You probably think 
that if yon look very sharply at an old 
shoe, when you throw it away, you 
will know it again if it ever comes hack 
toyou.

Gld shoes are turned to 
account in the followiog manner: They 
are cut into very fine piecss, and kept 
for a conple of days in ohloride of sul- 
phur. The efet of this is to make 
the leather hard and brittle. Next the 
material is withdrawn from the action 
of the ohloride of aulphnr, washed with 
water, and dried. When thoroughly 
dried, it is ground to powder, and miz- 
sd with aome substance like gum, that 
causea it to adhera together. It ie 
then passed into moulds and shaped in- 
to buttons, comhs, knife-handles, etc. 
So you see how it may come to pass 
that you will comb your hair with a 
hoot and fasten your clothes with s slip- 
per.—Lnglish Paper.

He had the pbysique of an athlete, 
etrong and well proportioned, and n 
countenence beaming with im agreea- 
able intelligence; and under and back 
of allan enthusiasm for the study of 
nature which know neijthar intermis- 
sion or weariness, His euccess corres 
ponded with his zeal, which was well 
nigh boundless. The Massachusetta 
legislature, in the midst of the great 
war, voted and paid twenty thousand 
dollars from the state treasury for bis 
museum of fossile; in which, it would 
be a large estim»te to suppose, that one 
person in one thousand of the state's 
population, had, or aver will haye any 
rational, intelligant interest, And it ie 
curious that tba most zealous persons

It was manifest that the conspirators wished to consume 


the time nntil might should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of thoir 
plan, if it could be avoided. — But in the courso of tho after- 
teruoon, French, seemingly hy inadvertence, admitted the 
the process he had against Miller was in fact a processin a eivil 
suit; and from that time lis resolution seemed somewhat 
shnken.

Tbis was about nine 
o’elock in the evening> It appeared from the docket of tbe 
tnagistrate that a warrant bad heen issued ugainst Miller, 
and one Jobn Davids, on the oath end nt the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids had heen also arrested by the direc 
tions of French, hut the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from tho arrest. Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the hest of 
his way ton publie house, when French and Jobns suddenly 
appeared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy tk> 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake tho prisoner— 
Johns usked if there wns no person there who would lielp to 
secure that man. But although attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, ho succeeded in reaching a publie hou” 
and after anotber ineffectual attempt by Freneh and his 
ussociates to prevent him, he returned late at night to Batavia, 
aud d stis family from terror and alarm. — That thie 
lawless nssemhlage of men took place for the purpose of so- 
curing the arrest of Miller, by virtuo of a process never in- 
tended to be neted upon, we shall toke no trouble to show to 
tho public.

Mystic Tie, without having his little 
game discovered for some time—vot) 
until he bas secured a fortune, per- 
haps. 

Men who are taugbt always ‘to cone 


will, inevitably practice the lesson in 
Congress if they have achance. They 
will e^ncea! their votes from the peo- 
ple, and never reveal them on all such 
questions as back pay grab, Credit 
Mobilier swindles, 4nd charters for Ma- 
sonic Hall Associations in the District 
of Columbia, or on whatever other 
measure that will not hear the light, 

As an excuse for his own agency in 
disarming the minority of its rights, 
Gen, Butler said he was generally in 
the minority in Congress. Itis well 
thet he is. So, perhaps ere the Mn- 
sons in the minority there; hut this 
last measure, like some others, is per- 
fectly in accord with tle maxims of the 
craft and bse probably been carried by 
tbem, the Republican purty being en- 
tirely nnder their control.

and I clam to be entitled to that much 
sonsideration atlenst. You are elio 
very much mistaken iu your conclusion 
that Iam or ever was enxious to sns- 
tain charges against Benj Kersey. I 
acknowledgo bim as one of my heet 
frieuds. You are aleo misisken if you 
think that I wish to prosecute charges 
against Bro. Nicholeon for weing im- 
proper language in the lodge, for I 
have never accused him of any such 
thing, You perhsps remember that 
in your letter to me of January 22d,you 
said that you could notinvestigate suspic- 
ions, You required a regular charge 
before you could act. Accordingly I 
made a regular charge, not that I 
wished to make trouble for Benj. Ker- 
sey, or any otber man; but I had inves- 
tigated tbe metter enough to satisfy 
me, and several of the members of the 
lodge, that the election of Thos. Ker- 
sey to the first degree in Masonry was 
secured by en interference with the 
perfect secrecy of the ballot. I thought 
then and I think now that euch matters 
should be investigated, and if it was 
en accident as claimed by Kersey, thon 
the fraternity should be placed on their 
guard in regard to sueh accidents in 
thefuture, But Keraey would not con- 
descend to make any explanation to tbe 
lodge, and the W. M. was dotermined 
that there should be nothing caid ebout 
it either inside or outside of the lodge. 
He even expressed e regret that be did 
not forbid the mailing of my second let- 
ter to you. You say thatit appears 
strange to you that I should be the one 
and the only one to make com plaint, 
wbon I waa not present at the time of 
the transaction complained of. I can 
only account for this on the supposition 
that I was the only member of the 
lodge wbo was willing to risk the for- 
feiture of all his Masonic rights for the 
sake of forcing this matter upon your 
unwilling attention, You eay that 
my rights in this matter had not been 
touched. J claim thatthey had, Every 
member of a lodge is interested in the 
selection of eandidatee, nnd when a 
member ascertains tbat a candidate hae 
been elected by any unlawful means 
against the objection of three or four 
of the brethren wbo were present, but 
who were to timid to ohject openly, 
be has the right to complain, even if 
he was absent. ‘The fact of his being 
abssnt gives bum the rightto com-

land, Not that the atudents are out- 
wardly immoral, or except in a very 
few cases avowed infidels, yet they seem 
as it were, in u state of lethargy as re- 
garde the cleims of religiou. — This ina 


| great degree I attribute to the influen- 


ces of secret societies. I have studied 
into the system with some pnins, and 
thereforo feel assured of what I say. 
The seoret socioty aystom ns carried on 
here is entiroly of a soclal chnracter, 
notbing literary being pretended, Bech 
society, of which there aro five hore, 
hae a honse of its own, fitted up in 
splendid stylo, where the greater part 
of tho memhers room. I will say for 
their credit that,at least in this college, 
they aro nnt guilty of the cbarge of in-

societies Publicly they are very mor- 
al, but I koow that very many of tbem, 
not all, bave drinking at their build- 
ings. As a goneral thing, prayer- 
meetings, Sunday-schoole, etc., nre 
wholly carried on by anti-secret society 
men. Svcioty men generally are asham- 
ed to take part in religious meetings, I 
noticed last Sabbath, that out of forty- 
four iu the Freshman class only ton re- 
mained during the communion services 
and not one a sosiety man, Many of 
them come here to college with firm 
religious purposes, ss tbey suppose, 
many of thom soon lose all interest in 
religion, And I am free to confeas that 
reflecting upon the system of govern- 
ment st Gberlin nnd the bigb standard 
of morality snd order there, tbere is 
something truly wonderful tomy mind, 
And after paying due tribute to ell 
the high qualities of the founders end 
present faculty of thnt institution, I 
tbink that nothing shows more wisdom 
than the prohihition of secret societiea. 
We frequently have petty disturbances 
bere. Gnce all the class but myself 
refused to go to recitation and were 
suspended I do not say thisto praise 
myself, but only that you mey know 
that the teachings and precepts receiv- 
ed at Oberlin were notin vein. I am 
trying to do what I can for the Master, 
although I often fail for want of tsitb, 
and I trust thet iu your prayers to the 
throue of grace, you will supplicate aid 
for my wenLkners.

We regard anli-secrecy ns a legiti- 
mate field for tho fair and reasonable 
lecturer to enter aud gain what hearing 
he can. Very many do not so think. 
But if this question of all others in 
Ameiica can not be diseuseed openly 
aod frankly, it is certainly very singu- 
lar. The constitution guerantees to 
American citizens free epeecb, saying 


that there sball be no abridgment of 


the freedom of the press and of speech. 
Under the Magna Charta of our liber- 
ties, we contend that the field of oppo- 
nition to secret aocietics may be legiti- 
metely entered. 

It ia then an open field in the sense 


of heiog lawful ground, and it oan not. 


be advertised sgeinst any fair cbam- 
pion of opposition to secret societies. 

It la certainly an interesting feld. 
What moro delights an audience than a 


teries that the mass of mankind can not 
look upon, It is a fine field for an ap- 
peal to the inquisitive quality of our 
nature. All persons desire to unrevel 
mysteries, and thie desire leads them 
to listen with the greatest Interest and 
patienco to the recital of strange sto- 
ries, and revelations of tho hidden and 
*encred” rites and practices of any age 
orolan, We have seen large audiences 
held spell-bound for hours listening to 
the revelations of strange secrets. 

“Escaped nuns” find eager and nev- 
er-tiring audiences wherever they et- 
tempt to reves] the "mysteries of the 
convent.” 

Escaped Masone when they hare the 
courage to leotuie upon the myateries 
of Masonry, get crowds to hear tbeir 
accounts. So also thore who post) 
themeelves by reading the revelations 
of irreprosebable men who left the 
lodges can gain an enthusiastic hearing 
wherever they go. 

The dry themes that lecturors of 
the *'hureaus" generally select are most: 
ly listened to more on account of the 
celebrity of the lecturer than the in- 
terest of tbe leoture, But alrendy in 
tbe present agitation of secrecy in this 
country, men ordinarily obscure have 
geined considerable notoriety, aod cen| 
command large and eager eudiences, | 
They have an interesting subject. The 
lame, the poor, tbe females, the unini- 
tiated generally, hear gladly the dis- 
closures of auti-secrecy leothres. They 
feel also in addition to the gratificetion 
of tbeir curiosity tbat there is e kind 
of justice in publishing tbe locked-up 
"escreta and mysteries” of lodges that 
pretend to have a link of connection 
wich the past that otbera beve not. 

It is a very fruitful field. Converts 
| are easily made to a causo that aims at 
tbe overthrow of rings, clans, end bum- 
bugs in general. Tbe peopleeof this 
country want Jight upon the subject of 
secret societies. If they get itthey ere 
ready to act with respect for their con- 
victiona. 

| Tbe arguments that cen be used by 
| any ordinary thinker aro powerful, and 
when some extreordinary men throws 
himself into the fray, he can employ 
erguments that will *'knock down” eny 
reasonable bearer, friend, foe, or neu. 
tral.” 

Such men as Gerrit Smitb, Charles 
Francis Adama, Thaddeus Stephens, 
have done wonders in this field. At 
present there are in it rising men who 
will doubtless make their mark, Tbe 
sensitiveness of tbe orders on being 
"touched" ie remarkahle and edds 
greatly to the interest of the lecturer's 
work Everybody knows that it ia al- 
ways muoh iore gratifying to bear 
down upon those who become irritated 
then upon those who take matters 
cooly. The affected indifference of the 
lodge-men is poorly acted, and not un- 
frequently they grossly interrupt meet- 
ings held by opposing speakers. It

Danlel Webster on. Sahbatlisschools,

At a public meeting, held in tbe in- 
terests of Sabbstl-schools at Washing- 
ton in 1831, this great orator nud statea. 
man seid: 

Mosi great conceptions are simple. 
The present ege has struck out two or 
three ideas on the important suhject of 
educalion, tbe diffusion of religious 
knowledge parlaking in a very higb 
degree, of thie character. They uro 
simple, but their application is exten- 
sive, direct and efficacious,

our merrisgo and Sabbath laws shall be 
repealed; that all national acknowledg- 
ment of Godin days of thankegiving or 
humiliation befora him shall ba aban- 
doned; that all legielation in favor of 
Ohrisian morality shall ccese; that 
everything dietiuctively Christian shall 
be blotted out from the nation. The 
wsue has been made, The battle hea 
hegun, The enemy is moving on our 
feeble defences, He tells us that he 
has tha sanction of the Constitution;

The firat object of the Convention 
then was to secure a perpetuation of 
the Chriatran institutions which were 
now estahiluhed in the land. Among 
these first was the Sabbath, nnd the 
frieods ot this movement looked to the 
mxinteuance of the observances of this 
day, as it now existed, protected by 
Tuw, and as tt was upheld by the 
people. 

Again, there wae the inatitution of 
public worship, which had gained a 
foothold in the lend, It was recogniz- 
ed by all assemblies uow, and there was 
hardly a public convention, which was 
not iutroduced by an invocation for 
Divine wisdom. Another institution 
was the instructor of the young in the 
Christian religion by the reading of 
the Holy Scriptures in the echools, ‘The

President Hays, who made the clos: 
iog speech of the Convention, put thia 
among his other good potuts: The first 
amendment of our constitution pro- 
vides for religious liberty , thus supply- 
ing centrifugal force on the subject of 
religion. ‘The present amendment de- 
sires the recognition of Ovd in Christ, 
whicb will be the centripetal force of 
the constitution, and prevent our na 
tion of being thrown into a state of dis- 
solution by the unmodified force of the 
first amendment, 

In the course of the Convention, the 
Genera] Secretary gave the following, asf 
the proposed plan of operations forf 

FUTURE MEEIINGS, 

"Mr. McAllister stated that the Na- 
tional Conventions were very expen- 
sive, and it was suggested that the 
next National Convention should be 
postponed uutil July, 1876, the Cen- 
tennial of the Decla ation of Indepen- 
dence. In the meautime, five or six 
local conventioos would be beld—one 
in Boston, one in Baltimore, one iu 
Chicago, one on the Pacific slope, aud 
two in tlie Southern States. In 1876, 
a grand National Convention ehould be 
held in Philadelphia, by which time 
tbe petitions for the Religious Amend. 
ment would be signed by several mil. 
lioue of citzens, and a united effort 
would be made et Philadelphia to lay 
those petitions before the Congress of 
the Umted States, and secure the 
amendment proposed. [Apptause.]”

Congrese to close their doore, to shut 


out their constituents from witnessing) suspicion, 


their preceedings, and ao far te initiate 
a Papal or Masonie conclave, the jeal- 
ousy of our countrymen was evinced in 
several shapes, und through various and 
numerous channels. I heard a venera. 
ble patriot of the Revolution, read this 
nrticle to a cirole of men hke himself;

Franklin on Prayer. 


bere is in man a universal sense ofi 
the need of looking to n Higher Power, 
No people or trihe has been found des- 
titute of it. The philosopher : not 
without this sense of need. No one 
will acuss Dr. Franklin of superstition, 
or ofan undue regard for the auparna- 
tural. All will admit that few ever sur- 
passed him as a shrewd observer of 
life and of human affairs, or as a pro- 
found inquirer, after the causcs and 
principles that lie at the besis of great 
events. Let us observo his Janguege 
in the Convention that sat in Pbiladal- 
phia in 1787, to frame our Federal Con: 
stitution, whea be rove to support his 
motion for the daily prayers in that 
body. It must he remembered that 
weeks had elapsed and the Convention 
had not accomplished any part of its 
all important work, and that irreconcil- 
able difference seemed likely 1o defeat 
its pnrpeses altogether, 
this state of tbinge tbat Dr. Franklin 
introduced his resolution, and mede the 
following remarks:

A Sermon on Masonry. 
BY REY W P. Mc NARY

The Conilict of Law. 


Address of Prof. O, A. Blancbard, befora the 
Mationel Reform Coovcatlon, Pittsburgh, 
Wob, ath, 1874 


Lapras ann Gextizmen: The ap- 
parent and immediate question before 
us is: Shnll tbe Goostitution of the 
United States be so ohanged as to re- 
cognize the authority of God, His 
Cbrist and His Word? The ultimate 
and real question is: Are tne American 
people to he and continue a Christian 
nation f 

In tbe oppositios nf the views beld 
by those who called this convention 
extremes meet,  Atheietic blasphemers 
and “doctors” of a sick divinity vie 
witb one another in the endeavor to 
prevent any national recognitioo of the 
fact that it is by virtuc uf powers deriv- 
ed from above that laws are made for 
the government of men. Should this 
movement fail (as it will uot), most of 
our religious (1) papers would rejoice, 
whie every infidel club and grog shop 
in the laod would celebrate with laugh- 
ter and sbout the disbonor of our God. 

Of course opposition thus diverse in 
eberacter does not spring from the 
same source. As in material warfare, 
some figbt for gain, some for vengeance, 
some for glory, aod come because 
“sweet and beautiful it is for fatberland 
to die;" so tn this war on the recogai- 
tion of Christ, tbe ribald atheist is 
moved by forces which do not con- 
scionsly influence the Christian mau 
who honestly differs from us in opinion. 

The Christian says: Our nation is 
already Christian in sentiment and can 
be made more so, ouly by iudividusl 
act, Putting one or s dozen meutions 
of Cbrist into the Constitution will not 
convert an infidel or save a soul. Very 
true, neitber will putting a pump into 
a well make any more water. We 
don't put pumps into wells tor the pur- 
pose of increasing the water supply, 
hut for the purpose of using what in 
already there. Sv it 1s proposed to 
put this recognition of God and Christ 
and the Bible into the Constitution, 
not to make more Christian sentimeut, 
hut to uis a Christian conviction al. 
ready existing, To pump (if you will 
allow the expression) the Cliristian 
feeling of the Americau people into the 
law on marriage, the Sabbath aud hon- 
esty, until our laws adequately represent: 
our belief, 

The infidel, on tbe other haud, says: 
"The Conatitution is alkeistie and 
sbould remain so. To recognize God 
as you wisb would br a practical union 
of cburcb aud state: would he oppres- 
sive and wrong.” Still further: "Many 
of our laws are distiuetively Christian, 
and between tbem and the atbeistic 
Constitution there is a conflict of law; 
tbis conflict must be settled hy abroga- 
ting all eucb Christian laws. Water 
can riee by its own act no higher than 
ite source, neither can law. ‘Lhe Con- 
stitution is the source of law. Itis 
atbeistic and the laws must be," 

The iatidel is both right and wrong

says that we labor for a union of church 
and state, Even f we were seeking 
sueb a umon we would be more nearly 
in tbe right than those who have al- 
ready untted the state and the saloon, 
It would he far better to have average 
Christian men for office holders than 
the drunken, thieving crew who now 
steal the public money and demoralizo 
tbe public conseienco.

POSITION OF THE OONSTITOTION. 


The Constitution declares that Con- 
gress shall wake no law respecting an 
| establishment of religion, or prohihiting 
| the free exercise thereof, and also, that 
no religious test shall ever h~ required 
| as a qualification to any officer or pub- 
[lic trust uuder the United States. 
| These statements are very general. No 
law may be made probibiting the free 
exercise of religion, But who is to de- 
cide what is religion? The citizens, of 
course, for Congress may make no law 
respecting sn establishment of religton. 
| Every man may choose his religion or 
make a new one, and Congress may 
not prohibit its free exercise, Tartar, 
Confucian aod Hindoo, may bring tbeir 
gods many and lords many. The Mos- 
lem minaret may shine in the setting 
sun from every bill; every grave- 
| yard become a temple of Celestial wor- 
sbipers of the dead. Every one of 
India's three bundred million gods may 
leave thet land where the snows of 
Himalaya stand silent sentinel, and 
Cape Comorin looks out upon the sum- 
mer sea. Every one of them may come 
to this Christian land. and here find a 
congeuln] bome. 

We cannot say, as a nation, that 
they do not have good religions, for we 
must pass no aet respecting the estab- 
lishment of religion, We cannot forbid 
their practices, for we must not probi- 

| bit its free exercise, 
It answers no good purpose to suy 
that wife-burning, mam-sacrificing and 
babe-killing are not religious practices | 
These things are done by millions of 
people in tbe u«me of religion, Wben 
wesay tbey ate not religious acta, we 
cling the establish- 
ment of religion, When we prohibit 
whem, we prohibirits free exercise, The 
Greek may bring bis god of debaucb- 
ery. He may commit all tbo nameless 
crimes which darken tbe far name and 
fame of Attica, We must not say à 
word. He mmst worsbip his own god 
in bis own way, 
There is notbiug too abaurd for men 
to believe. There is no crime so great 
that meu may not commitit in the name 
ofreligion, Greece had her gods oftlieft, 
drunkenness, and murder; Germans 
and Britons, their altars of human sacri- 
fice; Spain, the faggot and tbe hoot; 
India, the Ganges for the babe, the aut- 
tee for tbe wife, and Juggernaut for 
the man. Any oue or sll these foul 
blots on the history of our race may be 
tronsferred from a past, over which 
ungels might weep tears of blood, to 
our own America, and we bave no cen, 
stituttonal right to óbjeot.

aod Democrats cannot meet together in 
harmony; therefore the graoges are ob- 
literating both parties and are forming 
unintentionally publio opinion either 
for or against secretism. Those that 
oppose granges are ohliged to hecome, 
whether thay wish or uot, ailies to the 
anti secret party that is gaioing a foot- 
hold in our country; as the Know- 
Nothing movement resulted uninten- 
tionally in closing out the Whig party, 
and forcing them to give their adher- 
ence to Democracy or the anti-slavery 
party; so will the grange hkely close 
out the Democrat party and oblige 
them to form new affiliations. 

Farmers as a class, have not as a 
general thing heen given to secretism, 
from the fact that Freemasous aud 
Gdd-fellows have not generally Aurish- 
ed.in the country; they have confined 
their efforts to cities and towns. — This 
movement of the granges will gather a 
harvest for secretism that otherwise 
would hardly have heen secured, 
While Satan has apparently triumphed 
in the spread of the grange movement, 
we are encouraged with the promise 
that God overrules for his own glory 
ths wrath of max.

When Ifirst became acquaiated with 
My. Harlen Page, I judge he was about 
forty yesre of age, a rather spare and 
by no means a very rugged man, He 
did not complein of want of health, 
but had to me the appearance of one in| 
whom lebor of any kind required a 
good deal of effort, and would not be 
performed merely for the pleasuroit 
afforded. In character he waa one of 
the most modest, nnassuming, active 
men I bave ever known; one who 
would never beve been drawn out of 
retired seclusion but for some other 
principle than worldly or selüsh am- 
bition. He was as gentle and quiet as 
a woman, always spoke low, even when 
addressing meetings, so that it required 
great stillnese to heer bim. No mat- 
ter how much moved, there would he 
no gesture, nor would there be any 
ohange in the modulation of his voice. 

Thus bave I seen him again and) 
again, in prayer and conference meet- 
ings, witb bis eyes enffused with teers, 
exhorting and entreating Cbristisns to 
a bigber spiritual life and greater aetiv- 
ity,and persuading the sinner to flee 
from the wrath tocome; but in the 
same quiet tone and general mnnner 
that be would converse with you at his 
office desk. 

See him when or where I might, 
Christ and souls would he the theme. 
When hearing of the conversion of 
souls, his face would ligbten up, and 
tbe expression of joy was very com- 
plete, He was not a solemn or grave 
mau, but quiet, and not, I think, nat- 
urally communicative; but with Cbris- 
tisn intimates be was most excellent 
company. Inever toek him to bea 
man of very superior natural obilitics. 
He bad fair business quslifications, and 
the slightest acquaintance would baye 
inducad universal truet in him. Fidel- 
ity was written as plainly on bis face aa 
if there in raised lettera,

What powers he posacescd were con- 
secrated to the Lord, and auch a pas- 
eion had he for eouls that he labored 
methodically in season and out of eca- 
son, It was the great thing on which 
hieaoul was set—nothing could divert 
bim from it, 

He was tbus sucsessful, not by set- 
ting apsrt times or seasons for laboring 
witb sonle, hut having his heart in hia 
work; he watcbed aa well as prayed, 
and improved opportunities constantly 
occurring in the ordinary walke of life, 
not only to bim but to others wbo bave 
tbelr eyes and bearts open as he had, 

In pawing away from an evening 
meeling, he was almost certain, in his 
quiet msnner, to secure somo young 
man and walk with him tbrough the 
atreet, addreesing him in tho moat af- 
fectionata mauner; and hie method 
was to follow up such a begun effort 
until the person was converted, or 
paesed beyond his reach. He uscd his 
pen largely in writing to tbose it) 
seemed best to address in tbis way. 

I know personally those whom he 
was the means of leading into 4 Chris- 
tian life, among them an influential 
man in the Presbyterian church, and 
at one time the mayor of tho large city 
in which he still residea; two othera 
have been eucceasful ministers for well- 
nigh forty years, and eacb havo had 
the same pastoratesthey now fill dur- 
ingthe whole period of their ministry. 

Hia meekness and humility were 
very striking. He never sbrank from 
labor or responsihility, but he would 
never take bigh seats unless called to 
them; and in bis last eicknes he had 
such a senec of unworthiness, euch ut- 
terly depreciating views of bimself, as 
to he almost painful to his friends. I 
saw him last the day beforo bis death, 
when there was tbe eame self-abnse 


ment, yet the fullest reliance and trust 
in the Lord Jesus. 

Sneh was Harlan Page, and tbere- 
are tbousands in our churches that 
might and ought to be like bim in hie 
purposee of living and hia great snceess 
in winning soula to Christ. I know 
multitudes who have in every respect 
edvantages and qnalifications for use- 
fulness equal or euperior to his; hut 
many of tbem, I fear, will go to the 
jndgment without heving saved a ein- 
gle one, “He that winneth souls is 
wise." — Baptist. Weekly.

him, One can scarcely poiot out any 
difference in bim, but one feels that 
there ie a difference. I conclude that 
bie extended businass has caused him 
to neglect his closet. Thet ie what I 
mean by his being out off from his 
base of eupplies,

from its supplies.” 

Tbe neglect of prayer is the great 
eause of unfruitfulness among Chris- 
This neglect is not elwaye 
cansed by the presence of business. 
It ie cometimes caused by great activity 
in doing good. A man became deeply 
interested in the welfare of sinners. 
He prayed long and earnestly for a re- 
vival, At length the blessing came. 
He was constantly employed in at- 
tending meetings, In visiting from house 
to house, in counseling the anxious, 
and in warning the careless. He neg- 
lected his closet, and brought lean- 
ness upon hie soul, evenin the midat 
of sincere efforts to do good to the 
souls of others. 

The ekillful soldier ia careful not to 
allow himeelf to be eut off from the 
base of his suppliee The Cbristian 
sbould he still more careful to the same 


| end. 


The daring soldier may sometimes 
cut himself off for a time, in order to 
make a forced march or perform eome 
great exploit. In thie he may not he 
imitatad hy tbe Christian. He may 
never intermit prayer in order tbat he 
may do some good thing for Christ, 
He is ahorn of all strength to do good 
when hio connection with the throne

Mr, D. C. Oiuerean: 

Dzar Brotaer:—In your article 
published in the Northern Christian | 
Advocaie of Jan, Ist, you seriously 
deprecate the agitetion of the Masonic 
queation hy Ánti-masons hecause it *'di- 
videa churches, communities and fam- 
iles." You say “I do not propose 
however in this article, to enter into a 
general discussion of the merits and 
principles of Masonry, or of secret sooie- 
ties, so-called, but to consider what I 
regard tho nnwiseand mischievous ag- 
itation by certain writers and lecturera, 
of thle subject." After citing a case 
where a man went crazy and drowned 
himself because of tbis Anti-masonic 
agitation, you ask the question, “With 
such results before them, can true men 
onter a commnoity to stir up strife 
after this manner; divide brethren, 
and desolate Ood's morts] heritage, 
under the protenco that thoy wieb to 
do good." Astbe result of a certain 
lecture you say: “tbe community was 
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divided, the church was divided, femi- 
lies were divided.” I suppose all the 
reason that can be assigned for this di- 
vision is that the different members 
of these communities, churches, fami- 
lies, eotertained and expressed different 
viewe upon tbis subject. Then as I 
understend you, you would not baye 
any subject sgiteted or discussed, in 
ehurch, community, or family, upon 
which their members entertain a differ- 
ence of opinion Am I correct? 
Surely it ia the ground you take, for 
you don't even allude to the merits of| 
the question whether Masonry is right 
or wrong, Would not your position 
exclude from discussion every eubject 
under heaven? Pardon me, if I eug- 
gest that some of your remarks remind 
me of past events, and especially tbe 
following: “Why eeek to scatter fire- 
brands, arrowa and death hy such agi- 
tetione as cen result in no good what- 
ever, but invariably produce barm.”)

Seeret societies nre of two kinds, 
those which aim to m eure. special and 
unequal ndvantagee for their members, 
in social, civil, political and business 
relations; and those which seek to 
promote some moral. social o» political 
reform. 


The first, among which Freemasonry 
ia most prominent, we regnrd ae selfish 
in tbeir nature and essential nini, aud, 
bence, antagonistie to tbe Christiau re- 
ligion., They tend alo to promote 
jealousy, euspicion, and diseord in 

‘communities; and are fit and powerful 
instromencalities, ready to he wielded 
hy corrupt and designiug men, against 
the peace, order aud good governmeut 
of the country, We therefore deem it 
our duty not only not to countenance 
them, but to oppose them, by all ap- 
propriate means. 

While we may heartily sympathize 
with the ostcentible, «nd even real ob- 
jects uf the other elas- of secret. soci 
ties, we regard them s nol only use- 
less, but even harmful in their infu- 
ence upon the reforms tbey seek to 
promote, inasmuch as tliey are distaste- 
ful and otberwise objretionable to 
many of the wise im good, and thus 
they divide aud cripple the forces 
of reform, whith might otherwise be 
anited. 


They also promote femibarty with 
tbe habits and forms of secrel associ- 
ations, and cultivnte a taste for them, 

* and thus become training achools, in 
which multitudes ure prepsced for 
those which are moet objectionable. 
For these and other reasons we think) 
it onr duty to discountenance them, | 

In the college no secret societien are| 
permitted, The following 1 our rule 
in reference to them:

tt is laid down aa a principle hy our’ 
Saviour tbat “every one that doe'h 
evil hatetb the light, neitber cometh to 
the light leat Lis deede should he re- 
proved. But he that doeth truth com- 
eth to the light that bie deede muy he 
manifest that they are wrought in 
Oo." 

Now, if we lind a system embraced 
by had men and generally shunned by 
the good, we have strong presumptive 
proof of its falsity. Let the lodge of] 
secretion he accessable in any place, | 
aud ve find the following results; 

1, Those who give the best evi- 
dence vf scriptural piety, who maintain 
fimily prayer, atrietly attend the Di- 
vine ordinnnees and observe a pure 
morality reject the lodge as false and 
ruinoua to the best interests of society. 

2. The greater part of community 
who believe in Divine revelation and) 
ure of sober and industrious habite, | 
thigh not pious will avoid the lodge 
na useless, 


3, If there nre in the plaoe any de- 
ists whose oppositin to Christianity 
hae made them mnpopular; when the 
trump of Freemasonry i» blown, these 
are sure to flock to ite standard, that 
by its many sides they may he seoured 
fram disgrace. With the Christian it 
is the handmaid of religion. With the 
Jew and gentile and deist it stands 
above seetarianiem, They can etill 
aim their poisonous dartu at Clirietian- 
ity unmolested. 

4. Tbe profane swearer, the tippler, 
ind tbore who violate conjugal obliga- 
tions by takiug upou them the Masonic 
vows can have a code of morals suitable 
to their wishes. Lying is a Masonic! 
duty. If told they murdered Morgan 
for revealing their mysteriee, they 
must conceal and never reveal. Ab 
though the Word of Ood forbids pro- 
fanc swearing, yet profane swearing ia 
indispensthle to Masonry. Drunken 
ness can be indulged when going from 
labor to refreshment, Adultery must 
be kept within suitable bounds, it 
muet no; be practiced on Mawonio fe-

5. Wicked young men and boys of 
bad habits whose feet, according to the 
Bible, *'go down to death and whose 
steps take hold op hell" by joining 
the lodge as soon as eligible are de-

saved, the belief iu one Godin whic! 
All men agree. Then if they live nc- 
cording to the obligations of Masonry: 
they will he free from sin, 

If these are respectable, religious 
people and ministers hecome patrons ofl 
tbe Indge, they are skeptioal as to the 
great truthe of the Buble, or as some: 
have acknowledged they know very ht- 
tle of Masonry, or they are hypocrites 
and would sooner leave the eburch| 
than the lodge, One such, an old 
man of 75 yeera, n minister of some 
tolents, on what was supposed his 
death-hed was asked what were his 
prospects for tbe hetter Innd, turned 
over his head in confusion and refused 
to answer, Afterwards before he died 
requested to he huried by Masonic cere- 
monies, Another of those whom Ma- 
sonry made a hypocrite waa A. P., 
who no doubt guve bis cousent to the 
murder of Wm. Morgan, for he was a 
young Methodimt Episcopal minister] 
not far from Batavia at the time of 
Morgan's death, and when Masonry 
was torn up he refused to quit thel 
lodge and wae disowned and repudi-| 
ated in oousequence, Soon after he 
went to Canada and was accepted by the 
Canada Conference on his solemu 
promise that he would bave no more 
to do witb Masonry, This promies 
was violated. He not only had to do 
with Masonry, but would leaye his cir- 
cuit to assist in forming new lodges. 
He afterwards came to his sister'e to 
die. Intbateolemn timo he often ex- 
claimed, O this dreadful uncertainty, 
how can 1 endure it! These gloomy 
doubis, what will become of me! 
Then muttered somothing about Ma- 
sonry. To the great grief of his hiends 
tbe cloud never left him till he wus 
dead, He sunk iu the deep waters of 
dcspondeney. Freemnsonry was like a 
willstone tied to his neck. 

1 will close by : few reflections. 


1, Infidels of various classes, Jews, 
deists, Mormons, join the lodge and 
remsiu with no preceptible change, 
unless for the worse, Indeed Masonry 
is a system of infidelity, not even bap- 
tized with a Christian name, and shall 
we tbrow ourselves away by partaking 
in these works of darkness.

If 
Masons who have sny regard for good- 
ness or the glory of Ood would but 
open their eyo», how can they help 
hut see when they enter the lodge 
that they arc not with Obrist, the 
grent Master, and tus chosen followers. 
Tbeu when they go from what they 
en] labor to refreshment, what n scene 
of dissipation to hv entered upon Ood's 
boek of remembrance, to be revenled 
at that day! Well was it said “Have 
no fellowship with the unfruitful worke 
of darkness, Intt rather reprove them; 
for ıt ie a shame to spenk of thoe

We are approaching the time of our 
uext annual conventión; and many 
friends of the cause are asking tbe 
question, what is the importance of 
holding these anuual national conven- 
tions! and those especially at adie- 
tance ask, le it necessary that we 
ehould he at the great trouble and ex- 
pense of baving delegates at tbe con- 
vention? 

A National Convention ia of the 
ureatest importance in order to send 
out tho voice of the movement over 
the land, A lecture, an argument, de- 
livered in Pittshurgb to one of our au- 
diences may he masterly and convinc- 
ing, bvtit is notheard heyond the pre- 
cincts of our city. The eame argu- 
ments im the sme hall, but on the 
platform of a National Convention, 
will he heard over the length end 
breadth of the land, and across the 
seas. It carries, too, the weight, not 
only of the argument itself, or of the 
speaker, bnt also of the canvention, 


But thie is not tho only adventage of 
the National Conventions. They are 
the milestonce of our progress, and the 
barometer and thermometer by which 
the weight and heat, or the power of 
our movement ie determined, Men 
who art observant, end desirous to 
understand how much importance to 
ettach to the movement, will watch 
our National Conventions, scrutinize 
their character, study the number oí] 
delegates, the character of the men en-| 
listed, their earneetness, intelligonce 
and determination, snd by these testa 
will form their estimate of the power 
and importance ni the movement. 

A leading man in the country listened 
to our Oeneral Secretary, while be set 
forth the purpose of tho organization, 
and when he was through, said, Very 
welll you have a noble cause—a cause 
worthy of all that can be done in its 
bebalf; but have yon men hehind it 
thut are in earnest and mean to carry 
it throught” This most cerious and 
pertinent question of imporlance to the 
cause must be answered largely by our 
conventions. A large, earnest conven- 
tion, gathered from great distances, at 
much expense and trouble, and repre- 
seuting the whole country, means 
work, nud foreshadows success, It en- 
courages tbe friends and disheartens 
the*enemins of the cause. 

In addition to these things, a couven- 
tion stimulates the work.

aud wool to fire, One catebes the fire 
of anothor, Ideas flash from mind to 
mind, The timid become courageous; 
the despondent become hopeful; tho 
werk become strong; while the zeal 
nod courage of the stroagest are] 
greatly increased. 

These aro some of the reavona for 
holding conventione. But the benefit 
to the cnuea to he derived from the 
convention depends greatly upon the 
character of the convention itself and 
the men who attend it. A large num- 
her of delegates is desirable, but if 
this large number be gathered from a 
very small nren of territory, or if they 
represent a small clase of the commu- | 
nity, it ennnot properly be called a Na- 
tional Convention. "There shonld be 
represented as large an extent of coun- 
try and as great variety of population 
as possible. The delegates as far as

Oive us a convention representing 
thirty states, and uumbering one thou- 
sand delegates, with the talent and 
power on the platform already eecured, 
and our movement will at once take a 
position of influence and power which 
will defy the scorn of its enemies and 
command the thoughtful attention of 
al! thoughtful men

The Uses of the Grango. 


There sre several practical usés to 
which an institution like the grange 
may be put. One of these uses is very 
evident to all who are familiar with the 
way that the snake crawls: it is to cov- 


| er the retreat of Maeonry, and enable it 


to take a stend before an adverse pop- 
ulsr opinion, It is a sham demonstro- 
tion designed to divert popular aiten 
tion from the real question at issue, 
By drawing lurge numhers around it- 


jself, of the moet respectable class of 


eociety, viz; the farming class, Masonry 
may yet givo itself a respectable np- 
pearance, and, in tbe end, may reckon 
upon n large number of recrnita to ite 
own ranks. Cheap transpertution will 
he held up a6 one of the principal util- 
ites of "the order;" but the strength- 
ening of Jesunism nnd Masonry will he 
the end. 


Another use of the grange is to get 
things cheap; and the way to do this 
will depend upon localities For in- 
stance, if you are upon tbe Canadian 
frontier, you may get many thinga 
through the Custom House, or over 
the liues by a mere crook of the fin- 
ger, wink of tho left eye, or a grand 
hailing sign of distress, enlling for help 
for the widow's son, or, in fact. for the 
widow herself, eapecial if she be 
fleshy and lovomotion dificult (with 
hidden laces, brandies, brondciothe, 
and such things.} The Grand Lodge 
of grangers bns been careful to estah- 
lish ''eubordinate granges” in Canada, 
so that this operation of "'heucfting 
themselyes," is rendered very easy. 

But such a course as this destroys 
the reveunes und vitalitico of our gov- 
ernment; opens a breach, by wuder- 
mining, inte its very cliadel, and lets 
in Jesuitism nnd monarchy. 

Every seorct moyomeut should be 
distrusted merely because it ia eeeret. 


No politica! movement im tbe United} 


States should ever he undertaken un- 
less it is for the good of all; and if the 
gronge is for the good of ull, therefore, 
wby should it be secret? The very 
first step taken by the grauge is Jesint- 
ical. Al the honest meu in it will be 
controlled hy the ivetitutiou, and be 
made, in spite of themselves, to serve 
Jesuitism. An honest man may drink 
brandy; but while under the ielnence 
of brandy he will be likely to do thinga 
that are not honest, decont, or ‘it to 
he done.” Secret societies nre to the 
public mind what brandy ia to the 
mind ol him who drinks it, «source of 
evil inepirativu, under wuose baneful 
is distorted.

pointed for the celebrntion of the “‘af- 
fair” had sneceded far beyond all e 
peciation.

BLA K-BOOK COME TO GEIEF, 


Cuyahoga Lodge, No, 22, I. O, O. 
F.. Cleveland, Ohio, made last sum- 
meran entry in the “black book" of 
the order which has eost them $10,- 
[000. The circumstances ara these: 
Mr. Edwin Lyle, à member of the 
lodge and a Past Grand, was entrusted 
| to collect funds for the relief of an Odd- 
fellow's widow. He coliccted $114, 

which the lodge claimed he neither 
paid the widow, uor turned over to its 
treasury, Asa suitable punishment in 
| Odd-fellow jurisprudence, the lodge by 
its comtuittee, published a cireular, ap- 
pending thereto a portrait of Lyle, 
and sent 5,000 copies to the various 
lodges of the country, They also sent 
abroad Lylo's photograph with a e:iate- 
ment of his couduet on the card, Thie! 
was done by resolution as follows: 

"Resolved, That we expose enid Ed- 
wiu Lyle by sending 5,000 cireulars all 
over tho United States, to reach if pos- 
sible, every working lodge, with his 
likeness thereto attached, and thereby 
warn cvery brother of theI. O. O. Fu 
and likewise brand the said Edwin Lyle 
asa bad man, a swindler and a per- 
jured villain, unworthy the trust and 
confidence of any living man; and 
warn the publie gonerally, as well as 
any brother, to beware of him in any 
eapacity in life.” 

Mr. Lyle rebelled, brought suit for 
libel, placing his damages at $30,000, 
and on Feb. 10th tho case was commit- 
ted to jury by Judge Jones in a fair and 
foroablo statement of the case as pre- 
sented hy both pnitice. A verdict wan! 

| returned for the plaintiff with $10,000 
damages, 

‘This ense is probably withont preci- 
dent in the history of English or 
American practice, and as such must 
be regarded ns showing that the lodge- 
power in our courts uf justice con he 
met and defeated, When our judges

‘Themes for Revival Times. 


BY Rev, THEODORE L CUYLER. 


From all quarters come tidings of 
special meetings and revival services 
following the week of prayer How 
tomake the preaching, the praying 
and personal lahors for sonle effective, 
is the practical question, We can get 
some yaluable lessons by looking at the 
methode pnrsued by the most power- 
ful preachers of the Word. from the 
days of Edwards on to the days nf 
Nelson, Lyman Beechar and Thomas 
H. Skinner. Undar the preaching of 
these men the convictions of sln were 
deep and pungent; the conversions were 
clear and decided, like the out of a die 
on the faca ot a gold coin, And one 
mighty element of power in the best 
preaching of those days was the meth- 


od of presenting the moral government 
of God, and the terrible sinfulness nf 


sin in the eyes of euch a God, Siu wae 
presented in the way that the Bible 


presents it—not ns  miafortue, a blun- 


der, or a physical infrmaty—but es the 
wilful and guilty violation of God's 
law, deserving righteous rctrihution. 


Uuder such faithful preaching sinners 
were intelligantly convicted,and brought 
They were made to 


fo repentance. 
sce what ein is, and, therofore, why 
an atoning Saviour is needed. and why 
they should flee toa Saviour. Such 
preaching made thorough work 
broke down human pride, and routed 


men out from their "refuge of lies." 


Many ofthe leading Christian laymen 


of the last forty yoarsowe their spirit- 


ual power and vast nscfulness to the 
thorongh dealing they received at tho 
time of their "new birth." 
face of their character was not mercly 


seratched over with emotional and po- 
eticol preaching, euch as is too current 
in our day; but there was deep digging 
down into the lower strata, and their 


eternal hopea were built on the base 


rock The sharp drill was used; the 


fuse of divine truth was laid and lighted; 
and duriug the revivals conducted hy 
Skinner, Finney and Wisner, there 


were h'astinga that shook men's soule 
and the community around like an 


earthquake. 

Whether the scenes of those days can 
he repeated in our time, is not the 
question, But it is undeniable that the 
mighty truths which they preached 
with such awakening power need to be 
presented again, and with their hold $- 
delity, And why will not the same 
truths produce the same effects? 

Let me bluntly suggest whether this 
is not just the very time for more thor- 
ough preaching of tbe nature of God, 
and the nature of sinf A great deal 


is said about comingto Chriat: hut sin- 


ners are not taught why they should 
come to n Redeomer, or be made to feel 
that they deserve to die if they rejected 
him. So much is said about the ‘love 
of God," that emners forget that our 
holy God can hate—and doea hate all 
iniquity with an infinite indignation! 
Loose views and low views of God's ho- 
liness, God'a justice, and the hell-de- 
serving guiltinesa of ein produce ahal- 
low conviotiona, and superfieial convers- 
ing. 

Ina letter which I received lately 
from that glorious veteran, Preeident 
Finney, of Gberlin, he writes: Much 
is said ahout the love of God, but with- 
out discrimination. Itia not an emo- 
tion of fondnees, or mere good nature, 
hut infinitely diecriminating,aim-hating, 
searching and holy —a*coneuming fire."

Yet no man has preached more ten- 
derly the freeness of redemption, the

to forget that thia central mass ofl 
starch can alone sustain human life 
but for a short time, and that the nitro- 
genous elemente, those by whieh the 
muscles, hrain and nerves are eustain- 
ed, are principally found in the outer 
crusts of the graint. 

Indeed, it is generally true, as en 
eminent chemist has said, that nature 
placee her most valushle products with- 
in the reach of the sunlight, just he- 
neath the hull or husk. While the 
center of the grain contains hut. little 
save carbon, or the fattening element, 
the hull, even, is rich in iron and silex, 
while the real eruat contains most of 
the elements of nourishment, that 
which affords health and strength, the 
power of endurance, the most import- 
ant parts of the grain. Here ia the 
bone material in tbe form of the 
phosphatea of lime and soda; here ia 
tho muscle food, the "'nitrates," with- 
out whioh the muscles wasto away, 
become flaceid, nervelesa, soft and near- 
ly worthlesa, 

To appreciate the difference hetween 


all of the grams, though wheat. on 
the whole, may have the preference. 
The free use of fish, also will do much 
to improve the state of the nervea and 
brain, while the grains will afford in 
their normal atste improved bones and 
muscles. 

It is but just to say after much ex- 
perience and investigation, tbat on the 
whole wheat has special claimaand that 
no preparation of it, eapecially for weak 


white wheat,” recently introduced,

Under this heading tbe editor of the 
Wayne County Journal, of Palmyra, 
N. Y., publishes the following, clip- 
ped, as he says. “from the Christian 
ge, a readable and relinhle paper pub- 
lished in New York:" 


"Tbe decrase and funeral of Hugh 
Martin, of Downpatrick, are reported] 
in the Downpatrick Recorder, which 
states that Mr. Martin was known and

The shove questiou relates to the 
fact whother a man deuying our Lord 
can be a true, positive Christian. The 


| answer is a constructive. Yes/ To '*de- 


uy or accept" Christ is quite immater- 
ial. Whatever “rites” or forms of wor- 
ship he observes; what ‘‘creed” or 
doctrine he "believes," or morality 
ho practices,” is “not essential," "hut 
what he is" Strike out all these and 
pray tell, what is hef Let the Gospel 
of our Lord answer. ‘'He that heliev- 
eth not shall be damned."

C. Pom- 
eroy, of Kansas, delivered a lecture 
some time since iu Farwell's Hall of 
Chicago, condemning Freemasonry for 
interrupting our courts of juslice. 
And immediately after this speech 
those public papers that lauded Mr, 
Pomeroy as an houest, uprigbt poli-| 
tician, now hegan to work for his de- 
feat in the approaching election, Bro. 


Stoddard then went cn to enumerate! 


tbe churches in the United States who! 
by their law refuse to admit to their 
membersbip those helonging to secret, 
oath-bound socities. The U. B. church 
witb a membership of 130,000; the! 
Quskera 150,000; the United Presby- 
terians 70,000, hesides many miaor 
denominations, such as the Free Meth- 
odists, Wesleyans, ete, cte., with an 
aggregate membership out-numbering 
the whole Masonic rnternity of the 
United Stntes.

PERSONAL ACOOUNT OF INITIATION.

Synod of Kansas, and one of the arti- 
cles in our charter requires that its ex- 
ercisea shel] be conducted in accord-| 
ance wilh the order and distinctive 
principles of the United Presbyterian 
eburch. And toshow what the dis. 
tinctive principles of the United Pres- 
byterinu church are, upon tbis que:- 
tion, I will quote a few extracts from 
our testimony: 

“We declare that all associations 
whether formed for political or henevo- 
lent purpósea, which impose upon 
their members au oath of secrecy, or 
an oblivation to ohey n codo of un- 
koowa laws, are inconsistent with the 
genius and apirit of Christianity, and 
church members ouglit not to have 
fellowstip with zuch associations." 

"The fiet of a person giving an onth

Farmers’ Grangcs mil tho Snelety of

In tbe lste Indiana Yearly Meeting 
of Friends, of both branches, the sub 
ject of tbose organizations known as 
secret aocieties, received attention, In 
our own hranclh the consideration was 
made that organixations requiring oaths 
of eeerecy, or in which such oaths were 
administered as preparatory to admis- 
sien to certain degrees, and which ia- 
dulged in ceremonies of an ostentatious 
character, in whicb ministers were em- 
ployed who were hirelings, were at vs- 
tisnee with a faithful support of the 
testimony of Friends in regard to these 
evils; consequently no Friend could be 
coasistently a member of any of them. 
That they likewiss encouraged war. for 
soldiers were among their most promi- 
nent and active members. Thal many 
were entangled with them by the an- 
ticipation of help to their families in 
cass of misfortune, ond as tha image 
which was reered in the plains of Dura, 
which was in the province of Bahylon, 
was of gold, so these held the idea ol 
soms permanent good, but were only 
an imege, wbich, when worshipped, 
would prove to be to the desolation of 
the Divine life in the soul, even as the 
prophet declared perpetual destruction 
to Babylon, Samuel Townsend, ofi

In the account of the Indiana Yearly 
Meeting of orthodox Friende, a3 givan 
by the Christian Worker, an epitome 
of remarks by Daniel Hill, one of the 
editors of tbat paper an4 an acknow!- 
edged minister in that broach, is giver, 
from which I oopy: “Tbe early 
Friends had euch a character for up- 
rightness, aud boneety in deslings, and 
punctuality in complying with their 
contracta nnd engngements, that their 
word was equal lo their hond. This 
they did, not to gain reputation with 
men, but hecause they knew tbe obli. 
gations of the gospel requiied it, Those 
obligations are as binding on us as they 
were on them, Itis well, not only tol 
keep as far ag poisibla to our word in 
our contracis and engagemente, hut itf 
i» also well to be very watchful as to 
tbe character of engagements we enter 
into, The obligation taken upon enter» 
ing into secret and oath-houad societies, | 
should not be lightly assumed, He 
warned Friends not to ba entrapped by 
the specious appaarauce of the farm- 
ers' granges, nor take upon themeclvea 
the yoke of any secret soclely that could 
not he onsily shaken off, and could not 
bs worn but at the hazard of the coul.

THE BEECHEE COUNCIL. 


It ie to be regretted that the coun- 
cil called at the instance of Storrs and 
Buddington, sbould be embarrassed by 
a pnrtialor false issue, The queation 
wbicb distnrbs the peace of the cburcb 
is not whether Plymouth Cburcb has 
acted loosely and contrary to the Scrip- 
turea in dropping the names while 
under cbarges nf immoral conduci, but 
whether tbe conduct charged by Mr. 
Tilton on his pastor was and is true; 
to wit: "that be (Beecher) preached to 
bis mistresses every Sabbath," It will 
be borne in mind that Mr. Beecher's 
fret card to the public, after years of 
silenoe under Bowen's and Tilton's ec- 
cusations, was a brief, but explicit d e- 
claration that Mr. Tilton had acted non- 
orably and bad his confidence! This 
is the more astoundirg, as Mr. Tilton 
wes the one charged by West for elan- 
dering his pastor; and if he told the 
truth, Mr. Beecher was an adulterer 
and proiligata, and no result of coun- 
eil which ignores these grave charges, 
for making whieh Tilton was charged 
hy West for slender, will teke the gan- 
grene out of thie sore. 

This councl drawn from nearly 
eighty churches, taken  broad-cast 
through the country, ie to mect now 
soon (March 24th inst.,) aud will it- 
self be an important event. If they 
decide, as they must, that it 1s unserip-

made against Mr. Beecher who is in 
association with Storrs and Buddington, 
aad they are damaging to the whole 
Association and to every member ol it, 

The point, should (herefore, be ofici- 
ally presented to that council, whether 
It ia notthe nght and duty ofthe Brook- 
iyn Association to enqnire of Mr, 
Beecher and hie eceusere why those 
oharges were made, sod oa what 
grounds they rest. Such au iaquiry is 
neoessery for the vindication of the As- 
sociation before the churohes, ageinst 
the cbarge of keeping members on their 
list who are ebarged with erimes soil 
ymmoraliiies, And if Plymouth Church 
refuses to meke the investigation, but 


takes the ground of sheltering ita mem-| 


hers who ure accused of crimes, the 
Assogition should withdraw fellowship 
from the church as walliug disorder- 
ly; and if Mr. Beecher remained a mem- 
ber, it would have-the.right to require 
him to purge himself which would open 
the case, and result in his justification 
asa alandered brother, or in his con- 
demnation as guilty of the sino charged, 

True, a Congregational Association 
bas nnt ordinary disciplinary power, ns 
the Plymouth Ghurch has,to hear and 
try oharges. Butit haa power of self- 
preservation, by withdrawing from min- 
istera charged with adultery and whone 
ohurobea refuse to investigata those 
charges. Otherwise Brooklyn Ansocia- 
tion hee less power to purify itself thon 
a stock board, 


A SIGNIFICANT SECES 


This is a secession of thirty or forty 
of tbe leading members of the Metb- 
odist Episcopal church in Marengo, 
IM. Thissecesston has been caused by 
the determination of a tew Freemnsons 
to over-ride and suppress the sentiment. 
of opposition to Freemasonry und kin- 
dted orders m that cburch. For some 
years tbe Conference (Rock River) bas 
sent them, nt their request, a pastor 
who wae sincerely opposed to the ‘un- 
fraitfn] works of darkness, and the 
chnrch was prosperous and contented. 
But tbin yenr a mnn was sent to them 
who was an outside Jenizary or bau-dog 
of the lodge, who proceeded, with a 
high band, to turn out of office all who 
bad dared to take a stand aga'nst Free- 
masonry, leaving them no alternative 
but submission to lodge government 
or secession. They bave chosen the 
latter, ae they had aright todo. They 
have rnized several thousand dollars for 
an independent church, und have called 
their former pastor, Rev. N. D. Fan- 
ning, whose continued services they 
asked of their conference, but who was 
taken from them arid sent to a thorough- 
ly Masonio town, Wooistoek, in. Me- 
Henry county. Mr. Fanning has re- 
signed his Woodstock charge nnd 
removed to ‘inrengo to take charge of 
the new church. The good wishes, 
prayers and oo-operation of all shall go 
with this noble company of confessora. 
A correspondent of the Methodist Free 
Press (Mr. Levingtom's paper) saye ofl 
this movement: 

“These facia are suggestive end 
admonilory as the epeakings and rum- 
bling of tho mighty carthquake, Ood 
ie marching through the church nnd 
nation and will have n tried and pure 
people. His demands are imperative 
that they should come out and he sep- 
arnte from the works of darkness." 


This Rock River Conference, includ- 
ing Chicago, is one of the most import- 
ant conferences in the country, the 
Gener Conference in 1808 meeting 
witbm its bounds, When this confer- 
ence numbered 218 preechera, an in- 
formant who had taken pains to know, 
etated that 193 of them were Free- 
masons. But there are, both among 
the clergy and laity, brethren who ab- 
hor the lodge; and their number is 
steadily increasiug. The struggle will 
he long, but the lodge must and will 
eventually go down in that hody. The 
double connexion with cburch nnd ledge 
ts ag nhsurd and much worse than 
membership in two neighhoring churcb- 
es, For the essence of the lodge being 
pagan and Christlese, Methodists might 
just as properly belong to a Catholic 
church or n Chinese temple, in addition 
to their own society, as toa brotherhood 
of Freemasons. It is to be hoped that 
the new Marengo church will lay their 
case, with the principles involved, in 
an address before the members of every: 
society in Rock River Conference.

CHARLES SUMNER. 


A great man is dead, Since the 
funera] of President Lincoln our na- 
{ional cepital Loa never put on suchi 
sincere mourning ae when on Friday 
the last tokens of esteem were 
paid hy the assembled representatives, 
of the government to the memory of 
Obarlee Sumner. On Tuesday last. be 
was in his place in tbe Senate, but was 
etricken down in the eveuing witb the 
worst form of hia old eomplaint, an 
affection of tbe beart, and died the} 
next nfternoon. Thus is finished a life 
full of lebor and crowned with aohiev. 
ments in the cause of human rights; a 
service of twenty-three years in the 
Senate, which hae placed the worker 
among the leading figuree of American 
bistory and given him a fame to which 
even the highest gift in tbe hand of his 
eountrymen could add nothing. 

Mr. Sumner waa horn in Boston im 
1811. He studied law and became 
eminent in his profession before 1845, 
when he drat took part in politice. In

In 1850 Webster resigned 
his seat in the Senate to beooma Secre- 
tary of State under Fillmore, and tho 
next year Massachuestts sent Sumner 
to the plsce of the great elateeman, and 
none can say that it has not been well 
filled. 

In 1858 came the Kaueas struggle, 
Gn the 19th and 20th of Mey Sumner 
delivered his great speech, '*The 
Crime against Kansas," occupying two 
days; and on tbe 22d, while writing at 
his desk m the Senate Chember, he 
was attacked by Preston S, Brooks, of 
South Onrolina, and beaten with a gut- 
ta-percba cane until he fell insenaible. 
From this injury he never recovered, 
but was able to resume public duties 
with seemingly restored health in 1859. 
During the eession of 1859-60 he made 
what is considered the greatest effort 
of his life—the celebrated speech, * "The 
Barbarism of Slavery." This epoeoh 
contributed greatly to tha eleotion of 
Lincoln the next fall. During the war: 
Mr, Sumner was an able ndvocate for 
the emancipation of the slaves, secur- 
ing the repeal of the obnoxious Fugitive 
Slave Law in 1862, and when peace 
returned gave his care to securing for 
the emancipated race u social en well as 
legal equelity. Smee 1870 he has lu- 
bored to secure the passage of his 
Civil Rights Bill, to secure tbe same 
rights to colored men in pnblic places. 
and conveyances as the whites now 
have, Almost his lant worde were to 
Repreaeutative Hoar, of Masaechunette,

He was 
a Royal Arch Mason, but seceded ind 
publicly renounced the institution dur- 
ing the “Morgan times." Then a 


young man of eighteen or twenty, Sum- 


ner took a deep interest in the move- 
ment, not only from its connection with 
his family, but from principle. 
used frequently to yisit the now vener- 


able Samuel D. Greeue to hear from 
him tbe tbrilling story of the Morgan 
abduction, now given to the world in 
‘The Broken Seal;' and his reply to 
a solicitation to be present and epeak at. 
an anniversery mecting of the Nationel 
Christian Association, while declining 
on account of ill health, yet intimeted 


a fraternal sympathy in a reform which 


must ere long enlist the co-»peratiou ot 
every patriot, Mr, Sumner religious. 
convictions were not so pronounced as 


to have impressed tbo public mind. 
lie was opposed to the Constitutional 


Reform movement, aud presented, not 
long since, a petition from citizens of 


Ohio against the Religious Amendmeut.

Fourthly. They take men to heaven 
about as well as the church. 

‘fo our enquiries concerning the oatba 
and solemn promises not to reveal their 
secret before they know what these 
secrets are, the nnsver generally is: 

Well, thst is not just as we would 
like it, hut we yield on these points to 
obtain ths benefit of the good connected 
with them. 

These reasons and argumeuts are prob- 
ably tho principle motive power of all 
such associations, and certainly they 
furnish matter for reflzction on the part 
of Christian men, Take the firet resson 
—Social entertainment. 

God has giv-n us natures which desire 
and need social enjoyment, nud iu the 
case of those who nre igoorant ot the 
blessings of salvation, and who do not 
end cannot find enjoyment in the society 
of Christians, it is not te he wondered 
at that they seek a home in the lodge 
reom, or io the saloon or the gambling 
hall. But if this is the fact surely it is 
the duty of the church to furaish some 
means of enjoyment to euch person 
The Y. M, C. Associations in our citi 
are doing much in this line, but they 
cannot do hilf what is required. When 
shall we bave in eyery Christian con-| 
gregation literary nnd temperanee so- 
cieties with reading rooms, eto., where 
eur young men will find such a home, 
friends and sympathy as shall temovo 
the ground for this reason! 

The second reason, Aid in business, 
ete, 
people, We do not believe in a man 
parsdisg his piety and offenng it as 
wares in the market, but certainiy the 
Ührisuau man has a better claim on our 
patronsge, other things heing equal, 
than the uugodly msn, and especially 
is this true gs respeets an henorable ef- 
fort to obtain office, In fuct, the Chris- 
tian is derelict in duty who gives his 
voice nnd his vote to place iu 4 position 
of honor and authority nn irreligious 
ma‘: when one equally well quilified for 
the work to he dour can be vhtained who 
is a religious man. The Bible quslitica- 
tlon for offi:e is “able men, such ss fear 
God, men of trutl, hating covetous- 
ness; qualifications mental and moral, | 
and certuinly notincluding membership 
in ally secret society., 

The third reason, Insurance societies, 
ete, to this we reply, in some reapects 
they may answer the eud, but not half 
so well aa those open companies which 
nre controlled by law, and report 
their comlition from time to time, so 
thnt their aupporiers can act intelligent- 
lyinthe case. It is cur firm belief 
thst one-half the funds employed in any 
one of these eompsnies will yield a Iar- 
ger return to its owuer than can be ob- 
taiued from any secret sociely, And 
then they are freo from the objections 
of puerilty, profane oaths, improper aeso- 
ciations, ete. The fourth reason ought 
to he sufi;ient to lead every Christian 
toleave any institution which needs 
such a defense, True. many of the

OUR €FOREIGN" MISSIONS. 


The efforts to reach our foreign popu- 
lation with antisecret literature and 
lecturea hnve never been so carefully 
stulied and followed up as *hey de- 
serve. Nor until tbe publiealions of 
our native Longue are placed upou 4 
surer financinl footing could it be ex 
pected, ‘These are of lirst importance, 
yet the other must not be neglected. A) 
glanse in the Chicago directory willi 
show how deeply eunken in the mirs 
of secrecy tbe foreign born element of 
tbis city hae become, Beside socie- 
ties peculiarly thcir own, tbe Harugun 
and Sons of Hermnn, which have 
iweuty-five distinct orgawsetions, Free- 
mason and Odd-fellow lodges are not 
unfrequent, In Wisconsin the grange 
bns licked np tbe Englisb epesking 
farmers as fire the prairie grass; and 
now its insatiable maw groans for new 
victims. Behold them ready! In that 
state are some 15,000 farmers who 
speak English imperfectly or not at all, 
and the Stste Grange has beset them. 
‘The firat lodge was made during tbe 
fret of this month at Eagle Point, 
Chippewa county. and deputice are nt} 
work in Mauitowec nd Ozaukee coun-| 
ties. German farmers are generally 
forehanded, bence the zeal of tbs 
grange. A German pastor in Council 
Blufis, Iowa, lately asut to this office 
for facte on the grange, for enid he, “I 
am troubled very much with members 
nf said lodge who try to split and 
break up our congregation witb all their 
power." 

But there is encouragement and hope 
that the enemy will bs met even here, 
Two or three years since Rey. F. W. 
A. Riedel, of New Albany, Ind., pub- 
lished a seriss of Oerman tracte. How 
extensive was their circulation is not 
known. A Osrmao pastor in Wiscon- 
in issued some time since s pamphlet, | 
“Christian and Earnest,” wbich wae 
noticedin these columns. Translations 
from the Cynosure have occasionally 
been made for tbe Germen press. Prof. 
Servine, Iste of Augustana College, 
Paxton, Ill., is now publisbing a Swed- 
isb paper, "The Augustana,” in Rock | 
Islend, Il., wbicb will oppose the| 
lodge, and has also transisted into the 
same language tract No. 1 of the Cyno-| 
sure series, Mr. H. de Jough, of 
Rochester, N. Y., bas tranelated into 
the Dutch language several works of 
which he writes: 

“Some time last summer I translated 
in brief the murder of Capt, Wm. 
Morgan, and the confessiou of Henry 
L. Valence, and the almost univcrenl 
renuuciation of the system which fi 
lowed; also eome of the ceremoni 
and the first three oaths from Elder 
David Bernard's work, into Dutch, aud 
sent it for puhhcation to the Wacther, 
a Dutch cburch paper, published in 
Holland, Mich. To my glad surprise 
a religious paper in my native country, 
Holland, (where people know fer less 
sbout tbese orders) also published tho 
same,” 

A German tract is issued in. the Cy- 
mosure eeriea, and has a moderate cir- 
culation, The transistion of the Mor 
gan hook has been called for, but is, 
not yet begnn. a 

If we anticipate the lodge nud take 
possession of the field uneown with the 
tares of secrecy, thers must he more 
self-denying and earnest effort Rce- 
mermher that few secret orders are im- 
ported. Outside the lorge cities there 
ars few or no lodges of foreign born, 
citizens, But the grange has specious 
arguments, aud the fira? step on the 
ladder is the longest. Ooce tsken and. 
the whole curriculum of the lodge in- 
vites; the more oaths the lighter th ey 
rest on the consclence. Friends of the 
reform, we cannot afford to neglect this 
our "foreign m ission,”

slunce whatsoever," Every popisb es- 
tablishmen! is a secret order, though it 
may not bea lhterally foresworn one. 

A reporter of the San Francisco} 
Chronicle lately cnlled upon Arcb- 
bishop Alemany. the highest Roman 
Cathohe authority in California, to 
lewrn his opinion of the grange and 
whetber a member of his church would 
be permitted to join that order. The 
prelate said he had studied the new so- 
cicty carefully, but bad not decided to 
forbid his peuple from it, He should 
advice them personally not to join, al- 
though not disapproving cither its ob- 
jects or proceedings, but only because 
the grange being yet in n transition 
state ond its futurecoudition undefined. 
Tbe conversation continues: 

Reporter—Its being a secret society 
is an objection at the outset, I suppose, 
The Catholic cburch is understood to 
he opposed to secret sosieties. 

The Archbishop—Not as secret s0- 
cieties, hut heeause the members of 
some of them have to take upon. them- 
selves obligations contrary to cherity 
and Christianity. 

Reporter—The Catholic church is op- 
posed to Freemasonry; now Lhave not 
henrd that any of ifs imposed obliga- 
tions nre contrary to charity and Chris- 
tianity. 

The Arcbbishop—Not co far as you 
know, perhaps; not co far ss thou- 
sands and thousands know; but we 
know that in the high degrees the 
members have totake obligations which 
are contrary to truechsrity and would 
crush Christianity. Now the eburch 


isin favor of allthat is obaritnble, endis] 


opposed to all that is unobaritable; for 
that reason she is opposed to monop- 
olies, aud all other forms of oppression. 
There is much that is good in the 
principles of the grangers, but how 
mueb of evil mny find ite wny in—and 
I fear some may—I do not know. 

From this autbority the difference 
between Roman Catholiciem and the 
lodge is largely an imaginary one, be- 
ing that of rivals, not opponents. 
The church ignores the despotism, the 
deception, the licensa, the profane osthe, 
the swindling of the lodge, nnd objects 
only toite hostility tocharity and Chris- 
tanit y. 

But for pretensions of charity the 
lodge can outface Rome herself, what- 
ever may be practiced by either, and 
hostile expressions toward Christianity 
being known only in the higher de- 
grees are of little weight in the aggre- 
gato of secret organizations. The two 
systems, lodgo and papsey, have a 
common object, the subjugation of the 
race; and are reaching for this end by 
similar means, Their hostility isn 
natwral one, but will vanish Jike al 
morning mist when Christ shall ap pear! 
and men learnin the light of hie truth,
